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BROADMOOR CRIMINAL LUNATIC ASYLUM COMMISSION. 
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FROM A 
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RELATING TO THE 


BROADMOOR CRIMINAL LUNATIC ASYLUM. 
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Warrant appointing a Committee to inquire into certain Matters 
relating to the Broadmoor Criminal Lunatic Asylum. 


I, the Right Honourable Richard Assheton Cross, one of Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State, having had my attention drawn to the large amount of expenditure 
required for the maintenance of the Broadmoor Criminal Lunatic Asylum, and for 
putting the structure of it into a proper condition, and being of opinion that it is 
desirable that full inquiry should be made before further expense is incurred, 

I, therefore, hereby nominate and appoint the Right Honourable Sir W. G. 
Hayter, Bart., J. Walter, Esquire, M.P., A. B. Mitford, Esquire, Dr. Mowat, and 
G. Everest, Esquire, as a Committee to hold such inquiry, and to report to me on the 
existing state of that establishment, both in respect of its cost as a lunatic asylum, and 
of the expenditure required to put the building in a proper condition, and maintain it; 
to consider whether any arrangement could be made by which the expense of main- 


' taining such an establishment could be reduced, by retaining the existing buildings and 


site, or by any alteration thereof, or by the sale of the present site and removal elsewhere, 
or otherwise ; and to submit to me an approximate estimate of the probable cost of any 
alteration that may appear to be advisable; together with a general report upon the 
whoie subject.

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~The Broadmoor Criminal Lunatic Asylum was constituted under the provisions of an 


REPORT. 


Act passed in 1860, entitled “An Act to make better provision for the custody and 
*« care of Criminal Lunatics,” 23 and 24 Vict. c. 75; and was placed under the control 
of a Council of Supervision, subject to a periodical visitation by the Commissioners in 
Lunacy, and was intended for the reception, safe custody and treatment of persons who 
had committed crimes when actually insane, or, who became insane whilst undergoing 
sentence of punishment. 


The objects of the institution were threefold, to establish— 
Ist. A lunatic asylum, 
2nd. A convict prison for criminal lunatics. 
3rd. A hospital. 
The first members of the Council of Supervision were appointed in June 1861, 
and were— 
. The Right Honourable Sir William Hayter, Bart., Chairman. . 
. The Right Honourable Sir William Jolliffe, Bart., afterwards Lord Hylton. 
Sir James Clark, Bart. 
Sir Charles Hood, and 
Sir Joshua Jebb, K.C.B. 


The convict element was thus represented by Sir J. Jebb, the Director of Convict 
Prisons, and the lunatic and hospital elements by Sir Charles Hood, the late medical 
superintendent of Bethlehem Hospital, and the late Sir James Clark. 

Sir Joshua Jebb died in June 1863, and Colonel Henderson who succeeded him as 
Director of Convict’ Prisons, was appointed in his place, and, subsequently, Colonel 
DuCane, who had succeeded Colonel Henderson as Director of Convict Prisons, was 
added to the Council. Sir Charles Hood and Sir James Clark died in the year 1870, 
but no medical member of the Council was appointed in the place of either of them. 

It would, we think, be desirable that the Council should be ‘strengthened by the 
appointment upon it of some medical man of eminence and experience. 

Lord Hylton retired, im consequence of failing health, at the end of 1872, and the 
members of the Council, at the present time, are the Right Honourable Sir W. G. 
Hayter, Bart., appointed in 1861, Lieut.-Colonel Henderson, R.E., C.B., appointed in 
1863, Sir Warwick Charles Morshead, Bart., Chairman of the Board of Guardians of the 
Easthampstead Union, in which the Parish of Sandhurst is situated, appointed in 1864, 
Lieut.-Colonel DuCane, R.E., C.B., appointed in 1869, John Walter, Esquire, M.P., 
appointed in 1870, and William Charles King, Esquire, Chairman of the Sessions at 
Wokingham, appointed in 1872. 

The asylum was opened in May 1863, and the death of Sir J. Jebb occurred in the 
following month. The main buildings were planned and erected under the exclusive 
direction of Sir J. Jebb, without any interference whatever on the part of the Council, or 
any consultation with them, at an expense including the first purchase of the land, as 
appears by a Parliamentary paper, No. 254, in answer to an address, dated May 6th 
1872, of 118,039/. 19s. 3d. 

At the time of the death of Sir Joshua Jebb much work in connection with the 
buildings remained to be done and many defects to be remedied. 

With the sanction of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury the superintendence 
of the buildings and repairs was then entrusted to the Council of Supervision, and it 
remained in their hands until April 1872 when, by direction of the Treasury, it was 
transferred to the First Commissioner of Works. _ 

The extent of the works executed under the direction of the Council between 1863 
and 1872 is stated in detail in the paper above referred to (No. 254) presented to the 
House of Commons on the 20th June 1872. 
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These works consisted mainly of the building of 30 cottages for quarters for attendants ; 
Of a water tower ; 
Of boundary walls to garden and male laundry ; 
Of workshops for carpenters, mattress-makers, and shoemakers ; 
uildings ; 
a saunas the accommodation of 50 female patients ; | ” 
Of additions to blocks 1, 3, and 4, in the male division, for the accommodation of 
35 additional patients ; . 
*Of a new reservolr 5 
Of a school-house ; 
Of a reading-room and library for attendants and servants ; 
and of various other matters as detailed in the above-named paper, and at a total expense, 
inclusive of the further purchase of land of 48,310/. 9s. 11d., which being added to. the 
above sum of 118,039/. 19s. 3d. makes the total cost of all the buildmgs and land 
amount to the sum of 166,350/. 9s. 2d. 
All the works erected under the supervision of the Council were built by contract 
or by hired labour, supplemented by the staff of artizans on the establishment, under 
the guidance of the Clerk of the Works, and assisted by the labour of the patients. 


In considering the several matters referred to the Commission, the first question which 
arises is as to the site of the asylum itself. Does it present such advantages as to render 
its continuance desirable, or are there such counterbalancing disadvantages as would 
render it expedient to dispose of it and to seek some other position? This question can 


only be solved by entering into some detail of the original cost, and the advantages or 
disadvantages of its position. ; . : 


SITE. 


The estate upon which the asylum stands is situated in the parish of Sandhurst, in the 
southern portion of the county of Berks, within a few miles of the county of Hants on 
the south-east, and of Surrey on south-west, and is about 32 miles from London. 

Its original extent was 290 acres. This portion was purchased by private contract 
in 1857 for the sum of 5,3911. 8s. 2d., including expenses, equivalent to about 18/. 12s. 0d. 

er acre. | 
: In 1867 a further portion of ground adjoming the original estate on the north-west 
side, of about 33 acres, was purchased at a sale by auction of that and other adjoining 
land, at a cost of 1,860/., equivalent to about 56/. per acre. 

The purchase of this additional land was considered very essential for the interests of the 
asylum, as it not only afforded protection against the erection of undesirable buildings or 
cottages in immediate contiguity to the main building, but also because it afforded the 
means of extension, on the only eligible ground, in case.it should be thought desirable at 
any future time to enlarge the asylum by the erection of any additional buildings. 

The increased value of the land, beyond that of the original site, was, in a great ° 
measure, due to the existence of the asylum itself, and to the increase of population in 
the district which had resulted from its establishment. 

The site of the asylum is most eligible. The main buildings stand upon an elevated 
plateau, about 400 feet above the level of the sea, sheltered by pine woods on the 
north and north-east, and open to the south and south-west. 

The position is cheerful and healthy, and the view is extensive both to the south and 
to the west. The soil is light and sandy with numerous beds of gravel of great use 
and value, and the sewage of the buildings, separated from the rain-fall water, is 
aenibhied through pipes by gravitation over a great portion of the cultivated parts of 
the estate. 

There is an abundant supply of water stored in three reservoirs of the extent of about 
three acres altogether. ‘These reservoirs are themselves filled and fed by the springs 
from the surrounding land. There is also a small stream of water flowing from these 
reservoirs from east to west through the middle of the estate. 


* Note.—This reservoir was, by the .sanction of the Treasury, planned and constructed by Col. Laffan, the 
then Commanding Royal Engineer at Aldershot, and the Staff of Engineers under his command, and carried 
out hy contracts prepared by them and under their superintendence. 
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There are two railways, the south-eastern, and the south-western, with stations at a 
short distance from the asylum, thereby affording convenient communication with Reading 
on the one side, and with London on the other, and giving great facilities for the 
reception and removal of patients to any part of the kingdom, and for the obtaining of 
the supplies requisite and necessary for the purposes of the asylum. 


The wards occupied by the male patients, with the chapel, offices, stores, workshops, 
and airing courts, cover about 14 acres. The women’s wards, with the laundry and 
airing courts, cover about 34 acres. The kitchen garden is about nine acres in extent, 
and there is a consecrated cemetery of about one acre. 

Convenient farm buildings have been erected, and about 167 acres of land, exclusive 
of the kitchen garden, have been brought into cultivation, and 20 acres, in addition, have 
been planted. 

Roads have also been constructed extending to about 44 miles in length, and varying 
from 20 to 25 feet in width. 

Three detached houses have been erected for the residence of the superintendent, 
the deputy superintendent, and the chaplain, and in addition 57 cottages have been 
built upon the estate for the residence of other persons employed in the asylum, besides 
schools for girls and infants, and for boys up to the age of 10 years, together with a 
residence for the two schoolmistresses. 

There is also a reading room for the men employed on the establishment. 


The ground occupied by these houses, cottages, schools, and reading room, together 
with the shrubberies and gardens around them, is about 23 acres in extent. 


There are upon the estate several good building sites for cottages in addition to those ~ 
now occupied. 

Previously to the opening of Broadmoor Asylum the criminal lunatics were dispersed 
in various asylums in different parts of the country, and in localities more or less healthy, 
and, inasmuch as healthiness of position, must, to a considerable extent, affect the rate 
‘of mortality, it may not be undesirable to compare that rate with reference to the same 
class of persons previously and subsequently to the opening of Broadmoor. 

From the published tables of the rate of mortality which prevailed amongst criminal 
lunatics for the seven years previous to the epening of the Broadmoor Asylum, viz., 
from the year 1856 to 1862; and of the rate of mortality amongst the same class of 
persons at- Broadmoor for the 12 years subsequent to the opening of the asylum, 
it appears that during the 12 years from 1863 to 1874, that is to say, since the 
opening of Broadmoor, the death rate amongst criminal lunatics has been reduced 
to less than one half of what it was during the seven years preceding the opening of 
Broadmoor. Sek ae | 

By the same tables it is shown to what extent the safe custody of criminal lunatics 
has been affected during the above respective periods; and from these it appears that 
whereas during the period from 1856 to 1862 inclusive the rate per cent. of criminal lunatics 
escaped and not recaptured before the close of each of the several years in the different 
asylums where criminal lunatics were kept was 0° 62, the rate of escapes from Broadmoor 
since its opening has been 0°08, thus showing that the degree of safe custody has 
increased eight-fold; and it may also be added that the degree of safe custody stil] 
continues to increase, so that there has been no instance of an escape during the whole 
of the last or the present year. 

Finally, the site seems to combine in itself all the elements required for a lunatic 
asylum. 

It is adequate in extent, and affords ample space for additional buildings, if 
required. 

Its situation is singularly healthy. 

There is an ample supply of water, the consumption of which amounts to about 
40,000 gallons per day, independently of the supply to the farm houses and cottages. 

The reclaimed portion of the estate, considering the inferior quality of the soil, is in 
an excellent state of cultivation. 

The cost of the purchase was very reasonable, no land of a similar character could 
now be procured anywhere in the neighbourhood of the asylum, even at double the cost 
at which the estate of Broadmoor was purchased. 

It has, moreover, been established and occupied for a period of more than 13 years, 
and is, in the opinion of the medical superintendent, so far as the site itself is concerned, 
admirably adapted for the purpose for which it was originally designed. 


Under these circumstances, and bearing also in mind that the removal of the institution 
to any other locality would be attended with greatly increased cost in the erection of 
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new buildings, labour and materials having been much enhanced in price since the 
building of the Asylum, and that a heavy loss would be also entailed by the sale of 
ithe existing structures, which would probably only realize the value of the materials 


of which they consist, it has not been thought necessary to go into any inquiry as to 
the expediency or cost of any change of site. 


Subjoined is an Account of the extent of land at Broapmoor Asyium, both cultivated 
and uncultivated, in the month of July 1876.

Cost oF MAINTENANCE. 


This is divided into two parts— 


1. The charges included in the vote (Class IIT., No. 16), accounted for by the 
Superintendent of the asylum. * 


2. The charges included in the vote (Class I., No.3), accounted for by the 
Office of Works. Wniae | 


The charges included in the first-mentioned vote appear in the estimates in the 
following order: salaries and wages, victualling for patients and attendants, tobacco 
uniforms for attendants and servants, clothing for patients, bedding, medicines and 
surgical instruments, furniture, kitchen utensils, crockery, &e., fuel, light and water 
soap, scouring and cleaning articles, allowance in lieu of quarters, escort and conveyance 
of patients, ordinary repairs of roads and fences, and incidental expenses. 

The annual appropriation accounts show that, during the last five years, the net cost, 
incurred under the above heads, after deducting the sums realized and paid into the 


exchequer on account of sales and rent, but not deducting the 
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unions and parishes, was as follows :—

It will be observed that these figures show a slight, although sensible, diminution 
during the last year, notwithstanding that fuel and meat are both considerably dearer 


than they were five years ago.

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Lunatic Asylum at Dundrum, in Ireland; but even here a precise comparison as to 
relative cost is extremely difficult, if not impracticable, because, in the statements of 
cost published in the reports of the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums in Ireland many heads 
of charge which appear in the foregoing statement relatmg to Broadmoor, such as 
furniture, bedding, fuel, light, and water, are, in the case of Dundrum, omitted. 


At Dundrum the number of patients, and the cost per head, during the last four 


years, as shown in the returns published by the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums in » 
Ireland, were—

The Inspectors’ reports furnish no means for estimating what addition ought to be 
made to these figures on account of the different items before mentioned; but, after 
making as careful an examination into the returns as practicable, it would appear that 
the cost at Broadmoor is higher than that at Dundrum, chiefly in two particulars. 

These are— . 

Ist. In the amount of the wages of the staff of attendants. 
2nd. In the amcunt of the salaries of the staff of clerks. 

The question of the number and pay of the attendants at Broadmoor will be considered 
at a later stage of this report. Hersch 

With reference to the staff of clerks, there are circumstances, arising out of the 
relations existing between Dundrum and the central public offices in Ireland, which 
render it almost impracticable to institute any just comparison between Broadmoor and 
Dundrum. In many particulars Broadmoor resembles the English convict prisons, and 


to a great extent the arrangements, and the pay of the staff, have been regulated upon 


the same basis as the convict service. 
Taking, then, for the purpose of comparison, Woking male prison, the estimates for 
the current year show that the staff of clerks for that establishment is as follows, viz.

At Broadmoor there are six clerks, whose total salaries amount to £910 


Against this difference must be set the fact that, for all the convict prisons, and for 
Woking amongst the number, a considerable amount of office work, of the kind which 
requires the services of the better paid class of clerks, is performed in the Directors’ 
Office in London, whereas the whole of the office work connected with Broadmoor is 
performed by the asylum staff. The estimates for the present year make provision for 
a secretary and 10 clerks in the Directors’ Office in London, at a total cost of 3,310/., in 
addition to the local clerks distributed in the various prisons. 


But, in addition to this, a very considerable amount of clerical work is incurred at 


Broadmoor in collecting from unions and parishes, situated in all parts of England and 
Wales, a considerable sum towards the maintenance of patients, amounting at the present 
time to more than 7,000/. annually. 


It has been already observed, that in England there does not exist any institution 
with which a precise comparison can be fairly made; but, in some points, a resemblance 
does exist between Broadmoor and some other kinds of institutions ; and on this account 


_it may be as well shortly to advert to such institutions, with the proviso that, at the best, 
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comparative calculations based upon accounts which are rendered in dissimilar forms can 
only be of very limited value. 
‘These are— 
1. Lunatic Hospitals, receiving their patients without payment. 
2. Pauper Lunatic Asylums. 
38. Convict Prisons. 


1. Lunatic Hospitals. 


Bethlehem Hospital may be taken as a fair specimen of this class. 


At that institution the cost per head, as shown in the Reports of the Commissioners in 
Lunacy, during the last three years, for all items excepting repairs of buildings and new 
works, was as follows :—

In examining the figures contained in the foregoing schedule it will be seen that, 
before proceeding to compare them with the figures in the schedule relating to Broad- 
moor, the amount expended for stationery and printing should be deducted, inasmuch 
as this charge is, in the case of Broadmoor, borne by the Stationery Office. 

It will be observed that the rate of cost for each patient, under the head of salaries 
and wages, shows a very close approximation between Bethlehem and Broadmoor, whilst 
the rate of expenditure for food at Bethlehem exceeds the rate at Broadmoor by more 
than 50 per cent. It is to be noted that in the account for Bethlehem the cost of the 
food of the attendants is not separated from that of the patients, and the same remark 
holds good with respect to pauper lunatic asylums. 


2. Pauper Lunatic Asylums. 


__ In these institutions the average cost of each patient for the year 1874, as calculated 
from the returns given in the last published (the 29th) Report of the Commissioners in 
Lunacy, at page 36, was 26/. 10s. 34d.

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The highest cost was 39/. 3s. 11d., at the City of London Asylum, and the lowest 
was 21l. 4s. 8d., at the Dorset County Asylum. _ 

These figures no doubt point to a considerable diminution of expenditure as compared 
with Broadmoor. Whether that diminution is so considerable as the figures appear to 
indicate depends upon whether the component parts of the expenditure are in each case 
the same. The inference, however, that the expenditure at Broadmoor is in excess of 
that in pauper asylums is undoubtedly a true one, but it must be borne in mind that 
there is really no similarity between the two cases, either as to the general character 
of the inmates, or as to the conditions under which they are detained. 

That there is no real analogy between a criminal asylum and a pauper lunatic asylum 
is exemplified by the difference in cost between the Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum 
and the pauper lunatic asylums in Ireland. 

It has already been stated that in the year 1874 the cost of each patient at Dundrum, 
for certain items, was 35/. 14s. 7d., whilst it may be shown by a calculation, based upon 
the returns given in the 24th Report of the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums in Ireland, 
at page 159, that in the district asylums (as they are termed in Ireland) the cost of each 
patient, after deducting the items not included in the estimate of the cost at Dundrum, 
amounted only to 19/. 14s. 10d. 


- 3. Convict Prisons. 


The average number of prisoners. under detention in convict establishments during the 
financial year ending on the 3lst March 1875 is stated, in the annual report issued 
by the directors, to have been 10,316 in England, and 909 abread, making a total 
of 11,225. . 

The appropriation account for that financial year, laid before the House of Commons, 
and ordered to be printed on the 17th February 1876, shows that the total amount 
expended under the supervision of the Directors of Convict Prisons during the year, for 
convict establishments in England and the colonies was 464,148/. 10s. 6d. This sum, 
however, embraces every item of expenditure both at home and—abroad, and very 
considerable deductions are necessary before attempting to calculate a rate per caput, 
which would be at all upon the same basis as the rate already given with respect to the 
inmates of the pauper asylums. alk 

The total amount includes large sums expended on account of the colonial establish- 
ments upon items which do not appear to have any counterpart in the expenditure at 
home. 

The appropriation account does not, however, distinguish the home from the colonial 
expenditure with such precision as to permit of an exact calculation being framed upon it, 
alone, of the cost of each inmate of the convict establishments in England. 

At page xii. of the Annual Report of the Directors of Convict Prisons issued in 1875 
the average cost per head of the prisoners in England is stated to have been, during the 
year under consideration, 33/. 8s. 5d. This does not appear, however, to include the 
cost of the Directors’ office, although it does include the cost of the ordinary repair of 
buildings. Making the necessary allowance for these matters, and also for the amount 
realized by the sale of old stores, it would appear that, upon this basis, the average cost 
of the maintenance of each inmate of the convict establishments in England exceeds the 
cost of each inmate of the pauper asylums by about 27 per cent. 

The food of the prisoner being less costly than that of the pauper lunatic, the excess 
in the total cost of maintenance is due to the totally different conditions under which the 
two classes are detained, and to the larger expenditure which, in the case of the prisoner, 
it is absolutely necessary to incur in those charges which relate to safe custody and 
discipline. ; . 

The inmates of Broadmoor are lunatics as well as criminals, and in order to provide 
satisfactorily for their care and treatment a still higher rate of expenditure appears to be 
unavoidable. . 


Inasmuch, therefore, as no satisfactory comparison can possibly be instituted between 
Broadmoor and any other establishments in England with reference to the total annual 
amount of the cost of maintenance, we propose to deal separately with the most important 
of the several elements which go to make up the total expenditure. ) 

Those included in the vote accounted for by the superintendent have been already 
stated in detail, and the most important are three, namely :— 

1. Salaries and Wages. 
2. Food. 
3. Clothing. 


Sa 
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1. Salaries and Wages. 


The proportion of attendants to the number of inmates is necessarily larger than 
either in pauper lunatic asylums or in convict prisons. 


In pauper lunatic asylums the proportion of attendants to patients is less than 10 per 
cent., in convict prisons the proportion of warders and guards is about 12 per cent., and 
at Broadmoor the proportion is about 20 per cent. 


. This greater proportion of attendants at Broadmoor is due to the composite character 
of the institution, and to the exceptional nature of the cases sent here for safe custody 
and treatment. It receives a larger relative proportion of violent inmates than either 
prisons or ordinary asylums, and all, whether quiet or otherwise, need the strictest 


- guarding to prevent escape. 


Again, the establishment can only contend against conspiracy or violence by constant 
vigilance, all active coercion and repressive measures being prohibited. The only mode 
of coercion possible is separation in a cell, and that without the penal regimen of a 
convict cell. 


These conditions necessarily increase the difficulty of control, and they must be taken 
into account in estimating the cost of the establishment. 


A certain proportion of the attendants are told off in rotation for night duty, a certain 
proportion are always on leave, and the remainder are on duty by day. ‘Those on duty 
by day have 14 hours’ work, with two hours for meals and recreation when they can 
get them, which is not always, should any of the inmates prove noisy, troublesome, or 
violent. They are nine consecutive days on duty, with a rest on each tenth day. 
Their proportion actually on duty by day is as one to seven of the inmates. 


The hours of duty by night are not so many as by day. 


The whole work is, however, so severe and continuous a strain on mind and body, and 
the duty is discharged in such difficult and exceptional circumstances, that we do not 
think it would be prudent or safe to make any reduction in this direction. 


On the contrary, we are of opinion that the exercise of continuous vigilance over the 
most dangerous class of lunatics during 14 consecutive hours, on nine successive days, 
taxes much too heavily both the mind and nerves of the attendants; and we recommend 
an increase rather than a decrease in their numbers. 


Still less can there be any saving in salaries, for the executive staff are already on 
lower scales than the corresponding subordinate officers of convict prisons, whereas 
their duties are heavier and more disagreeable, and the personal risk they run much 
greater. 


The above remarks apply alike to the male and female sides of the establishment.

2. Food. 


With respect to food, which forms the second important element in the cost of 
maintenance, we beg to offer the following observations :— . 


Upon the opening of the Broadmoor Asylum, in May 1863, the criminal lunatics who 
had, up to that time, been maintained at Bethlehem Hospital, at Fisherton House, near 
Salisbury, and at various other asylums, were removed to Broadmoor. 


The scale of dietary which had for many years previously been established at 
Bethlehem was, upon the above transfer being effected, at the suggestion of Sir Charles 
Hood, who had been the chief medical superintendent at Bethlehem Hospital, and with 
the sanction of Sir James Clark, the other medical member of the Council, and with the 
entire approbation of Dr. Meyer, adopted at Broadmoor, and has ever since, with some 
slight modifications, been continued. 


The scale of diet is no doubt of a better and more expensive character than that 


which obtains with pauper lunatic asylums, but the persons and conditions bear no 
comparison. 


In an ordinary lunatic asylum the inmates are, as a rule, all of the pauper class, and 
the number of males and females are pretty nearly equal. At Broadmoor several of the 
patients are of the higher middle class, many of them small tradesmen and artizans, and 
but a fair proportion of the labouring class. 


The males, too, whose maintenance is more expensive than that of the females, are as 
four to one at Broadmoor, but in the ordinary lunatic asylums are equal in number. 
Most, if not all of them, have been accustomed to better diet than would be afforded to 
them in pauper lunatic asylums or workhouses, or in prisons. 


Their long-continued confinement necessarily preys upon their minds. They are 
anxious to be released, but at the same time are unable to conceal from themselves the 
conviction that, with the majority, their confinement is practically almost lifelong, and 


thus they suffer from the depression naturally produced from’ that unhappy reflection, 
and require in support of life a more generous diet. 


This question of dietary has been frequently and anxiously considered by the medical 


superintendent. He has from time to time made such slight variations with a view to © 


economy as he deemed permissible, but he is firmly of opinion that, practically, the 
same scale which has hitherto prevailed should continue, and that no material alteration 


or reduction could be made except at the expense of incurring a rate of mortality 
ncreasing in proportion to the reduction. 


In relation to this question the following figures, showing the variations in the rate of 


mortality amongst criminal Innatics at different times and in different institutions, are 


ua unimportant. They are based upon the judicial statistics published by the Home 
ce. Mare: ' 
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During five years before Broadmoor was opened the total number of criminal lunatics

Having regard to the unfavourable character of the structural arrangements of that 
part of Bethlehem Hospital in which the criminal lunatics were confined, it is difficult 
to avoid arriving at the conclusion that the much lower death-rate which prevailed 
there than in the various other asylums was largely due to the good and sufficient 
dietary provided at Bethlehem. 

It will be observed that the rate of mortality at Broadmoor has been still lower than 
the rate at Bethlehem, a difference which may fairly be attributed to the better site and 
to the more commodious and cheerful wards, together with a continuance of the same 
dietary scale as that previously in use at Bethlehem. 


3. The Clothing. 


This divides itself into two parts :— 


1. The Clothing of the Attendants. 
2. The Clothing of the Patients. 


1. The clothing of the Attendants corresponds very nearly with that of similar officers 
in the Convict Service, and there does not appear to be any great difference as to cost. 
2. In the financial year ending 31st March the clothing for patients at Broadmoor 
_ cost at the rate of 4/. 3s. 4d. per patient. In the convict prisons for the last year 
_ for which the Account is published the cost was 2/. 15s. 11d. per prisoner. 
The proportion was, therefore, about 3 to 2 as between criminal lunatics and convicts. 
_ The clothing of the inmates of Broadmoor is, however, specifically laid down in rules. 
which have been sanctioned by the Secretary of State, and which state that, 
“« All clean patients are to be provided with two suits of clothing.”

These rules with respect to the clothing have been acted upon since the opening 
of the asylum, and they have conduced materially to the general health of the inmates. 

It may further be observed that the number of persons capable of being employed as 
tailors is not so. great amongst the inmates of Broadmoor as it is amongst the sane 
inmates of the convict prisons; but, beyond this, it is not at present possible at 
Broadmoor to make use of the whole of the available labour. of this description in 
consequence of the small size of the tailors’ shop, which has long been quite full. 
A larger workshop has been recommended by the Council for several, years past, but 
the sanction of the Treasury has not yet been obtained. 


ANNUAL Reparrs. 


In considering the question of the annual repairs of the works and buildings at 
Broadmoor, both with regard to the amount required for the purpose of keeping the 
buildings in substantial repair, as well as the authority under which such repairs 
should be executed, it is necessary to advert to its first constitution. — 

On the establishment of the asylum, and in framing the rules for its general manage- 
ment, it was originally contemplated that the repairs to the buildings should be executed 
under the direction of the Council of Supervision. . With this object a clerk of the 
works and various artizans suitable for the purpose of effecting repairs were included in 
the original staff of the establishment, and located in cottages immediately contiguous 
to the main building. Rules for their guidance were embodied in the general rules 
which were sanctioned by the Secretary of State, and duly laid before Parliament. 
They were also placed under the direct and immediate control of the chief medical 
superintendent. 

At the period of the death of Sir J. Jebb, shortly after the opening of the asylum, 
much still remained to be done, both as regards original works for the completion of the 
asylum, and also as regards various additions and alterations; and the question whether 
these should be effected under the superintendence of the Council or by the Board of 
Works seems to have been considered by the Secretary of State, for in a letter addressed 
by the Secretary of State to the chairman of the Council in March 1863, the opinion of 
the Council was requested_as to the proposal of placing the works and repairs of the 
buildings under the Board of Works from the Ist of April then next. To this letter 
the chairman replied, that the works and buildings connected with the Asylum, although 
in a great state of forwardness were not entirely finished, but they saw no reason why 
they should not, when completed, be transferred to the Board of the Commissioners of 
Works. 

They, however, suggested that the proposal before being adopted should be sub- 
mitted to the consideration of that Board. ; 

Subsequently to the period of this correspondence, an ‘assistant surveyor of the 
Board of Works, by the desire of the Secretary of State,.inspected the works and 
buildings at Broadmoor, but whether any report was ever made to the Secretary of 
State in approval or disapproval of the above proposed transfer, or, what were the 
instructions given to the officer of the Board of Works, the Council never were informed. 
The result, however, was that the superintendence of the works, buildings, and annual 
repairs, with the sanction of the Secretary of State and of the Treasury, remained with 
the Council from the opening of the Asylum in 1863 until the month of April 1872, a 
period of nine years. 


On the 2Ist March 1871 a letter from the Secretary of State was addressed 
to the chairman of the Council requesting to be informed whether any objection 
existed to the transfer of the charge of the buildings at Broadmoor to the Depart- 
ment of Works. ‘T'o the above-mentioned communication the Council replied by letter 
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of the 20th April 1871, in which they stated that they “ would be gladly relieved of 
*« the duty of superintending the repairs of the buildings, &c., but that these buildings 
“‘ are very extensive, in part very badly constructed, and in constant need of 
** ordinary repair, which has hitherto been effected by the clerk of the works belonging 
** to the establishment, under the supervision of the Superintendent and Council, and 
** after the experience of marty years they are of opinion that if, on every occasion of 
“ any repair being required, it should be necessary to refer to the Board of Works not 
** only will great inconvenience arise, but the expense instead of being diminished will 
*“¢ be very considerably enhanced.” 


No subsequent survey of the works and buildings was made, and no further 
communication on the subject took place with the Council until October 1871, when they 
were informed by a letter from the Home Secretary, dated 27th October 1871, inclosing 
a letter from the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, dated 2Ist October 1871, 
“‘ that their Lordships had been pleased to direct that all works ‘in connexion with the 
*« maintenance and repair of the buildings of the asylum should from the Ist of April 
“ 1872 be transferred to the Board of Works.” 

Since the Ist of April 1872 the charge of the works and annual repairs has been 
under the Board of Works. ‘The question is whether it should remain there, or be 
re-transferred to the charge of the Council of Supervision. We are of opinion that both 
on economical grounds, as also with regard to the best interests of the asylum, such 
re-transfer is desirable. 

The transfer to the Board of Works has been attended with much inconvenience and 
with increased expense. 

There are in England and Wales 48 county asylums, and in every one of these the 
works connected with the maintenance and repair of the buildings are carried out under 
the direction of the same committee which directs the general management of the 
asylum. Also in the convict prisons there is one single authority for all purposes. 
In all these cases the system of one sole direction is found to work well. 

By the existing arrangement a number of workmen are employed in all parts of the 
buildings who are not under the direct control of the superintendent of the asylum, and 
for whose conduct he cannot be held responsible. 

Also at present no use is made of the labour of the patients in the maintenance and 
repair of the buildings. Much of the work could be done by them which is now done 
by hired labour, and thus not only would expense be saved, but the patients themselves 
would benefit by being provided with useful occupation. 

The office of works have sanctioned the employment of a party of patients in 
painting since the month of June last, but from April 1872 to June 1876 no use was 
made of the labour of any of the patients upon any form of repairs of the works or 
buildings. | 

Besides these patients now employed in painting there are several others who are fit 
to be employed upon ordinary repairs as mechanics. For example, at the present moment 
there are the following who could be at once turned to account :— 


Gasfitter - - - - 
Plumber - r - . 
Glazier - - - - - 
Carpenters - - - 
Bricklayers and Masons - - 
Blacksmith . - - : 
Plasterer - - - 


This list includes only those who are skilled artizans and who are at present fit to be 
employed, whilst there are many who would be very willing to learn, and who would, 
whilst learning, be useful as labourers. 

But the existence of dual authority leads to other inconveniencies and risks. 

‘In the event of fire, it would appear desirable that there should be a staff of persons 
trained and ready for prompt and united action. 

Under existing arrangements, however, the fire engine is under the charge of the 
office of works, whilst the attendants and staff of the asylum are under the control of 
the superintendent. 

The question also of deciding what belongs to fixtures, and what to furniture, (one 
coming under the charge of the Office of Works, and the other under the Council,) 
often leads to loss of time and inconvenience, if to nothing more. And the same kind of 
inconvenience is felt in drawing a line of demarcation at all the various points where the 
two separate authorities meet. 
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The reason assigned for transferring the control of the works in connexion with the 


maintenance and repair of the buildings to the Board of Works, was the belief that such 


transfer would induce to economy; the annual estimates, however, indicate that this 


object has not been attained. | 
The amounts inserted for ordinary repairs by the Office of Works, in their annual 


estimates since the date of the transfer, have been as follows :—

The amounts inserted by the Council in the estimates for the ordinary repairs of 
buildings, previously to 1872, never reached the sum shown as the yearly’average since 
that date; but, in order to compare justiy the amounts before 1872 with the amounts 
inserted in their estimates by the Office of Works since 1872, an addition must be made 
to the former on account of the wages of certain artizans, which, before 1872, appeared in 
the estimates, not under the head of ordinary repairs, but under that of salaries and wages. 

These artizans were employed partly upon new works, and partly upon ordinary 
repairs, and, if the total amount of their wages be divided between new works and 
ordinary repairs in the proportion which the total amounts expended under those two 
heads of service bear to each other, it would give an average annual sum of 188/. to be 
added, on account of wages, to the amounts actually appearing in the estimates before 
the year 1872, under the head of ordinary repairs. A further sum must also be added 
for sweeping chimneys, amounting to about 40/. per annum. 

Taking the whole of the period during which the repairs of the buildings were 
executed under the control of the Council, the total amount actually expended in the 
nine years 1863-72, as shown in the Parliamentary paper before referred to (No. 254), 
presented to the House of Commons on the 20th June 1872, was 15,893/. 14s.. 2d. If 
to this be added the proportion of the wages of the artizans, and the sum for sweeping 
chimneys, the total would then amount to 17,839/. 15s. 4d., giving an average annual 
expenditure of 1,982/. 4s. Od. 

It thus appears. that the average annual sum expended under the Council was less 
by 473/. than the average annual sum taken in the Parliamentary votes under the Office 
of Works. 

Further, it appears by the foregoing figures, that the amount inserted in the 
estimates by the Office of Works for the current year 1876-77 is 3,412/., and yet 
the Council believe that, instead of the charge for repairs being higher now than it 
was five years ago, lu ought, on the contrary to be less, inasmuch as, in the earlier years, 
the amount of defective original workmanship which remained to be made good, was 
greater than it now is. 

No reference has been made by the Office of Works to the Council with respect to this 
sum of 3,412/., which it is proposed to spend upon ordinary repairs ‘this year, and the 
Council therefore do not know in what way or upon what items it is intended to 
expend it, nor have we been enabled to ascertain what precise sums have, year by year 
since the transfer, been expended by the Board of Works on repairs, and what sums on 
special services. 

Judging from the experience of nine years, during which time the charge of the annual 
repairs was under the control and management of the Council of Supervision it is believed 
and in this the Medical Superintendent concurs, that the repairs, including the wages of 
the workmen, may, with such aid as could be obtained from the employment of patients 
wherever practicable, be effected at the cost of not more than 2,000/. per annum, in 
addition to the salary of the Clerk of the Works. : 


WoRKS REQUIRED TO BE DONE. 


The asylum was, at the time when it was first opened, in an incomplete state. It 
was, in many parts, ill-constructed, and defectively arranged. 

Much has been done since the period of its opening in 1863 to repair the defects and 
to supply the deficiencies; considerable. additions and alterations, however, are still 
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required before the establishment can be deemed to be in a sufficient and satisfactory 
condition. 
These we proceed to enumerate. 


Provision for warming the Wards, 


The inadequacy of the means originally provided for warming the wards became 
apparent to the Council at the time of their first examination of the buildings; and in 
the printed annual report of the Medical Superintendent for 1864, at page 5, there 
is this notice of the matter: “ The buildings are heated by iron stoves and open fire- 
«« places. Notwithstanding a large consumption of coal, portions of the buildings, such 
* as single rooms, remain unwarmed; damp walls and bedding are the necessary 
result.” 

Since the date of that report the arrangements for warming have been improved 
in many portions of the asylum. 

The new female block which was erected in 1865 and 1866 is satisfactorily heated 
throughout. Its day-rooms are warmed by open fireplaces, but the corridors and all 
the single rooms in that block are warmed by hot water. The hot-water apparatus was 
supplied by Messrs. Haden, of Trowbridge, and the sum paid to that firm for the entire 
apparatus was 314/. 12s. 

At a later date, namely in 1870, an apparatus for warming by hot water was. placed 
in.No. 1 block, in the male division, at the time when that block was undergoing 
enlargement, and the warming of the majority of the single rooms in that block was 
thereby satisfactorily provided for. 

At present, the whole of the day-rooms throughout the asylum are satisfactorily 
warmed, as well as being well lighted and ventilated, and the portions in which improve 
ment is now required are the single rooms (or cells) in some of the wards in the male 
division. 

The proposal of the Board cf Works Department provided for the warming of the 
three floors, and of all the cells and corridors, which would have involved considerable 
structural alterations. This the Medical Superintendent does not consider necessary, and, 
judging from what has already been done, he believes that the whole of what is required 
may be effected at a probable cost of 2,000/. 


The conversion of several of the Associated Dormitories into Single Rooms. 


_ The associated dormitories in question were constructed before the Council were 
appointed. It has been found by experience that a smaller number of patients are fit 
to be trusted to sleep in association than appears to have been originally anticipated, 
and that the number of cells ought to be still further increased. In doing this the 
opportunity will be afforded of providing a sufficient number of well-ventilated, well- 
warmed, well-lighted, and secure cells for the use of those patients whom it is requisite, 
for the sake of safety, to place in their cells during any part of the day. 

Thirty additional single rooms will, in the opinion of the Medical Superintendent, be _ 
sufficient for the present. ‘These may, it is estimated, be constructed at a cost not 
exceeding 2,000/. 


Better Locks. 


As the majority of the locks throughout the building can be picked with scarcely 
any difficulty we think it desirable that some additional security should be obtained. 

We therefore propose that the locks on the doors of communication in the several 
blocks, as well as the locks upon the outer doors where this has not yet been done, 
should be removed and replaced by locks of a better description. 


Inspection Windows. 


The construction of the means of inspection of this description was commenced 
in 1871; since that time the work has been carried on at the rate of 25 rooms in 
each year. 

The objects to be gained are, first, to enable the attendants, when on duty in the 
corridors, to see the occupants of the single rooms without the necessity of opening the 
doors, and thus to enable them to exercise better supervision ; and, secondly, to afford 
some degree of light to the occupants of the rooms. 

- Twenty-five additional windows are still required; the cost of these is estimated at 
6/. each, forming a total of 150/. 


a 
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Strengthening of the external Walls of Single Rooms. 


In the external walls of many of the single rooms, as originally constructed, air flues 
nine inches square were placed. ‘These large air flues detract from the strength of the 
walls to a dangerous extent. Ina considerable number of the single rooms the walls 
have already been made secure, but there are still 76 rooms in the walls of which the 
air flues require to be either reduced or built up. 

The cost of this work we estimate at 200/. 


Increasing the Height of the Boundary Walls. 


This was first recommended by the Council in 1862, and the work is now in process 
of execution. The estimated cost of its completion is 3007. 


Telegraphic Communication. . 

Immediate communication between the superintendent, or officer for the time being 
in charge, and the various blocks, is required by day and by night, in case of fire, of 
acts of violence, of accidents, of escapes, or attempts to escape, and similar matters 
which demand combined, energetic, and rapid action. ‘This can be best accomplished 
by some simple and easily worked electric contrivance. 

There should also be an alarm bell, to. be used in case of fire, escape, &c., to warn all 
attendants off duty, as well as those in various directions on duty, so as to bring all 
available power to a given spot in the shortest possible space of time. 

These, and all other executive arrangements should be under'the immediate orders of 
the superintendent to secure unity, rapidity, and efficiency of action. 

The cost need not exceed 150/. 


Tailors’ Shop. 


The making and the mending of the clothing is not’ only a suitable occupation for 
such of the inmates as are, or can be made, sufficiently skilled to be so employed, but 
is also a measure of economy, especially in an institution where the wear and tear of 
garments are exceptionally great. . 

The original provision made for the shoemakers and tailors was totally inadequate, and 
no provision was made for mattress-makers. Accordingly, at the time of opening the 
asylum, in 1863, a mattress-maker’s workshop and a store-room were added by the Council. 
When these two rooms were completed it was found that the room built as a mattress- 
store was a better room than the original workshop intended for the tailors. 


The new room was therefore used as a workskop for the tailors, whilst the shop - 


originally intended for the tailors was made use of as a store for the mattress-maker. 

In 1875, 50 females were employed in making clothing for patients and attendants, and 
6 in repairing linen. On the male side, 9 were employed in the tailors’ shop, and 31 in 
repairing linen, making a total of 96 thus utilized. 

The number of patients capable of being employed in the tailors’ shop has now 
increased, and further accommodation is required. 

We believe that a new tailors’ shop, adequate for the purpose required, may, with 
the aid of the patients’ labour, be erected at a cost not exceeding 300/. | 


PVorkshop for making and repairing Furniture. 


The present workshop was intended originally only to be used as a wood store, and 
it is quite inadequate, in size, for its present purpose. 

Several patients are ulready employed in it, and more could be employed if there were 
more room; and it is hoped that by making increased use of the labour of the patients 
the annual cost of furniture would be materially reduced. iy 

This workshop could be constructed at a cost not exceeding 300/. The estimate of 
the Board of Works for the tailors’ shop and the furniture workshop is 9401. 


Alterations to the old, and now disused, Female Laundry. 


Sundry minor works are necessary in order to adapt the buildings of the original 
laundry in the female division for use partly as store-rooms, and partly as quarters for 
female attendants and servants, for which purposes they are much needed. 

The Office of Works estimate the cost of these works.at 500/., but it is believed that 
they could be effected for a less sum by the employment of the patients. 


“ 
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Enlargement of No. 28 Cottage. 


This cottage was constructed before the buildings were handed over to the Council. 
It contains only four very small rooms, and it is inadequate for the comfort of the 
inhabitants. — 

The necessary alterations need not exceed 100/. 


Fifteen Cottages for Attendants. 


The welfare of the asylum depends largely upon the general character and conduct 
of the attendants, and it has been found from the experience of 13 years, during which 
the asylum has been in operation, that the provision of a cottage and a garden upon the 
asylum estate has acted most beneficially in promoting the steadiness and good conduct 
of the attendants, and in thus rendering their services more valuable. 

There are 46 male married attendants, of whom only 31 are at present provided with 
cottages on the estate. 


The cost of 15 cottages is estimated to amount, at 200/. per cottage, to 3,000/.; the 
cottages built by contract under the direction of the Council in 1863 cost 167/. each ; 
and it is probable, if the same course were now adopted, the total estimated sum may be 
lowerea. 


‘To the above must be added the works necessary for completing the machinery at 
the pumping station ; also for examining, and in case of need renewing, several of the 
defective cisterns ; also for repairing and re-arranging the gasworks, which are inadequate 
for the present consumption; and also for increasing the means of extinguishing fire. 


These several works are estimated by the surveyor of the Board of Works to cost 
in the whole 3,470/. 
The total estimated cost of these works is shown in the following Schedule :—

Finally. 

Having regard to the various combined advantages derivable from the, present site, 
that it is satisfactory as to the health, and comfort, and safe custody of the inmates, that 
any removal to another locality would involve greatly increased expenditure without an 
adequate result, and that no ecomony in its working would be obtained, we strongly 
recommend that it should remain unchanged. 

The question of maintenance comprises the consideration of 15 items; the three most 
material of these are— 

1, The dietary of the patients. 
2. The clothing of patients and attendants. 
3. The salaries and wages of attendants. 


é 


Dietary of Patients. 


The question of the dietary of the patients involves so many elements of a sanitary 
and medical character requirimg a minute and searching investigation and comparison 


- 
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with other institutions of a similar or somewhat similar character, that we cannot take 
upon ourselves the responsibility, as a body, of determining that a scale of diet, 
introduced and sanctioned by eminent medical men, and which has subsisted since 
the opening of the asylum, should, without a larger investigation than we are enabled to 
give, be materially reduced. 


The Clothing of the Patients. 


The special rules laid down by the Secretary of State at the opening of the asylum 
with respect to the clothing of the patients have been uniformly adopted since that 
period. They have, in the opinion of the Medical Superintendent, conduced materially to 
the general health of the patients, and we are not prepared to recommend any alteration 


The Clothing of the Attendants. 


‘The clothing of the attendants differs little from that in the convict prisons. We 
believe, however, that with the addition of another tailors’ shop, whereby a larger 
number of patients could be employed, a considerable saving may be made both with 
respect to the clothing of the patients, and of the attendants also. | 


Salaries and Wages. 


The scale of remuneration at the opening of the asylum was fixed in analogy to that 
of the warders in the convict prisons, whose duties were of a similar character. 

The remuneration of the warders in the convict prisons has since been raised, so that 
they are now on a higher scale than the attendants at Broadmoor. 

We therefore recommend, having regard to the dangerous ,and responsible duties of 
the attendants at Broadmoor, that their remuneration should be assimilated to that of 
the warders in the convict prisons. 


Charge of Maintenance of Buildings. 


We are further of opinion that, for the sake of administrative unity, convenience, and 
economy, it is desirable to discontinue the connexion of the Board of Works with the 
asylum, and that the charge of the buildings and works should be re-transferred to the 
Council of Supervision. 

The execution of the additional works proposed may, we think, be spread over the next 
three years, as some of them, although very desirable, are not of a pressing and immediate 
necessity.

Minute of Dissent. 


I regret that I am unable to agree to the Report upon Broadmoor Asylum which has 
been drawn up by Sir William Hayter. 

Sir William Hayter, having recorded the many physical advantages of the present 
site, proceeds to say, “‘under these circumstances it has not been thought necessary 
* to gointo any inquiry as to the expediency or cost of any change of site.” . 

It is inferred by the Report that the addition of certain works estimated to cost 
12,4701. will leave the establishment, which has already cost 166,350/. 9s. 2d., in a 
sufficient and satisfactory condition. 

At the same time it is admitted that the original building was in many parts 
ill-constructed and defectively arranged. 

Upon this latter point there can hardly be two opinions. 

Now it appears to me that in order to justify Government in spending more 
money upon a building so defective as Broadmoor is confessed to be upon all sides, 
and to retain the establishment upon a site comprising 800 acres in one of the 
most delightful situations in Berkshire, a site worth at the present time according to 
the lowest computation 60/7. an acre, Broadmoor should be able to show counter- 
balancing advantages of a most exceptional character as regards economy and utility. 

How does Broadmoor fulfil that condition ? 
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_* The heavy expense of the maintenance of the buildings at Broadmoor is in a 
great degree caused by the original faultiness of the structure. It would not be 
difficult to cite instances of the badness of the workmanship. It is sufficient 
for my present purpose to record the opinion that should the Government decide upon 
retaining Broadmoor, and upon spending there the money now asked for, it will 
still be a bad building, permanently involving great outlay in maintenance. 

As regards the cost of the patients, the subjoined tables prepared by Dr. Mouat, en 
the comparative cost of Broadmoor, of the Criminal Lunatic Asylum at Dundrum 
in Ireland, and of the County Lunatic Asylums.

In this estimate, however, several heads of charge are omitted, viz., bedding and 
furniture, rates and taxes, and fuel and light, so that the figures are not comparable. 
The additional cost, if these items were included, would be about 10/. per “ patient.”

The average cost per head of convict prisoners in England is stated to have been 
331. 8s. 5d. for the year 1875. 

Tt will be seen, therefore, that the cost of the inmates at Broadmoor is higher 
than that either of pauper lunatics or of convict prisoners. 

At page 11 of his report Sir William Hayter seems to argue that we cannot 
compare Broadmoor with the pauper lunatic asylums, because the inmates are 
criminals as well as lunatics; at page 12 he deprecates a similar comparison with the 
convict prison, because the inmates of Broadmoor are lunatics as well as criminals. 
It appears to me that if to the extra cost of safe custody needed in the case of 
convict prisons as compared with pauper asylums were added the extra cost of dietary 
needed in the case of pauper asylums as compared with convict prisons, the require- 
_ ments of the criminal lunatic would be amply satisfied. 

The expensive dietary Sir William Hayter defends upon the ground that the 
patients at Broadmoor are of a higher class than those confined in pauper asylums.

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Tam informed, however, that the pauper asylums receive many patients of ‘the 
hieher middle class;” at Colney Hatch, for instance, where the average cost per 
atient is about 26/. per annum, or less than half that of Broadmoor, there is or 
ee confined a lunatic who had reached the grade of archdeacon in the Church of 
edhe Dr. Mouat has shown that the excess of expenditure for rations at Broad- 
moor was 6/. 9s. over the highest, 107. 10s. 6d. over the lowest county charge, and 
8]. 9s. 9d. over the mean of the extreme charges in county asylums. 

There is a large exceeding also in the cost of clothing over the county asylums. | 

As regards these two branches of expenditure, I cannot see that any case has been 
made out for the heavy expenditure at Broadmoor as compared with the county 
ith respect to the establishment, I do not see how, if Broadmoor is to be retained, 
any reduction can be made in the cost of supervision; on the contrary, I agree 
with Sir William Hayter in the recommendation that the remuneration of the 

ttendants should be assimilated to that of the warders in the convict prisons. 

it will be gathered from the foregoing remarks that I have come to the con- 
clusion that the Government possess in Broadmoor a bad and permanently expensive 
pbuilding, and a needlessly extravagant establishment. Fe 

T believe that it would be wise for the Government to sell Broadmoor even should 
they do so at a great sacrifice. The site would of course sell, as I have shown above, 
for a very large profit; it is admirably adapted either for a hospital, a sanatorium 
in connexion with a London hospital, or for a school; and although part of the 
structure might only be sold for what it would fetch as old materials, there are a 
number of residential buildings, cottages, machinery, &c., which would fetch their 
full value. Should such a course be adopted, the Government would have to choose 
between two alternatives,—Ilst. Seeking out a new and inexpensive site in the waste 
lands, such as Dartmoor, and rebuilding the Asylum, which I believe could be done 
at a cost of 1507. per prisoner, exclusive of the cost of site. 2ndly. Adding lunatic 
wards to convict prisons. . : | 

There is much to be said in favour of the latter expedient. The bona fide lunatics 
would thus be kept under medical supervision, while there is a large proportion of 
prisoners who are notoriously simply violent criminals, who would be better fitted to 
the discipline of the convict prisons than to the luxury of Broadmoor.* Jam aware 
that this suggestion involves a change of legislation, the convict prisons being at 
present available only for the incarceration of conyicts under sentence of penal 
servitude. 

These are points, however, upon which I wish to speak with great reserve, because 
they have not been discussed. by the Committee. I was anxious that Colonel 
DuCane, who is probably the only person competent to speak authoritatively as 
to either alternative, should be consulted. In this I was over-ruled by a majority of 
my colleagues, and I cannot but think that one of the main objects of our inquiry has 
been ignored, when that majority took for granted the perfection of Broadmoor, and 
declined to examine into the chief question submitted to us. 

I cannot agree with Sir William Hayter in his recommendation that the charge 
of the buildings at Broadmoor should be retransferred to the Council of Supervision. 
The accompanying table shows that the administration of the Office of Works has 
been attended by a reduction in expenditure of more than 700/. per annum as 
compared with that of the Council, in spite of the advance in the market price of 
labour and materials since 1871—2.+ 2 

With regard to the control and supervision of expenditure the Board are obviously 
in a much better position than the Council of Supervision could be. 

The work is executed under the authority of the Board, upon estimates submitted 
by their surveyor, who is responsible for its execution in an efficient manner and upon 
the most economical terms. 5 : | 

The contractors’ and tradesmen’s accounts are subjected to the most strict examina- 
tion by the staff of the technical examiner, and ! cannot see how the works could 
be carried out with greater regard to economy and correctness of account. % 


* Want of classification of the inmates appears to be a chief blot upon Broadmoor. Billiards, chess, 
music, and theatricals may be excellently adapted as remedial occupations for the insane; they are hardly 
suitable indulgences for criminals, a 

{ In the contract for maintenance and repair of public buildings in the. London district, which is 
thrown open to public competition, the increase in the principal itemsfor labour is about 12 per cent., and the 
price of materials has also in some instances materially increased. 
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The Council observe that they have not been able to ascertain the precise sums 
spent yearly, since the transfer to the Board of Works, on repairs and on special 
services. As the two expenditures in question formed one sub-head of the Vote for 
Public Buildings, no separate account was kept of the cost of each. It was not 
required for the Appropriation Accounts to do so, and it would be difficult now to 
separate the expenditure on account of the fact that much of the special work was 
done by the permanent staff of artizans who availed themselves of materials supplied 
for the building generally; so that the two items of labour and materials would be 
in many cases difficult to distribute. An approximation to the amount spent, on special 
works can be shown by assigning to them the sums voted for each. In future, 
however, under an arrangement come to between the Board and the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General, the expenditure upon special works will be kept separate from 
that upon ordinary works and repairs. 

The Council of Supervision object that the fact of the works at Broadmoor being 
under the charge of the Board of Works involves a dual authority. I do not think 
that this objection is well founded. The requisitions of the superintendent are 
carried out with the utmost promptitude, and the clerk of the works has strict orders 
in all matters to consult the convenience of Dr. Orange, whose authority in any 
sudden emergency, such as the outbreak of fire, is to be supreme. 

If the buildings are to be removed from the charge of the Office of Works, I am 
of opinion that they should be transferred to that of the Director of Convict Prisons, 
and not to the care of the Council, who are an irresponsible body not possessed of the 
technical knowledge or of the machinery necessary for the conduct of large building 
operations. In such a case the Director of Convict Prisons would, of course, resign 
his seat as a member of the Council of Supervision. 

The question of employing lunatic labour to any great extent is one fraught with 
many difficulties; but in the following observations I deal with the question only 
as regards building operations. The employment of lunatics indoors as tailors, &c., 
under constant supervision, is a different matter. Dr. Orange and the Council of 
Supervision lay great stress upon the expediency of employing the inmates. It 
appears to me that the dangers incurred by the officers and warders of lunatic 
asylums are already very great. We are constantly told that Dr. Orange and his staff 
earry their lives in their hands. The murder of a commissioner in lunacy, and the 
death of Dr. Orange’s predecessor, which was precipitated by an attack by a prisoner, 
are recent occurrences. If a large number of the lunatics are to be armed with 
deadly weapons outside the building, while the attendants remain unarmed, I cannot 
but think that the risk of a repetition of such tragedies will be greatly increased. 
The inmates of Broadmoor, unlike ordinary convicts, know that the law has. no 
terrors in reserve for them: they are suffering the worst which can befal them, and 
they may gratify feelings of revenge or spite without fear of consequences. 

Looking upon the proposal as a measure of economy, we must bear in mind 
that the increased employment of lunatics must involve a higher cost of supervision 
by the employment of warders who shall also be skilled mechanics, and will, there- 
fore, be able to command a higher rate of pay. How could the patients even in 
their most lucid moments be entrusted to execute work, away from supervision, 
in remote portions of the buildings or grounds. | 

It is obvious that lunatics, from the fitful nature of their disease, could not super- 
sede the staff of artizans. No reduction in the permanent establishment of artizans 
could therefore be made by their employment. 

In conclusion I wish to bear my testimony to the rare devotion and skill of 
Dr. Orange; but, although it is impossible to deny that at Broadmoor the lunatics 
are well tended and well cared for, and that life is preserved there under exceptionally 
difficult conditions with great success, | am yet of opinion that it is a costly insti- 
tution which it is not for the advantage of the State to retain; and that I lean, 
with the reservation stated above, to the expediency of abolishing Broadmoor ‘and 
of providing for the incarceration of criminal lunatics in wards attached to the 
convict prisons, which appear to me to fulfil every requirement for the purpose both 
as regards medical care and safe custody.

Minute of Dissent. 


I regret to be unable to concur in the report, drawn up by Sir William Hayter, for 
the following reasons :— | 

As it stands it is a history of the action of the Council of Supervision of Broadmoor 
in the past, and a plea for its continuance in the future, based upon the assumption that 
the institution has well fulfilled the purposes of its creation. It shows fully and fairly 
from that point of view that the site is unobjectionable, that with certain not very costly 
additions suggested, the chief defects in the buildings will be removed and remedied ; 
that the health and safe custody of the inmates are far above the standard of institutions 
for the treatment of the insane generally ; that it can be managed with greater economy, 
and by implication efficiency, under the direction of the Council of Supervision, than 
when placed in any of its branches under other control, such as that of the Board of 
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Works, for example, in regard to buildings ; and that, therefore, it is not necessary to go 
into any inquiry on the alternatives suggested in the warrant of appointment of the 
present Committee. 

This does not seem to me to cover the whole ground, even as respects the institution 
as it is; still less does it include the more extended inquiry suggested ty the expression 
“or otherwise,’ and the ‘general report upon the whole subject,’ called for in the 
concluding sentence of the warrant of appointment. 

Granting that the site is everything that could be desired for such an institution, and 
even admitting, which is, however, open to question, that the buildings may be well 
fitted for their purpose by a further expenditure of 12,470/., it by no means follows 
that such an institution as the Broadmoor Asylum, under its present government and 
management, is the best and most economical instrument for dealing with lunacy as 
associated with crime, in the interests of the state and of the lunatics themselves. 

To maintain a high standard of health, with a low rate of mortality, and a creditable 
degree of safe custody, are all most desirable conditions, and have all been thoroughly 
accomplished at Broadmoor. But it appears to me to be fairly open to discussion 
whether the same ends might not be attained by a less costly agency, and whether the 
criminal element should not be more considered than it can be, so long as Broadmoor 
is treated exclusively as a hospital, with only so much of the prison element as is 
represented by the prevention of the escape of its inmates. 

A lunatic as such is an irresponsible being, and there does not seem to me to be any 
such wide difference between one who has committed a crime and one who has not done 
so, as to need any essential difference of medical treatment, such as the maintenance of a 
costly special hospital would imply. There are, however, good grounds for believing 
that ordinary asylums are not well fitted for the proper management of such cases in 
their general as well as in their medical aspects, and that if they cannot, for reasons of 
policy or law, be treated in lunatic wards attached to prisons, a special hospital-prison 
is the best mode of dealing with them. . 

All lunatics with homicidal or suicidal tendencies, however quiet and harmless they 
may ordinarily appear to be, and all violent and dangerous maniacs with or without such 
tendencies, need the most constant and careful watching, with the highest degree of 
safe custody, whether they be in the criminal category or not. Hence the ordinary 
treatment of violent and dangerous lunatics in County Asylums, with greater security 
of buildings, is all that, in my opinion, is really necessary in the case of the inmates of 
Broadmoor. 

This need not and should not necessitate greater cost in the one case than in the 
other, as [ shall endeavour to show more particularly in a subsequent section of my note 
ot dissent. 

Convicts who become insane after conviction are ordinarily a very different class, and 
need different treatment ; hence, a lunatic ward attached to a convict prison is a better 
place for them than a Lunatic Asylum pure and simple. As this is, I believe, not now 
questioned, I need consider it no further. 

In both cases there is a great difficulty, which as respects the unconvicted inmates of 
Broadmoor is not and cannot at present be satisfactorily dealt with. 

Should the convict lunatic be restored to reason, while any portion of his sentence is 
unexpired, he can undergo the remainder of his term of imprisonment in a convict prison. 
Should he still continue to be insane after the expiry of his sentence, he must be 
discharged, and can be transferred to a Lunatic Asylum to be dealt with as an ordinary 
lunatic of the same ciass. 

But, for the inmate of Broadmoor detained during pleasure, who has been partially or 
wholly restored to reason, there is nothing but a continued association with lunatics to 
the end of his life, unless he should be set at liberty, too often with fatal consequences 
to himself. . he ree 

Is Broadmoor then a fit place in itself, or can it be rendered fit by any change in its 
structural arrangements and management, to deal properly with such cases P 

These are general questions not touched in Sir William Hayter’s report, and yet I 
consider them to-fall fairly within the four corners of the warrant of appointment. 

Then as regards the report itself. The first question discussed is that of cost of 
maintenance under two heads. ‘‘ Charges generally of the asylum,’’ and ‘Cost of 
_ works.” 

The net cost per patient for general charges during the past five years is shown to 
have fluctuated between 57/. 16s. in 1873 and 59/. 17s. 10d. in 1872; while that in the 
County Lunatic Asylums is shown to have been very considerably lower, and the cost 
of the Dundrum Asylum, with which alone Broadmoor as a State Asylum is strictly com- 
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parable, ranged between 46/. 8s. 7d. in 1872 and 49/. 14s. 7d. in 1874, This figure is 
obtained from a communication addressed to me by the late superintendent of the Irish 
Asylum, in which he states that an addition of 14/. annually will fairly represent the 
items omitted in the Dundrum returns, but contained in those of Broadmoor. | | 

It is true that in Dundrum the number of patients is smaller than at Broadmoor, but 
the classes of patients are practically the same, and a difference of even 10/. a head 
represents an additional expenditure of some 5,000/. a year in the case of the English 
Asylum, calculated upon the average number of patients. 

In the Lunatic Department attached to the General Prison at Perth in Scotland, the 
gross cost per patient in 1875 was 32/. 18s. 7d., and. the net cost 3li. 3s. 10d. 

This institution, although on a small scale, is fairly comparable with Broadmoor in all 
essentials as regards the crimes and character of its inmates. 

The following are the details of cost in the year mentioned :—

‘In their report for 1870, the prison authorities of Scotland state that “certain sub- 
“ ordinate officers in the Lunatic Department are paid higher salaries than they would 
« be paid if they had the charge, not of lunatics, but of the same number of prisoners in 
“ the Penal Department. This excess amounts in round numbers to 100/. a year. ‘There 


'** is rather less work done per head in the Lunatic Department than in the Penal Prison, 


« and certain small indulgences are allowed to its mates. If a sum of 2/. 10s. a head 
“‘ be added for these elements of difference, the cost per head for each lunatic may be 
“ counted in round numbers at 25/.” . 

The causes of these differences should, I think, be ascertained and explained, befor 
it is concluded that Broadmoor cannot be more economically managed than it is at 
resent. 

: Bethlehem Hospital alone is shown to be more costly than Broadmoor, but without 
more information than is contained in the report of the Lunacy Commissioners, | am 
unable to admit that the comparison is, in any way, a correct one. 

Again, the cost of the Convict Prisons is shown to be much lower than that of 
Broadmoor, and about 27 per cent. higher than that of Pauper Lunatic Asylums. ‘There 
is no real analogy between these classes of institutions, but there is much greater 
similarity between Broadmoor and Convict Prisons, than between the latter and County 
Asylurs. 

Broadmoor, merely as an Asylum, should not, I contend, cost more than the special 
wards of any County Asylum in which dangerous lunatics are confined, except possibly 
for a larger proportion of subordinate attendants. si 

The plea that the patients are ordinarily from the better classes of society, and, being 
absolutely without hope, need a more ample and costly dietary to counteract depressing 
tendencies, does not appear to me to be altogether sound or well founded. 

Within the last few days I have had the opportunity of discussing this question with 
Sir Robert Christison, one of the writers of greatest authority on the subject, and for 
many years the official adviser of the Government respecting both criminals and criminal 
lunatics in Scotland. He has shown in his published reports why prisoners who labour 
need a more ample dietary than persons of the same classes at large, and twelve years 
experience in the Lunatic Department of the Perth Prison have proved that a small 
addition to the prison full dietary, is all that is really needed to maintain a high standard 


of health, 
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The total cost of feeding the Perth Criminal Lunatics in 1875 was 11/., of which 
vegetables to the value of 17. 11s. 9d.'a head was furnished by the jail garden. 

Criminals not deprived of reason, do not receive any other than ordinary prison fare 
whatever the class of society to which they belonged prior to imprisonment, They also 
suffer from depressing influences, certainly not less intense than those of the inmates of 
Broadmoor. Should special cases need exceptional treatment in the way of food 
and stimulants, it is always in the power of the medical officer to order it. A smilar 
procedure seems to me to be all that is really required at Broadmoor. The power to 
act thus exists in all Prisons and Lunatic Asylums, including Broadmoor. 

But to give it to all indiscrimimately, while to only a few would it ever be an absolute 
necessity, does not appear to me to be correct either in principle or in practice. 

The authorities of Broadmoor are of opinion that some portion of the high standard 
of health and exceptionally low rate of mortality are due to the dietary, and they fear thay 
both those conditions would be materially and injuriously ‘influenced by a diminished 
dietary. ; 

The views and opinions of Dr. Orange are entitled to the greatest consideration on 
such a question, and charged as he is with the immediate responsibility of all such 
measures, it is natural that he should desire to continue a practice which he has found 
to be successful. 

Broadmoor does not however exist to secure exceptional conditions of health ana 
comfort to its inmates, and it is not quite certain that the “ post hoc ” is really “ propter 
hoc” in the matter. When the healthiness of the site, and similar conditions of sanita- 
tion are taken into account, but a moderate portion of the present result can, in all 
fairness, be attributed to the dietary alone. 

All the officers in charge of County Asylums whom I have consulted on the subject 
agree in thinking that no part of their high rate of mortality is due to the dietary. 

Until then, this question is fully and exhaustively considered by experts, as suggested 
by Sir William Hayter, I must suspend my judgment on the final issue. My own views, 
from the criminal aspect of the matter, are briefly indicated above. . 


Salaries and Wages. 


In the views of Sir William Hayter’s report on this subject, I entirely agree as respect 
salaries and duties. As regards security, however, I think that Broadmoor would need 
a less numerous staff of subordinate attendants if it had more of the character of a prison, 
and less of that of a hospital, and if it admitted of a more perfect separation than is 
at present possible, of its inmates. Its defective arrangement and construction are 
responsible for this, and Ido not see how it is to be remedied without a considerably higher 
expenditure than the sum mentioned by Sir William Hayter. 

The proportion of attendants to patients in existing circumstances is not extravagant, 
and I do not think it could safely be diminished. In a note upon the classification of 
the inmates kindly furnished to me by Dr. Orange, it is evident that the classification 
in operation is the most perfect that the construction of the buildings admits of, and 
that the services of the staff employed are wisely and judiciously distributed. To enter 
more minutely into detail on this head would need a. consideration of the exact cases 
grouped in each of the six blocks in the male, and of the two blocks in the female division. 
This I do not deem to be necessary to my argument. 


Clothing. 


The uniform of the attendants should not, I am of opinion, cost more than that of the ~ 
corresponding classes of prison subordinates. 

That of the patients should certainly be regulated by the local officials according to 
their needs, and not according to a fixed standard determined by the Secretary of State, 


to whom a proper representation would, doubtless, have procured the necessary concession 


at any time. That cleanliness conduces materially to the health of the insane, and 
requires more constant watchfulness with them than with those not deprived of reason, is 
undoubted ; but, I am of opinion, that if the discretionary power to which I have referred 
were vested in the Superintendent, greater economy could be effected under this head of 
expenditure, without diminution of the standard of health and comfort required. That 
this power would not be abused might safely be entrusted to the inspecting officers, whose 
attention is always strongly directed to such matters. In the lunatic department of 
the General Prison at Perth in 1875, the cost of clothing for each of the patients was 
1d. lls. 2d., and, the outlay for bedding 5s. each, making for both, 1/.. 16s. 2d. The 
expenditure at Broadmoor in the same year under those heads of charge was 4/. 3s. 4d., 
and 1d. Os. 8d. respectively, or 5/. 4s. for each patient. 
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I found the patients at Perth cleanly, and suitably dressed. 
The uniform for the officers at Perth in the same year was 11s. 6d. each, that of 


Broadmoor, li. 5s. 7d. The officers at Perth are well and suitably dressed. 


Statistics of Broadmoor. 


The total number of patients who have been confined in Broadmoor from its opening 
to the end'of 1875, was 1,108. All the statistics of health, sickness, mortality, restora- 
tions to reason, releases, and similar conditions are ultimately based on these figures. 

For strictlv scientific deductions this number is manifestiy somewhat small, but in all 
that relates to healthiness of site and hygienic conditions generally, the conclusions 
contained in Sir William Hayter’s report indisputably point to skill and success in 
management. It must not, however, be inferred that the higher sickness and mortality 
rates of pauper lunatic asylums indicate defective management and less efficient pro- 
fessional supervision, inasmuch as the facts underlying the figures differ essentially in 
the two classes of institution, and would need to be subjected to much more minute 
analysis to deduce any sound or accurate conclusions from them, than the mere state- 
ment of averages and per-centages would imply. op 

I was permitted, for example, to examine the death register of one pauper asylum in 
which a high rate of mortality prevailed in the year, and could not find a single death 
fairly attributable to the institution, or which could have been prevented by any amount 
of care, skill, and expenditure. 

It is much to be desired that minute and carefully digested statistics should be 
collected from all such institutions, and there should be no difficulty in the matter, as 
records are everywhere kept. 

Deductions from small numbers, and for short periods are always unsafe, and liable to 
fallacies from which greater numbers and lengthened periods are exempt, hence the 
necessity of the extended enquiry suggested above. ! 


Works. 


Upon the technical aspect of the question of works, and the difference of views 
between the Council of Supervision and the Board of Works, I do not feel competent 
to express an opinion. | 

But, as a question of administration, I cannot see my way to entirely removing 
Broadmoor from all supervision in such matters from any department of the State, nor 
do I think that such State supervision, which I hold to be absolutely necessary, need 
interfere with the control and authority of the Superintendent of the Asylum in the 
general and professional management of the institution. These I concur in thinking 
should be absulute and undivided. The two, however, run in parallel lines, and ought 
never so to meet as to come into collision, A small expenditure of common sense, and 
a little tact and discretion on the part of all concerned, ought to be sufficient to avoid 

friction and conflict of authority between the building agents and the asylum staff. 

Again, I.am of opinion that Sir William Hayter’s report does not consider all the 
questions of additions and alterations which have been suggested at different times and 
by different authorities. ‘This I think should be done, as, should Broadmoor be retained, 
those questions are sure to crop up again in some form or other, and I consider the 
instructions of the Secretary of State to require that the whole question should be 
dealt with now, and not the requirements of the Council of Supervision alone. 

The question of the labour of the patients as associated with works also needs to be 
more completely worked out than is done in Sir William: Hayter’s Report. It may be 
quite true that no fatal effects have up to the present time been experienced at Broad- 
moor from the placing of dangerous tools and implements in the hands of patients ; and 
the Superintendent and his officers may properly have every confidence in their means 
of supervision to prevent such occurrences. Yet accidents have happened elsewhere, 
and what has once taken place is tolerably certam to recur in similar circumstances at 
some time or other. In addition to the unavoidably high ‘cost of supervision of lunatic 
labour, Iam also disposed to doubt whether really skilled labour can ever be obtained 
from a lunatic who has not mastered his craft prior to losing his reason ; hence, I scarcely 
think that the cost of Broadmoor is likely to be materially reduced by the employment 
of the patients in special works, in place of free and paid labour from without. 

In the usefulness of well-regulated industrial employment as an instrument of discipline, 
of diminution of cost, and of treatment, I cordially concur. It is applicable to all classes 
of the insane. - th | 

It remains then, under this head, to consider, whether Broadmoor, when all the altera- 
tions and additions contemplated have been carried’ into effect, will be a really satisfac- 
tory institution of its kind and class. 


_ authority. 
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I do not think that it will, for-it will not admit of the classification and separation of 
its inmates to the extent which, in my opinion, ought to obtain in such an institution. 

In the first place I consider that there should be no sleeping in association at any 
time, except in the sick wards. Every patient should have a separate sleeping place, 
secure, ample in space, capable of being well warmed and ventilated, and comfortable in 
its fittings and arrangements. r . 

In the day rooms and exercising yards there should be a complete separation of the 
sane from the insane, of the quiet from the violent, and of the dangerous from those who 
can be trusted. 

The present classification is necessarily imperfect from structural defects, and these 
defects will not, I fear, be removed by the additions and alterations suggested in Sir 
William Hayter’s Report. 

Having thus detailed, as briefly as I can, my dissent from the Report in the above 
particulars, I shall now proceed to show why criminal lunacy should, in my opinion, be 


treated as an integral part of the general prison administration of the country, as it is, 


and has been for some years, in Scotland. 

This, if not inexpedient for other reasons, will certainly secure the maximum of 
security at the minimum of cost, and afford a fair chance of recovery of reason and 
restoration to society, without increased risk to life. 


Lunatic Department, General Prison, Perth. 


Attached to the general prison for Scotland at Perth is a lunatic department for the 
detention and treatment of insane persons who have committed crimes while in a state of 
mental aberration, or who have become insane while under sentence, in the different 
prisons of Scotland. 

This department has been 12 years in active operation, and is divided into male and 
female wards, which are component parts of the same block of buildings, but separated 
by a party wall. ‘They form an integral portion of the prison, but are entirely separated 
from it, so as to lose none of the characters of a hospital in general management and 
internal arrangement. In the words of the Prison Report for Scotland, written in 1864, 
*‘ if is believed that this establishment for the criminal lunatics of Scotland, while its 
“ structure and the immediate vicinity of a large prison staff give it more than usual 
“¢ security, will be found to have no more trace of the penal character of a prison than 
** any ordinary well-constructed asylum for the insane.” 

Appropriated to the lunatic wards is a plot of ground, which is bounded by the outer 
wall of the prison, and separated from that institution by a party wall. ‘This is devoted 
to the cultivation of vegetables by the patients, which is the only occupation in which 
they are employed. 

The lunatic wards consist of single cells, double cells, small sleeping compartments 
for four persons, and a general dormitory for all who are considered sufficiently tranquil 
and harmless to be trusted in association. There are likewise day rooms and airing 
yards, and in the former are the means of amusing the patients usually found in ordinary 
asylums. 

Vedi 1864, when it was opened, to 1876, there have been admitted to these wards 
155 persons, of whom there are at present in custody, 58, viz., 42 males and 16 females. 
In that time there have died 17 persons, or in the ratio of 10°96 per cent., been liberated 
21, or 13°54 per cent., and, removed to prisons to complete their sentences, 55. 

Their sentences varied from three months simple imprisonment to different terms of 
penal servitude ranging between 4 years and 20 years. ‘Two are imprisoned for life, 
in 3, sentences of death were commuted to detention for life, 56 were detained during 
pleasure, 13 pending further orders of judicial courts, and 1 until removed by competent 

These are fromall classes of society, but chiefly consist of artizans. Among them were 
1 surgeon, 1 assistant inspector of the poor, 1 photographer, 1 sculptor, 1 wood mer- 
chant, 1 hotel keeper, 1 clerk, and 24 field labourers. The artizans are said in one of 
the official reports to be of somewhat a superior class, and very few of them would be 
classed as paupers. 

They are fed on the prison food, with an augmentation of three ounces of meat on 
four days of the week; and with special indulgences in special cases, such as phthisis, 
&c., at the discretion of the medical officer. 

_ The establishment is separate from the prison staff in all the subordinate grades, and 
as a rule the officers are more highly paid, and selected on the ground of special fitness. 

There has been no escape since the department was opened, and no casualty froni 
violence. : . 
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Of the 155, 30 recovered their reason, or 22 per cent. The recoveries were from the .

The gross cost of the patients was 32/. 15s. 7d. per caput in 1875, and the net cost 
311. 3s. 10d., the value of the vegetables grown in and supplied to the prison being 
1/. 1ls. 9d. per patient. “i | 

The clothing is regulated by the prison authorities, and is ample for all purposes of 
of cleanliness and comfort: it is distinct from that of the prison, and has no character 
inconsistent with that of an ordinary lunatic asylum. 

The uniform of the attendants is the same as that of the prison subordinates of the 
same classes. | 

The standard of general health is high, and none of the deaths are attributable to 
the character, position, locality, and other conditions of the institution. 


They were as follows, viz. :—

The lunatic department is under the direct authority of the Prison Administration 
of Scotland, and regularly visited by the Lunacy Commissioners, as well as by a special 
Medical Visitor, probably the most eminent and experienced officer of his class in Europe, 
Sir Robert Christison, who has been officially connected with it since its origin, and was 
consulted in its original institution. 


Although the period of observation is sufficiently extended, the numbers involved are 
too small for any strictly scientific deductions to be drawn from them, ‘They also render 
classification, with the exception of separation at night, impossible. 

Still they prove so far as they go, that absolute security, a high standard of health, 
healthful and profitable occupation, and all the ordinary conditions of a well managed 
Lunatic Asylum can be secured at lower cost than in either of the special institutions 
devoted to the safe custody and treatment of criminal lunatics in England and Ireland, 
by attaching a lunatic ward to a carefully selected prison. 

It then becomes a question whether it is not right in principle, and will be successful 
in practice to consider lunacy associated with crime as an integral branch of the general 
prison administration of the country, and not as a special branch of insanity needing 
exceptional treatment in separate institutions. 

If by it, safe custody, humane and efficient control, and economy of administration 
can be secured, as they undoubtedly are at Perth, during the continuance of loss of 
reason, it certainly in no way diminishes the chances of recovery, and affords a far more 
appropriate manner of, dealing with these unhappy beings when they become sane, and 
fully conscious of the misery and hopelessness of their position. They could then, 
possibly under the existing law, and certainly by a simple modification of some of its pro- 
visions be relegated to prison, and there employed in some suitable occupation, from 
which all association with insanity would be removed, and some hope of restoration to 
society be again afforded to them. After a sufficiently extended period of probation 
under the strictest observation, they could receive conditional pardons as in Scotland, or 
in the event of its being found impracticable to trust them again, their detention would 
be robbed of one of its worst features by their being associated with the sane, and by 
their employment in such manner as to earn for themselves in industrial pursuits, 
such indulgences in the way of food and luxuries, as may rightly and safely be allowed 
in such circumstances. ue 

These conditions can never, I venture to think, be secured in any separate institution 
unconnected with the prison department, however well managed and successful it may be 
as a hospital for the treatment of mental disease. The predominance of the hospital 
element is a necessity of such institutions, and the introduction of prison characteristics 
is not such as recommend themselves to me, either on the score of humanity, or of mere 
safe custody. The continued association with the insane alone, is something very 
painful to contemplate, and such as must render such persons a source of considerable 


danger in all institutions where the means of control are less perfect than they 
_ are In prisons. 
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In a Memorandum appended to the 36th Report on Prisons in Scotland (1874) occurs 
the following passage, germane to the matter : | 

‘«« To have to live among lunatics is obviously deteriorating to persons who are of sound 
«mind. Efforts are made to give them employment, but these are very ineffective, since 
“ it rarely happens that the occupation to which the inmate has been trained can be pur- 
*‘ sued within the department.” 

*« But, there is a further consideration, that sane persons detained among lunatics are a 
«« source of special anxiety and risk to their keepers. It is an eminently satisfactory relief 
« to the responsibilities of the management of actual lunatics, that they cannot enter into 
“ dangerous combinations. ‘They do not trust each other, and if one were to suggest a 
* plot to his neighbour, this latter would probably lose no time in communicating it to an 
“ officer. Hence, a small group of men who have under lunacy committed acts of violence, 
“ but who have completely recovered their reason, are an object of more risk and anxiety 
** to the attendants than any body of lunatics, however large. ‘The persons who have 
“* recovered are conscious that on account of their previous moral irresponsibility, they 
“ cannot be justly punished as criminals, and yet they are doomed to detention for life. 
“ Tf they were in the penal part of the prison, they would be kept separate, so that com- 
“‘ bination would be impracticable, but they are of necessity placed where the absence of . 
“ risk of combination among the great body of the inmates, renders such precautions 
“ unnecessary.”’ 

I have not considered the question of the discharge of those detained during Her 
Majesty’s pleasure who have been restored to reason, and can, apparently, be again 
trusted at large, but it seems to me to be deserving of investigation at the present 
time. 

The Scottish system is either to place them in specially certified houses, or to make 
them over to responsible friends, in both cases on conditional pardons. ! 

Two cases of relapse have occurred in discharged dipsomaniacs, and they were at once 
returned to the prison. 

In the re-organisation and re-distribution of the prisons of Great Britain now con- 
templated, it may be possible to find room for all the criminal lunatics of the country 
with comparatively little additional cost in changes of construction, by attaching lunatic 
departments to specially selected jails. The superior officers in charge of those 
institutions would be available for the general management of the lunatic wards. The 
whole physical force of the prison is at hand to support the moral power of the asylum, 
should such intervention ever be necessary, and the medical officers of the prisons could, 
for small numbers, not exceeding a hundred in each case, be intrusted with the special 
professional care of the insane. They would, no doubt, require careful selection, and 
need to possess some previous knowledge of the proper treatment of mental diseases, 
and would require some addition to the salaries now allowed. I can imagine, however, 
no difficulty in securing all these conditions, and in obtaining the services of fit men for 
the double medical care of prisoners and criminal lunatics. 

Should the prisons generally become, as I hope they will, training schools of productive 
industry to convert unprofitable consumers into profitable producers, and to unite in the 
highest degree punishment with reformation, the other part of my contention, the 
distribution among them of persons who have committed crimes when bereft of reason, 
and who cannot be set at liberty after recovery, can be well and easily fulfilled. 


Conclusion. 


Should the Secretary of State, after considering the whole question, determine that 
sufficient ground has not been shown for further inquiry as to whether criminal lunacy 
should or should not be treated as a branch of the general prison administration of 
the country, and should he be of opinion that a separate institution, specially devoted 
to the care of the insane who have committed acts of violence while deprived of 
reason, is the best and most humane means of dealing with those unhappy persons 
in their own interests and in those of the state, then I see no reason for the removal 
of Broadmoor on the mere ground of economy of administration. 

The site is excellent, the standard of health abnormally high, the death-rate excep- 
tionally low, the chances of recovery of reason fair, and the whole management, general 
and professional, such as to deserve high commendation, and to reflect great credit on all 
concerned. ‘This is my honest and candid conviction based on a somewhat extended 
familiarity with such institutions as Official Visitor for 15 years of lunatic asylums in 
Bengal. It is with much regret, therefore, that I feel constrained to consider that — 
Broadmoor does not, and cannot fulfil all the conditions necessary for the treatment of 
the special class for which it is designed. 


_ 


In it, as at present constructed, a ‘sufficiently strict separation of the inmates cannot 

be introduced, and it can never deal with those restored to reason, who must continue 

to be restrained for the protection of society, in a thoroughly humane and satisfactory 

: manner. It appears to me to be scarcely right in principle, and altogether wrong in 

practice, that they should continue to be a heavy burthen to the state; and it is unfair 

to them to continue them.in association with the insane after their recovery. There is 

no reason of policy or expediency that I know of why they should not be sO employed, 

under proper supervision, as to repay a part, if not the whole, of their cost of main- 

tenance, and-to prove, under strict supervision, after a sufficient course of probation, 
whether they can or cannot again be safely restored to liberty and self-control. 

These conditions are practicable in a prison, but I doubt if they can be secured in a 
hospital. The amenities and indulgences of the best regulated lunatic asylum are 
but a poor substitute for liberty, with its direct and collateral benefits, and are certainly 
not well calculated to render those restored te reason contented with their lot, so long as 
: their minds and bodies are not fully employed, and their lives coloured with even a 

distant hope of release. 

As inmates of a wisely conducted prison, they can be allowed a larger amount of 
personal liberty than is possible in an asylum of which security is not the first condition. 

The earning of personal indulgences in interesting and intelligent occupations again 
is practicable in a prison to an extent which cannot be accomplished in any other class 
of institution. The loss of liberty is undoubtedly a condition common to both a criminal 
asylum and a prison, but in such different surroundings and circumstances as do not 
admit of cormparison. 

In the criminal asylum the one abiding, absorbing, eager, earnest, burning thought 
is to get away from it. The desire for liberty is probably just as great in a prison, but 
is not surrounded with so depressing and desponding an atmosphere, or one so completely 
cut off from hope in the future as in an asylum. 

Should Broadmoor be retained, I do not doubt that the feeding, clothing, and guarding, 
by a more complete separation of the violent and dangerous from the quiet and well 
disposed, may be somewhat more economically conducted then they are at present, 
without diminution of efficiency or increase of sickness and death, if economy be the 
sole end and object of this inquiry. 

But, I believe the principle of the best means of treating those who are termed 
criminal lunatics to be of greater importance than the mere saving of money. This, 
it seems to me, can be most humanely, economically, and completely accomplished by 
dealing with their safe custody and management as a branch of the general prison 
administration of the county, and by the addition of lunatic wards to carefully selected 
prisons. 

In the report of the Select Committee on Lunatics, presented to Parliament and dated 
the 27th July 1860, was a section devoted to criminal lunatics. Much evidence was 
taken to show that they were not fit subjects for ordinary asylums, and the ontcome of 
the whole inquiry in this direction was the establishment of Broadmoor. That insti- 
tution is itself now the subject of a special inquiry. 

At that time the connection of criminal lunacy with prison management does not- 
appear to have been suggested or considered. 3 

Since then the experiment has been tried, as I think successfully, in Scotland ; lunatic. 
wards are attached to some German prisons; similar wards have recently been added to 
two central prisons in France, one for males, the other for females; and in Belgium it is — 
now proposed to have a special prison-hospital, and to bring criminal lunacy under the 
direct supervision and control of the prison department. 

Before, then, arriving at any final decision regarding Broadmoor, the whole subject 
appears to me to be deserving of careful consideration at the present time. Hence my 
inability to concur in the able report of Sir William Hayter in its present form.

The district comprises 25 county establishments, and one liberty force, having 
28 boroughs consclidated with them, and 45 other police establishments, vary- 
ing in strength from 520 officers to one man, each under separate and distinct 
maintenance ; and of these there are 10 boroughs where the population is under 
5,000 ; in several of these some of the county police reside for the purpose of 
protecting the suburbs outside the municipal limits; by a consolidation with the 
county there would be a considerable saving of expense, for a less number of 
mien would be required, and the action of the police would be more efficient ; 
but the objection to consolidation exists in the feeling that the control over the 
police serving in the borough would be taken out of the hands of the borough 
authorities, and that they would have no voice when police matters were under 
the consideration of the county magistrates; those boroughs, however, that 
have amalgamated their police with that of the county appear perfectly 
satisfied with the arrangement, by which greater protection is enjoyed at less 
cost. 


On the 30th September 1875 the borough of Warwick consolidated with the 
county police establishment, under an agreement between the authorities of the 
borough and the county for that purpose; by this arrangement there has been 
a saving of two men. 


The new borough of Luton in Bedfordshire has intimated its intention of 
_ maintaming a separate police establishment, commencing on the 30th September 
1876; by this arrangement there will be-an increase of six or seven men to 
the police service generally in that county. 


The authorised strength of the police in the whole district (exclusive of 75 
“additional ” constables appointed under the 19th section of 3 & 4 Vict. c. 88) 
is as follows :— :

Last year the total authorised strength, exclusive of 68 “ additional ” con- 
stables, was 4,740, showing an increase of 19 men during the year.

On the 29th September 1875 there were 129 vacancies in the district, and- 


on the 29th September 1876 there were 96 vacancies, showing that there has 
not been quite so great a difficulty as heretefore in getting men for the service, 
at least to enter it on trial, but the difficulty in retaining them seems unabated, 
for the number who have left is very large. Several:of those who have left 
one force have re-entered the service in another force, and doubtless “ dis- 
missed” men, who should be ineligible for any force, gain admittance, 
through the impracticability of tracing their antecedents by means of their 
certificates. . 


$36.men have joined during the year, and, generally speaking, the recruits 
seen at the inspection were of a better class for the service than of the few 
years previously. | ne 


The district covers an area of 13,274,386 acres, of which 13,141,801 are 


under the supervision of the county police, and 132,585 are under the boroughs ; 
the population, by Census of 1871, was about 5,556,596, the counties having 
4,287,345, and the boroughs 1,269,251. The extension of the borough of 
Walsall, and the amalgamation of the borough of Warwick with the county, 
during the year, will account for the difference in the figures in the area and 
population of counties and boroughs as shown last year. 


The extra duties performed by the county police are very generally the 
inspection of weights and measures, and partially the imspection of common 
lodging-houses, and the relief of vagrants ; in some instances the inspectors of 
weights and measures have been appointed to discharge duties under the 
“ Adulteration of Food Act”; in some counties the police are employed as 
inspectors under the “ Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act” with and without 
your sanction; some superintendents are appointed under the “ Explosives 
Act,” and some have received instructions to see that the provisions of the 
“ Acricultural Children’s Act”? are enforced. In most forces the police are 
employed to keep order in and about the courts of assize. 


The “Chimney Sweeps Act” is carried out by all forces, in counties or 
boroughs, and registers duly kept. iu 


In boroughs the head constable is generally appointed inspector of weights 
and measures and of common lodging-houses, and acts as assistant relieving 
officer for vagrants, assisted by members of his force sometimes; in a few 
places he is superintendent of the fire brigade; in some of the larger towus 
more than one officer discharges some of these duties, in addition to ordinary 
duties, generally receiving a small remuneration. 


From the several reports it would seem that vagrancy has increased during 
the year, but not generally to any great extent.

The above Tables show a considerable increase in the number of indictable 
offences; a large increase is shown in the reports for Birmingham and 
Leicester, towns in which the population is increasing very rapidly; the 
number of offences determined summarily have increased gradually each 
year; there appears to have been about the same amount of drunkenness 
as in 1875, but the assaults on the police have been less numerous than in any 
of the four previous years. 

The Licensing Acts are generally spoken favourably of by the police, as 
causing quiet and order at an earlier hour of the night ; the increase in the 
number of drunken cases is so slight that it can scarcely be said that there has 
been a change in the state of drunkenness, but the decrease in the number of 
assaults on the police is so far satisfactory. 

In the borough of Birmingham the experiment has been made of carrying 
out the provisions of the Licensing Acts by means of officers specially selected 
and appointed for the purpose; in February last five officers from the police 
force were appointed for this duty, one for each division of the town; sufficient 
time has not yet elapsed to show notably the advantages or disadvantages of 
this plan, but the Birmingham report shows agreater number of persons proceeded 
against for drunkenness, with 81 per cent. of corvictions, against 74 per cent. in 
1875 ; and’ 116 public (and beer) houses proceeded against, with 52 per cent. con- 
victions, against 113houses (public and beer) with 70 per cent. convictions in 1875. 

There are in the district 21,105 public-houses and 13,232 beerhouses, being 
in the proportion of one public-house to 263 persons, and one beerhouse to 420, 
or if taken together, one house to 162 of the population; there are now eight 
public-houses and 152 beerhouses less than last year.

During the year 9,374 certificates have been granted to pedlars, and 21,596 
have been endorsed, representing an amount of 2,883 /. for the benefit of the 
county or borough rates. 

I do not touch on the subject of superannuation funds or allowances, as | 
presume it is still under consideration, but it is very desirable that some step 
should be taken to prevent the further consumption of the capital of some of 
the funds, which otherwise must be exhausted. 

The clothing is fully supplied throughout the district, and is generally good 
and well fitted, but the prices for similar articles vary greatly ; in many in- 
stances the quality of the cloth, and the make of the garment, of the more costly, 
are certainly no better than those articles at a less cost; an allowance in 
lieu of bovts is frequently given, and even in this respect there is a wide 
difference. 

Taking into consideration the growing population of the country, both in 
counties and boroughs, the number of casualties constantly occurring, through 
vacancies caused by resignations, dismissals, superannuations and deaths, when 
the places have to be filled by new and inexperienced men, quite useless for 
some time, men injured on duty, sick and absentees from various causes, I do 
not consider that there is any force in this district that can be reduced in its 
numbers ; the dificulty of getting men for the service does not appear to have 
been quite so great this year as heretofore, but the difficulty of retaining the 
men is as great as ever; and these changes in a force affect its efficiency so far 
that consideration must be given to them in calculating the strength of a police 
establishment. Bee 

There is no desire on the part of the local authorities toaugment an establish- 
ment if it can be avoided ; and the difficulty has been to keep establishments up 
to the complement. sat ek 

The formation of separate districts on the occasion of the incorporation of a 
town as a boreugh, must of necessity increase the numbers of the police in the 
aggregate, whereas an amalgamation reduces the numbers; for instance, the 
strength of the Liberty of Peterborough consisted of 20 men (under the chief 
constable of Northampton) ; it now consists of eight men for the remnant of 
the liberty and 18 for the borough or city of Peterborough, an increase of six 
men. Luton,in Bedfordshire, and the district around, whilst under the county, 
had an establishment of 27 men; the same district, but under two distinct 
jurisdictions, will now have 34 men, or an increase of seven men; on the other 
hand, the amalgamation of the borough of Warwick (when the force was a small 
one) with the county establishment, at once caused a reduction of two men. 

The increase of 19 men to this district has been the smallest since 1861, 
probably in consequence of your circular postponing the consideration of all 
augmentations till October sessions. | 

The officers and men of the constabulary generally are very healthy, intel- 
ligent, and well conducted, and the duties are as well arranged as circumstances 
permit. :

Allowances.—The chief constable’s travelling allowance has been increased 
from 50/. a year to 100/. Superintendents are allowed 60/. a year for horses 
and keep; carts and harness are provided by the county; 13/. a year is allowed 
to superintendents for clothing, and 9 d..a week is granted to the other ranks 
in lieu of boots. 


Pay.— No alteration has taken place in the scale of pay, but increased rates 
for length of service are authorised as follows :— ; 

Superintendents, receiving, on appointment, 125 /. a year, draw 5 J. yearly 
increase for each period of five years, to 140 /. 

Inspectors, receiving, on appointment, 90/., draw 5/. yearly increase 
for each period of five years, to 105 J.

Licensing Acts.—There are 530 public-houses (10 of which have been pro- 
ceeded against, and seven convicted), and 387 beerhouses (10 of which have 
been proceeded against, and six convicted) in the county ; the Licensing Acts 


are represented to work well. : 

Police Supervision.— Fourteen convicts on license and two persons under the 
“ Prevention of Crimes Act,” have been under’ police supervision ; of the former, 
two have left the county, and the time of three has expired ; and of the latter, 
one has left the district. 

Station-houses.—The station-houses and their cells were in very good order, 
well arranged, and well maintained. The books were well and carefully kept. 

The town of Luton having obtained, during the year, a charter of incorpora- 
tion, has intimated its intention of providing a separate police establishment as 
a borough force, on the 30th September 1876. This arrangement will con- 
siderably reduce the strength of the county establishment, it will cause an 
increase of police in the district. 

The inspection of the Bedfordshire force was made in the week of the 14th 
March, when it was complete; it has been efficiently maintained.

At the time of inspection there were six constables acting as serjeants, 
which would show the necessity of av increase in the number of these officers ; if 
an officer be appointed to discharge the duties of a serjeant, he should, in 
support of his position, have the definite rank and pay of that grade. The 
superintendents having charge of each of the police divisions of the county, a 
less number of inspectors than shown would suffice; and as opportunities offer, 
their places need not be filled up. The inspectors and serjeants of this force 
are all officers of long service, there having been no promotion in those ranks 
for 10 years, a most exceptional condition.

There has been an increase in the number of indictable offences, as compared 
with previous years. 

Vagrancy.—There has been a considerable increase in vagrancy, but it is 
attributed more to the number of persons seeking for work on the new railways 
now in formation in the county, than to any increase in the number of profes- 
sional vagrants. 

Licensing Acts. —There are 767 public-houses (of which 27 have been pro- 
ceeded against, and 22 convicted); and 260 beerhouses (of which eight have 
been proceeded against, and five convicted). There has been again an increase 
in the number of drunken cases, and though the assaults on the police have been 
less numerous than they were in the previous year, they appear still considerably 
in excess of 1874. The Acts-are represented to work well; but under the 
method now adopted of making up the returns for drunkenness, the numbers 
under that heading have considerably increased.

Police Supervision.—Three convicts on license and 10 persons under the 
“ Prevention of Crimes Act” have been under police supervision ; of the former 
class, one has left the district, and the time of the other two has expired ; of 
the latter class, two have left the district (one being sent to prison for a fresh 
offence), and the time of two has expired. 


Office and Cells.—The office and cells were in very good order, having been 
thoroughly repaired; the cells are of an excellent class. 


The population of this borough is shown as given by the’ census of 1871, 
but of late years it has very largely and rapidly increased ; the number of 
indictable and minor offences is altogether out of proportion for any comparison 
with other towns having a somewhat similar establishment of police. The 
large number of assaults on the police indicate the rough ways of a portion 
of the people with whom the police are brought into contact. At the time 
of the Inspector’s visit, in June, the books showed that upwards of 700 persons 
had been charged since 29th September 1875; and as prisoners are sent to the 
gaol at Lincoln, the police are much taken away from town duties, on the 
necessary escort duty; it was in contemplation to provide a station-house 
close to the docks; one is much needed in that neiglivourhood; and if it be 
provided there, the assaults on the police will assuredly be less numerous. 

The force was inspected on the 17th June, when it was complete, and all 
present ; the Inspector recommends it to the favourable consideration of the 
Secretary of State.

Licensing Acts.—There are 118 public-houses (of which 10 have been pro- 
ceeded against, and four convicted), and 38 beerhouses (three of which have 
been proceeded against and two convicted) ; besides these, there are 23 persons 
licensed to sell beer off the premises. A decrease is shown in the number of 
persons proceeded against for drunkenness; it is represented that the streets 
are quiet by night much earlier than formerly, but that great difficulty is ex- 
perienced in proving cases of breaches of the Act against the holders of licenses, 
particularly in supplying drink to drunken persons, as the license holder, his 
wife, and assistant in most cases, will give evidence that the condition of those 
persons was not noticed at the time of sale, and they thereby obtain the benefit 
of the raised doubt. 


Police Supervision._-One convict on license, and 10 persons of the other 
class, have been under police supervision ; three of the latter have left the city, 
and the time of four more has expired. 


Office and Cells.—The office and cells were in good order and clean, and 
the books, as usual, very well kept. 

The Inspector considers it would be of great advantage if a station-house with 
two cells were provided on the high ground above the city; the new barracks 
being built there, within the city area, will soon be occupied, and will attract 
increased population in their immediate neighbourhood ; the hill is very steep, 
and it will be found very troublesome and inconvenient to escort every person 
immediately when taken into custody down to the present cells.

The above tables show a very considerable increase in the number of 
indictable offences, but a small decrease in the number of assaults on the police 
as compared with the previous year, and a very considerable decrease as com- 
pared with 1874. 


Vagrancy.—The number of vagrants relieved at the workhouse has increased> 
but there has been a decrease in the number apprehended for vagrancy. 


Licensing Acts.—There are 675 public-houses, and 1,140 beerhouses in the 
horough ; of the former, 43 have been proceeded against and 22 convicted ;

“Prevention of Crimes” Act, have been under police supervision ; of theformer 
class, 25 have left (four absconding), one has died, the time of 35 has expired, 
and four have been recommitted to prison for fresh offences ; of the latter class, 
30 have left (eight absconding), and the time of 20 has expired. 


Siation-houses, Offices, and Cells.—The station-houses in each of the divi- 
sions, into which the town is divided for police purposes, with the offices, cells, 
and accommodation for anumber of constables, were generally in good order, 
with the exception of the station-house in Bradford-street, which it is intended 
to abandon for a new one, about to be provided in Moseley-street. 


The establishment was inspected on the 6th and 7th March, when there were 
vacancies for 49 men; the force had been nominally augmented by 50 men 
(one inspector and 49 constables) on the 14th September 1875, and by five 
inspectors on 8th February, increasing the numerical strength to 520 persons 
of all ranks, the population of the borough having considerably increased since 
1871, for which time the population at the head of this report is given. 

The large number of 106 officers who have left during the year, either by 
resignation, dismissal, or other cause, and the number of vacancies generally 
existing, show the difficulty in getting and: retaining men for the ordinary 
casualties ; it must, therefore, take some time before the augmentations lately 
authorised can be made complete.

TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT of the Inspector of Constanuuary 
and Potice Forces in the Northern District, for the Year ended 29th 
September 1876.

I nave the honour to submit reports upon the several county and borough 


police jurisdictions in the Northern District which came under inspection during 
the year ended the 29th September, together with tables showing the strength 
and pay of the police forces, the indictable crime reported, offences dealt with 
summarily, reports against occupiers of licensed houses, cases of drunkenness 
proceeded against, offences against public order, &c. 

The district comprises 10 county police establishments, the counties of Cum- 


berland and Westmorland united under one chief constable, and Yorkshire 


divided into three forces, corresponding with the East, North, and West 
Ridings; there are 65 municipal boroughs, 50 with separate police establishments, 
and 15 amalgamated with counties for police purposes. 

The strength of the county police is 3,611, an increase of 27 constables upon 
the preceding year; the population under its jurisdiction is 4,435,531, accurding 
to the census of 1871, a proportion of one constable to 1,228 inbubitants, exclu- 
sive of 274 constables appointed under the provisions of the 19th Section of 3 & 4 
Vict. c. 88. 

Prior to the increased scale recently sanctioned for Lancashire, the pay of the 
serjeants and constables in the several counties nearly corresponded in 
amount, except the East Riding of sili eed where a lower rate is found suffi- 
cient. 

On the 29th September there were 96 vacancies, and the strength throughout 
the year has been generally well maintained. Variations in the aggregate amount 
to 809, or 20°8 per cent. In 1875 ihe changes were 20°8, and in 1874, 20°02 
per cent. | 

I beg to report the several county establishments efficient in point of numbers 
and discipline. 

In doing so I desire to bring under your notice a letter from Colonel Bruce, 
Chief Constab le of Lancashire, in respect to the constabulary of that county, 
and am of opinion that the time has arrived when it has become necessary to 
make an alteration in the organisation, either by dividing the county into two 
jurisdictions for police purposes, under separate chief constables, or by appoint- 
ing a second assistant chief constable, with districts assigned to the two 
assistants, and tiie responsibility of the management and discipline of their 
respective districts entrusted to them, subject to “the general control of the chief 
constable. To carry out the latter arrangement statutory powers would be 
required, as under the Police Act the chief constable is solely responsible for the 
disposition and government of the force, and can alone deal with matters of dis- 
cipline. Seyeral police divisions have also become over populous to be under 
charge of one superintendent, and need sub-division. Manchester, Kirkdale, 
and Blackburn higher districts consist respectively of 137, 131, and 85 constables 
of all ranks, which in a county force is too large a number to admit of efficient 
supervision by one superior officer. 

The city and borough police number 4,940, an increase of 83 constables com- 
pared with 1875; a population of 3,430,608, according to the census of 1871, 
is watched by them, being one constable to 750 inhabitants. 

There are also 372 constables appointed at the cost of public companies or in- 
dividuals for special purposes, 306 of whom belong to the Liverpool dock and 
river police. Variations during the year amount to 970, a per-centage of 18°2 
upon the total strength, compared with 21°1 per cent. in 1875, and 20°72 in 
1874. 

The pay of serjeants and constables differs to a considerable extent, and, as 
may pe expected, is governed by the facilities of obtaining more remunerative 

emplo yment, 
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employment, expense of living, cost of house- rent, and in some degree by the 
nature of the duty in different parts of the district. In large cities and towns 
wages cannot be regulated by a general rule applicable to all, but in smalier 
places 1 think an assimilation to the county police pay is a safe standard to 
follow. 

The system of eight hours street duty in the 24 is now commonly adopted in 
large boroughs, and found to work satisfactorily. 

On the 29th September there were 44 vacancies in this branch of the service, 
and during the year the several establishments have been maintained at or near 
the full complement ; I fiud also that an improved class of candidates have pre- 
sented themselves. . 

“With the exception of three small towns, Congleton, Ripon, and Richmond, 
the last below 5,000 population, I have the satisfaction to report the whole 
of the city and borough establishments cake ta in respect of discipline and 
numbers. 


Extra Duties.—The police act as inspectors of weights and measures, of 
* common lodging-houses, of cattle under the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, 
issue and endorse pedlars’ certificates, assist in the relief of vagrants, grant and 
endorse certificates under the Chimney Sweepers’ Act, and hold the office of 
inspector under the sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1875, and the Explosives Act, 
1875. 

In county forces superintendents are the iieeks upon whom the responsibility, 
if not the actual labour, connected with these various duties mainly devolves, and 
Iam of opinion that in large and populous counties the duty of carrying into 
effect such numerous Acts of Parliament cannot be thrown upon the police with- 
out serious interference with ordinary police duty; moreover, in respect to 
a portion of the extra work, police officers, in addition to being unable to give 
the necessary time, are not possessed of the technical skill and knowledge 
required to perform it satisfactorily. 


Indictable Offences.—Subjomed is a return of crimes reported amd persons 
apprehended in 1876, and five preceding years. 

This year, as compared with 1875, offences in counties show an increase of 381, 
and in boroughs a decrease of 297 cases; the number of apprehensions has in- 
creased by 159 and 343 persons in counties and boroughs respectively.

Year by year I have observed the number of serious robberies that are com- 
mitted upon” railway companies, principally of property in transit, and which 
appear to be on the increase. I offer as a suggestion the propriety of railway 
authorities obtaining the appointment, at the company’s expense, of a sufficient 
staff of police of the county or borough in which a large station is situate, to 
watch both passenger and goods stafions-efficiently. 

This arrangement has been tried for five years at an important railway station 
in Cumberland, and has produced the desired effect, having reduced the value 
of stolen property, which before was considerable, to a nearly nominal amount, 
and saved the company a large sum of money in compensation. I believe the 
system, if generally adopted, ~ would work alike advantageously for the railway 
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interest and police service, and be the means of preventing to a considerable 
extent the numerous robberies which now occur. . 


Licensing Acts, 1872 and 1874.—The following returns contain proceedings 
taken against licensed houses during 1876 and the five preceding years. This 
year the number of cases in both counties and boroughs is in excess of the three 
An annual return is also attached of proceedings for drunken- 
ness and drunk and disorderly conduct since 1871. This year, as compared 
with the preceding, there is an increase of 813 cases. in counties, and a decrease 
of 1,942 cases in boroughs, 1,143 of the decrease being in the town of Liverpool. 
Convictions were endorsed upon 175 public-house and 177 beerhouse licenses ; 
14 public-houses, 27 beerhouses were deprived of licenses for misconduct, and 
three public-houses and 19 beerhouses forfeited their licenses for repeated con- 
victions under the 30th section. 

The number of houses licensed for sale of liquors for consumption off the 
premises, under the 69th section has increased from 588 and 897, total 1,485, in 


previous years.

The Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871.—Six hundred and eighty-nine male 
and 147 female convicts on license reported, and 416 males and 89 females 
remained from the previous year. 

Five hundred and fifteen males and 187 females, subject to police supervision 
under the 8th Section, reported, and 383 males and 184 females remained fram 
the preceding year. Five hundred and thirteen convicts on license, and 667 
persons subject to supervision, were under surveillance of the police on 29th 
September. An increase of 48 persons of the former and 83 of the latter class 
have reported as compared with 1875, when the numbers were 671 male and 

117 female convicts holding licenses, and 447 males and 172 females subject to 
supervision under 8th Section. . 

The Pedlars’ Act, 1871.—Up to 29th September, 16,616 certificates were 
granted, and 24,236 endorsed, compared with 16,632 certificates granted, and 
23,259 endorsed in the corresponding period of 1875. 

Chimney Sweepers’ Act, 1875.—Between Ist January and 29th September, 
in counties, 681 chimney-sweepers’ licenses were granted, and 610 endorsed. 
In boroughs, 846 were granted, and 109 endorsed. 

Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 18'75.—Action has been taken by the police in 
the following counties :— 


Cheshire.—Six persons proceeded against, five convicted, one discharged. 
Durham.—One person proceeded against, and convicted. 

Lancashire. —Nine persons proceeded against, and convicted. 

West Riding of Yorkshire.—Four persons proceeded against, and convicted. 


And in the boroughs of Liverpool and Bradford: in the former, 48 persons were 
proceeded against, 38 convicted, five discharged ; in the latter, 10 persons were 
proceeded against, seven convicted, three discharged.

Sirs = County Police Office, Preston, 2 November 1876. 

As you have asked me to give you my ideas with reference to the advisability of 
dividing this county for police purposes, I will endsavour to do so. 

I entirely agree with you that, owing to the great increase which is going on in 
the population, in the numbers of the police force, and in police business generally 
throughout the county, it is difficult for the chief constable tu carry on the duties 
and correspondence of his office, and at the same time to exercise as full and com- 
plete a supervision as is desirable over the officers and men in the respective police divisions. 

I should, however, be sorry to recommend the actual division of the county for police 
purposes ; it would, I believe, be very much disliked in the force, and I myself hold very 
strongly that having the county watched by one force, all under one system, has immense 

0.16. S advantages 
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advantages, and indeed instead of dividing, I wish that all the small borough forces which 
now exist within the county could be amalgamated with the county force. 

With a large force there is proportionably more esprit de corps, officers and men have 
more opportunity of showing what they are worth, there are greater opportunities for 
promotion, a larger field for selection, and the power of transferring men from one dis- 
trict to another, distant and entirely different, is a great advantage. 

If the county was divided for police purposes, it appears to me that it would not only 
cause a great increase of expense by the appointment of another chief constable, with 
assistant or deputy, the organisation of another head quarters, with head-quarter staff, 
&c., but that, unless it was also divided as regards the office respectively of treasurer and 
clerk of the peace, that it would work very inconveniently. 

The great. difficulty for the chief constable at present is to get through the amount of 
correspondence and detail which is always increasing at the head-quarter office, and to 
find time to move about and to exercise the general supervision which is desirable. 

As regards this office work, the assistant chief constable can only render a very uncer- 
tain assistance to the chief constable, unless he were made entirely responsible to the 
chief constable (the chief constable being still primarily responsible) for a great deal of 
the correspondence, the examination and settlement of reports, &c., and I think this 
might be done without any reasonable objection. If it was so arranged there is ample 


work for two assistants, each of whom should be placed more especially in charge of his 


own division of the county, though of course available to assist the chief constable 
wherever required, and having very carefully considered such an arrangement, I am of 


opinion that if it was carried out, both assistants must work from head quarters, as, to - 


enable them to assist efficiently, they must have constant access to the head-quarter 
books, letters, and documents, also to be able to communicate constantly and personally 
with the chief constable. The division of the county, which I should propose for this 
purpose, is shown on the attached return, and is the same which I should propose if, at 
any future time, it was decided that the police force should be absolutely divided.

The inspection was made on the 19th July and three following days, and on 

the 27th, 28th, and 29th July. 

The authorised strengt! comprised one chief constable, one deputy chief 

constable, one chief clerk, nine divisional superintendents, five inspectors, 45 
serjeants, 233 constables, and five additional constables appointed for special 
purposes. ‘The ordinary constables include two annually appointed in the 
Wirral division from the Ist April to 29th September. 

During the year three constables were added to the strength of the Wirral 
division, and one additional constable’s services were discontinued. 

The scale of pay sanctioned by quarter sessions in July 1875 continues in 
operation. 

Extra duties.— Ten superintendents are inspectors of weights and measures, and 
three serjeants, seven constables, assistant inspectors. 

One superintendent and two serjeants are superintendents of fire brigade. 

One inspector is inspector of hackney carriages. 

Ten superintendents, three inspectors, 22 serjeants, are inspectors of cattle 
under Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act. 
~ One inspector, eight serjeants, and one constable, are assistant relieving officers 
for vagrants. 

Six hundred and eighty-one indictable offences were reported, and 524 per- 
sons were apprehended, 172 were discharged for want of evidence, 20 for want 
of prosecution, and 332 committed or bailed for trial ; compared with 618 offences 
and 450 apprehensions in 1875, and 635 offences and 496 apprehensions in 1874. 


The Licensing Acts, 1872, 1874.—There are 987 public-houses and 766 beer- 


houses doing business. 

One hundred and thirty public-houses were proceeded against, 85 convicted, 
and 16 convictions recorded on licenses. 

Ninety-nine beerhouses were proceeded against, 66 convicted, and 20 con- 
victions recorded on licenses.

Year by year the police business of the county increases, as shown by the 
subjoined return, and the time has arrived when, in the Inspector's opinion, an 
alteration in the organisation of the police is desirable. The size of the establish- 
ment, and the multifarious duties devolving upon the chief constable, do not leave 
him time sufficient for the personal supervision which the nature of his office 
essentially requires. The Inspector forwards a letter from Colonel Bruce, and 
in his general report again adverts to the subject. -The divison of some of 
the largest police districts, especially Manchester, Kirkdale, and Blackburn 
Higher, would also be attended with advantage.

Drunkenness and Drunk and Disorderly.—One thousand three hundred and 
sixty-four persons were proceeded against, 1,355 convicted, 9 discharged; an

In this borough a system exists which, in the Inspector’s opinion, is open to 
considerable objection, viz.: complaints against constables are brought before 
full meetings of the watch committee, at which reporters for the press are 
allowed to be present; publishing the offences and punishments necessarily 
lowers the men in the opinion of the public, and lessens their usefulness as 
constables. Were cases of misconduct disposed of by the chairman and a sub- 
committee more uniformity in dealing with them would be attained, and in- 
sertion in the newspapers would be av oided. 


The constables appeared an effective body, and the Inspector has to report the 
establishment efficient. The strength is not in excess of the police require- 
ments of the borough, and the scale of pay is reasonable and proper.

TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT of Captain Edward Willis, Her Majesty’s 
Inspector of ConstaBuLary for the SourHern Countizs of Lngland and 
South Wales District, for the Year ended the 29th of September 1876. 


Cleevemont, Cheltenham, 
Sir, 30 November 1876. 

In submitting for your consideration this my Twentieth Report in respect to 
the state of efficiency of the different Police establishments in the South Police 
district, I have the honour to report that I have carefully considered the question 
as relating to the number of men who are employed in each county and borough 
in reference to the population, area, and other matters, as affecting the require- 
ments for police assistance and protection, and I feel assured that the number 
of police employed are in no instance in excess of the number really necessary 
for the proper and efficient performance of the duties and the protection of. the 
districts and property under their respective charges. 

In the English counties the general distance of the constables who are sta- 
tioned singly may be said to be on the average from three-and-a-half to four 
‘miles apart, and in Wales about five miles ; pee. in some instances the distances 
are less, and in some considerably more. 

in the boroughs, which amount to 69 in number, and where the established 
night-duty beats amount to 715, there are only 42 night beats under 20 minutes, 
92 are between 20 and 30 minutes, 200 between 30 and 45 minutes, 186 ae 
tween 45 and 60 minutes, and the remainder exceeding one hour, and in some 
instances even more than two hours. 

_ During the year there has been an increase m the district of 41 additional 
men, but these have been reduced to 40 by one borough (Bath) having discon- 
nected one inspector, who acted as an inspector of nuisances or sanitary officer, 
from the strength of the police establishment. 

The total number of police in the district in 1875 amounted to 4,878 officers 
and constables, but on the 29th of September in that year the number under 
complement amounted to 60 persons. The total number of police now employed, 
or authorised to be employed, amounts to 4,918 persons, irrespective of 93 addi- 
tional constables emploved under provision of the 19th section of 3 & 4 Viet. 
c. 88, and on the 29th of September last the number under complement only 
amounted to 27 persons. 


It would thus appear that, with an augmented force, the vacancies are con. 


siderably fewer than in 1875, but this may partly be attributed to the increases of 
pay which have been granted j in several of the furces, and in some respects also 
to the stagnation in trade, and consequent greater difficulty experienced by 
working men in obtaining employment.

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The population of the English counties amounts to 3,410,772 persons, the 
police to 2,757 persons, and the proportion of constables to population is 1 to 
1,237. 


The population of the Welsh counties amounts to 616,017 persons ; the police 
to 375 persons, and the proportion of constables to population is 1 to 1,642. 


Taking the English and Welsh together, the population amounts to 
4.026,789 persons, the police to 3,132, and the proportion of constables to popu- 
latior is 1 10 1,285. Side 


The forces that have had their numbers augmented during the year with the 
number of additional men appointed to each are as follows, viz.:—Hants, 2; 
Herefordshire, 2; Monmouthshire, 2; Windsor,1; Bideford,i; Plymouth, 2; 
Bristol, 4 (inspectors); Portsmouth, 6; Southampton, 1; Newport in Mon- 
mouthshire, 1; Guildford, 1; Brighton, 8; Hastings, 3; and Cardiff, 7. 


The changes which occur in the different police establishments from year to 
year on account of resignations, dismissals, and from other causes, do not 
appear to vary to any great extent. The following tabular statement shows the 
total variations which have taken place in the years. 1875 and 1876

The borough of Barnstaple will this year become eligible for the Government 
grant; asin 1875, the police establishment was augmented and made efficient ; 
and I have also to recommend that the full allowance be granted on the head 
constable’s salary, as the authorities, on being informed that it was contrary to 
the Secretary of State’s instructions that he should be employed as an inspector 
of nuisances, immediately relieved him from tae duties of that office. 


In respect of the small boroughs, of which there are 15, with populations not 
exceeding 5,000, I have merely to state, as formerly, that these offer obstructions 
to any general effective police system, as they do not as a rule co-operate with 
the county police, and have no effective police system of their own, and fre- 
quently their areas are so large that considerable districts are left entirely 
unpatrolied and unpotected. 


The same may be said also of the boroughs with inefficient police estahlish- 
ments, now only eight in number, whose populations exceed 5,000 in number, 
and which have never taken any steps to place their police forces in an efficient 
state. . 


Several of these boroughs have very extensive areas which are almost totally 
left without police protection, and as a rule little or no co-operation is carried: 
into effect with the county constables who surround their borders. 


The changes which take place among the police are generally most numerous 
in the junior ranks; and though some officers are of opinion that the unsettled 
state of the superannuation question has something to do with making the 


police service unpopular, I am inclined to think that tle frequent changes 


which occur are in a great measure.occasioned by the restrictions which have 
to be imposed on the free liberty of the men, as well as the necessarily strict 
nature of the duties ; but no doubt many men enter the police service intention- 
ally merely for a time, and because they cannot at the moment obtain other 


occupation.

As the subject of superannuation may possibly be again brought before Par- 
liament.or a Committee of the House of Commons for consideration, | have pre - 
pared, so far as I have been able, a return showing the state of the funds in each 
county and borough on the 29th of September last, with the year’s receipts 
and payments on account of pensions and gratuities, and I submit the same to 
be printed with this Report, provided it should be deemed desirable. 


Although some small funds are used up, and some others of a larger descrip- 
tion are on the wane on account of the increasing demands which are yearly 
made upon them, there are still some funds of several of the large forces in par- 
ticular, both of counties as well as boroughs, the yearly receipts of which exceed 
the payments, and there also remains in the aggregate a Jarge sum, funded or 
invested, the annual interest upon which, together with the other sources of 
revenue, exceed to a considerable extent the total yearly, charges for pensions 
and gratuities. 


The following Table gives a summary of the amounts, together with the 
number of officers and constables in receipt of pensions :—

In four counties, viz., Gloucestershire, Kent, Surrey, and Glamorganshire, the 
police have been called upon to assist in carrying into effect, either partially or 
wholly, the provisions of the Agricultural Children’s Act. 


The police, also, both in counties and boroughs (with the exception of four of 
the latter), have carried into effect the provisions of the Chimney Sweepers’ Act, 
1875, and the returns which have been sent to me state that -1,151 licenses have 
been granted, and 371 endorsed. 


With respect to crime, the returns show an increase over those of 1875, 
both of indictable offences, as well as of offences which are disposed of sum-— 
marily ; but the return includes une from Maidenhead, which was not received 
last year in time to be entered; but without taking into consideration the return 
from Maidenhead, the returns for the present year would nevertheless show an 
increase of offences.

In the return of houses licensed to sell excisable liquors, I have this year

Before closing the subject relating to public-houses, beerhouses, drunkenness, 
and the duties of the police in relation thereto, I feel it to be my duty again 
to report to you that the watch committee of the borough of Devonport still 
continue the practice of having all complaints which the police may have to 
prefer against such houses brought ‘before them or a committee formed for the 
purpose, for investigation, and that upon their decision the police are either 
permitted or restricted in each instance from applying to the magistrates for a 
summons. 

On examination of the books I found that between the 2nd of August 1875, 
when ! made my visit of inspection for that year, and the 12th of May in the 
present year, that out of 14 reports against public-houses, which appeared to be 
cases deserving investigation before the magistrates, only in four instances had 
summonses .been allowed to be applied for, and that out of nine reports against 
beerhouses. alse apparently deserving investigation by the magistrates, only in five 
instances had summonses been allowed to be asked for. 

One complaint stated that the landlady and another woman were drunk and 
quarrelling ; another that the house was open after 11 p.m., and the landlord 
drunk; others were for permitting drunkenness, Sunday morning trading, 
being open after prohibited hours, refusing admission to the police, and one 
against a beerhouse was for having boys and prostitutes assembled in the 
house. 

In proof that the practice is still continued, I submit a paragraph which 
appeared in a Plymouth newspaper, “ ‘The Western Morning News,” of the 
23rd of November instant, in which is described the treatment of a report 
recently made by the police of Devonport against a publican :— 


“ The police recently reported a publican who had in his house at 1.30 a.m. two men; 
on the table were two glasses of gin and a pack of cards. The matter was brought before 
the committee, and one of its members at once assumed the réle of legal adviser to the 
publican. He cross-examined the officers, and then, declaring that the men were friends 
of the landlord, and it was disgraceful that he could not entertain them without being 
interfered with, moved ‘That the case be not proceeded with’; or otherwise, that the 
complaint be shelved. This was passed by a narrow majority, although the authorities 
could prove where one of the ‘ friends’ lived, and saw him go home that night. These are 


facts, related to me by an indignant member of the committee, who is disgusted with such 
an abuse of power.” 


It must be evident that the system which the watch committee are pursuing 
must tend to paralyse the efforts of the police in carrying into effect the law as 
relating to licensed~houses, and that if not discontinued the police will at last 
cease to take notice, or, at all events, cease to report any acts of misconduct which 
may take place. 

In regard to vagrancy aud the employment of the police as assistant relieving 
officers, | may observe that in four counties a system called the ‘ Dorsetshire 
system” has been wholly or partially adopted. 

The system is the formation of a general mendicity society throughout the 
county, under the management of the police, who distribute tickets to sub- 
seribers (and others I also believe), to give to vagrants, or persons applying for 
relief, instead of money. ; 
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The ticket ensures the recipient relief in the shape of bread, within reason 
able distance, and it has been supposed to have been the means of reduc 
ing the number of vagrants; and no doubt since the system has been in opera- 
tion in Dorsetshire, where it first originated, there has been a considerable 
decrease in vagrancy: but in other counties, as well as in Dorsetshire, a decrease, 
until the present year, in vagrancy has for several years also been taking place. 

During the year now ended, however, there has been a considerable increase 
in the number of persons who have applied to the police for relief, both in Dorset 
as well as in other counties. 

The gross number of persons who have sought for relief, through the instru- 
mentality of the police during the last three years, is as follows, viz. :—

In conclusion, |. beg to recommend for consideration the subject of uniting the 
police of small and inefficient boroughs with the police of their respective counties, 
both as a matter of economy as well as of efficiency; because in all cases when. 
the consolidation of such forces is effected, the pay of one chief officer is dis- 
pensed with, and frequently when the county pelice have stations within such 
boroughs, the staff and number of men at such head quarters of divisions enables. 
the chief constable to provide for the protection of the borough with a less 
number of constables than the borough would be enabled to do as a separate 
force. 

Economy might also be obtained with equal efficiency in the amalgamation of 
some of the small county establishments ; and it is a question, | think, deserving 
the consideration of the Secretary of State, now that the Government pays one- 
half of the expense of the police, whether on a chief constable’s appointwent in 
any small county becoming vacant, the force of such cotinty “should not be 
united with the force of the next adjoining county, and thus save the expense of 
two head quarters and their respective staffs. =

appointed, as an officer of that rank was required to take charge of the Hunger- 
ford district ; this latter arrangement received the sanction of the Home Secretary 
on the 4th November 1875. Gite 

There is an arrangement existing by which increases of pay are granted for 
periods of service, which were fully detailed in last year’s Report, and conse- 
quently the numbers of the different classes of the several ranks will alter to 


some extent nearly every year. | 
In addition to their ordinary duties, the following number of officers and con- 
stables are also employed in the duties of the offices below named. 


As inspectors of low lodging-houses, two superintendents with allowances, one 


10/., and the other 6 /. yearly. 
As inspectors of weights and measures, eight superintendents, each with an 


allowance of 10 /. per annum. 

As inspector of Cattle Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, 25 officers and con- 
stables, to each of whom an allowance of 2s. 6d. daily is granted when so 
engaged. 

As assistant relieving officers of vagrants, one superintendent with an allow- 
ance of 20/. yearly ; one ditto with 15 1. yearly, and two ditto, and one inspector 
and one constable, with 57. each yearly. 

As inspector of petroleum, seven superintendents and one inspector, without 


allowances. 

As keepers of the courts in lieu of javelin men, three serjeants and 17 con- 
stables, the former with an allowance of 2s. each per diem, and the latter with 
that of 1s. each per diem.

The police in this county have not been required to carry into effect any of 
the provisions of the Agricultural Children’s Act. 


The provisions of the Chimney Sweepers’ Act are carried into effect by the 
police, and 32 licenses are stated to have been granted, and 37 endorsed. 


As regards vagrants, 2,16] more persons have applied to the police for relief 
and shelter, than in 1875; the total number of applicants having been 8,861, as 
against 6,700 in 1875. 

The police superannuation fund amounts to 8,345 /. 15s. 2d., and the yearly 


receipts to 234/. 9s. 1d.; and the charges upon the fund during the year 
amounted to 382/. 17s. 10d. 


The police stations and lock-up places in this county are well constructed, and 
maintained in good order. 


The police in this county (including all ranks) are in the proportion/of one 
constable to 1,088 of the population, and the average distance of the constables 
from each other who are stationed singly, is about three miles. 


The force was inspected between the 16th and 20th of July, when the establish- 
ment was complete. 


I am of opinion that the force is in an efficient state, and considering the 
proximity of the county to the metropolis, that it is not in any way in excess as 
regards numbers of the number required for the due performance of the 
duties, and the general protection of the district.

I regret to have again to comment on the practice adopted by the Watch Com- 
mittee of this borough, of forming a committee to select what reports against 
publicans and heer retailers shall be allowed to be summoned before the 
magistrates. 

On examination of the books I found that, up to the 12th May that, out of 14 
separate reports against publicans, only four had been allowed to be summoned 
before the magistrates ; and out of nine separate reports against beerhouses, only 
five ‘had been similarily dealt. with. i

another woman were drunk and quarelling ; another that company were in the 
house after 11 o'clock, and the landlady drunk ; another that a woman was found 
leaving the house at 1 a.m. with ale; another for Sunday morning trading ;

As respects vagrants, four more persons have been relieved by the police than 
in 1875, the total number relieved having been 65, as against 61‘in 1875. 


The police superannuation fund is reported to amount to 81/. 10s., but the 
year’s receipts are not stated ; however, there are no charges upon the fund. 


There is no proper police station, and the cells are of indifferent construction 
and badly ventilated, being in an isolated building away from the residence of 
any of the constables. 

The police force is in the proportion of one constable to 1,270 of the popu- 
lation, as per Census 1871, but in the bathing season the population is very 
much augmented. 

The police were inspected on the 24th of June, and I have merely to state, as 
on former occasions, that. the police force of such small communities would 
always be more effectually managed if united with the constabulary of their 


respective counties.

The police superannuation fund amounts to 1,333 /. 5s. 3d., and the yearly 
receipts to 55/. 17 s. 4 d., and there have been no charges against the fund. 


The police-stations, which have been erected by the county, are satisfactorily 
constructed, and maintained in good order. 


The police establishment, inclusive of all ranks, is in the proportion of one 
constable to 1,695 of the population, and the average distance of the constables 
from each other, who are stationed singly, is computed to be about six miles. 


This force was inspected on the 7th and 8th of July, when the establishment 
was complete. 


I am of opinion that the force is in an efficient state, but in no degree as 
regards numbers in excess of the number required for the proper performance 
of the duties, and the general protection of the district under charge.

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REPORT. 


TO THE RIGHT HON. THE SECRETARY OF STATE FOR THE HOME DEPARTMENT. 


Sir, 
I nave the honour to submit my Report on the Metropolitan Police for the year 
1876. 

The authorised strength of the Metropolitan Police, including the Dockyard Divisions, 
was 10,268 on the 31st December, being an increase of 3 Sergeants and 38 Constables 
over 1875. 

The special duties absorb the services of 4 Superintendents, 53 Inspectors, 146 
Sergeants, and 1,054 Constables. 

Of these 4 Superintendents, 39 Inspectors, 89 Sergeants, and 536 Constables con- 
stitute the Royal Dockyard Divisions; the remainder being employed by various 
departments of the Government, private firms, and individuals. 

The force available for Police duty in the Metropolis was 21 Superintendents, 224 
Inspectors, 907 Sergeants, 7,859 Constables. . 

‘During the year 226 new streets and 3 new squares have been opened and handed over 
to Police. They extend over 36 miles 1,074 yards. 

12,938 new houses were built during the year, and 4,151 were in course of erection, 
a considerable increase above previous years. 

_ 1,247 miles of new streets have been opened in London since 1850, and there seems 
no tendency to decrease in the annual rate of progression. 

76,214 persons were arrested by the Police during the year, showing an increase of 
3,608 over 1875, and of 8,511 over 1874. 

The increase is mainly due to the arrest of drunken and disorderly persons and 
prostitutes. 

The arrests for simple drunkenness show a decrease of 208, being 15,842 against 
16,050 in 1875. ‘The other form of this offence, drunk and disorderly, shows an increase 
of 1,560 over 1875. , 

The total arrests for drunkenness were 32,328. 

Disorderly characters also show an increase of 449, and prostitutes of 408. 

The total arrests under these heads,—drunk and disorderly, drunk, disorderly 
prostitutes, and disorderly characters were 38,748 in 1876 against 36,539 in 1875. 

These four offences comprise more than one half of all the crime in the Metropolis. 

I have added to this Report a return showing the number of persons apprehended for 
drunkenness, the estimated population, and the per-centage per 1,000 each year from 
1831 to 1876 inclusive. ; 

Very little reliance can be placed in the statistics on the subject up to the year 1843. 

In 1831, 1832, and 1833 three fourths of the persons arrested, or rather taken care of 
by the Police, were discharged by the Superintendents without being taken before a 
Magistrate. | 

This practice was discontinued in 1834, and the arrests decreased by over 10,000. 

Up to 1843 various systems apparently were used in compiling the returns. In 1837, 
1838, and 1839, when the numbers for drunkenness were large, the numbers of dis- 
orderly characters were very small; whereas in 1841, 1842, and 1843, when the numbers 
for drunkenness were small, the number of disorderly characters was large; showing that 
drunk and disorderly characters were probably classed as disorderly characters only. 

From 1843, however, the offences “drunkenness” and ‘drunk and disorderly” have 
been kept distinct, and the numbers given in the return may be considered correct for 
the purposes of comparison. 

The per-centage of drunkenness in 1844 was very nearly the same as in 1876, viz., | 
7-319 in 1844 and 7° 676 in 1876. 
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The highest per-bentage reached was 9° 489 j in . 1850, and the lowest 4° 907 in 1867, 
when 'the attention of the Police was directed to political disturbances. 

From 1860 to 1870 the per-centages were low and very equable. Omitting 1867, they 
varied from 5° 412 in 1866 to 5-975 in 1870. 

From 1870 to 1876 they have ranged from 6° 358 in 1871 to 7: 676 in 1876. 

‘The year 1874 was an exception, owing to two or three notorious cases, which tended 
to restrict the action of the Police in reference to drunken cases. 

On the whole, though the average of the last six years has been higher than that of 
the preceding ten years, there does not appear to be any very great increase of drunken- 
ness among the population, and much of the apparent increase “of late years is due to the 
increased activity of the Police under recent legislation. 

The convictions obtained against drink houses continue steadily to decrease under 
the influence of the operation of the Wine and Beer Houses Act of 1869, which has 
enabled the Police to close a great number of objectionable houses, and the Act of 1872, 
under which convictions against public houses are liable to be endorsed on the licence. 

The convictions have decreased from 1,034 in 1868 to i86 in 1876: 

The return of the number of principal offences ‘against property is not so satisfactory 
as in the years subsequent to 1871. 

It shows a total increase of 1, G42 offences over 1875, which was a year eae 
free from crime. 

The offence of simple larceny accounts for 1,206 out of these 1,623 offences ; the 
other offences show a slight increase, except that “of at RPOB to rob, which shows a 
decrease of 10 as compared with 1875. 

The total number - indictable offences increased from 12,228 in 1875 to 13,990 in 
1876. The apprehensions increased from 4,018 to 4 ,234, and the convictions froth 2,343 
to 2,476. 

11,904 summonses were issued on the SED Page| of the Police our aie the year, 
resulting in 10,971 convictions and 933. dismissals. 

3,203 persons suffering from accidents or other causes were - conveyed to Hospitals by 
the Police. 

130 persons were killed and 2,740 were maimed in the streets during the year by cabs, 
omnibuses, light carts, broughams, vans, &c. 

During the last 10 years 1,135 persons have been killed, and 21 827 maimed in the 

streets of London. 

Of these 657 have been eet and 12,027 maimed by light and heavy carts, waggons, 
and vans. 

242 have been killed and 6,216 maimed by cabs, omnibuses, and cars. 

4,152 persons were apprehended under the Vagrant and Poor Law Acts, of whom 
2, 236 were beggars, and 1,003 were charged with disorderly conduct in Workhouses and 
damaging Workhouse clothing. 

The number of beggars is about the average of the last four years, but that average 
is far below the average of preceding years, and no doubt the number of beggars in the 
streets has been diminished consider ably during the last few years. 

The Police attended 479 fires during the year. The total number of men 
employed was 12,913. 

18,881 stray dogs were seized in the streets of the pas Mus by the Police, and were 
conveyed to the Dogs’ Home, or otherwise disposed of. 

The Act authorising the Police to take possession of dogs found i in the streets and 
not under control of any person, came into force in 1867, and since that time 92,886 
dogs have been seized and removed from the streets. 

During the year 8,530 windows and 16,769 doors were found open or insecurely 
fastened, ~and the occupiers duly warned. 

As a commentary on the temptation held out by wag negligence on the part of 
owners of property, I may add that out of 4,834 felonious entries during the year, 3,513 
were through open doors and windows, and 239 into furnished houses left unprotected, 
and 477 into unfinished houses similarly neglected, being 4,229 felonies, more or less the 
result of carelessness, out of 4,834. 

The per-centage of the removals from the Force during the year has been below that 
of the previous year. ‘Though the number of men obliged to leave in consequence of 


their being incapacitated from further service has increased, 370 men so retired in 1876 
against 344 in the previous year. 

_ 172 men were dismissed for misconduct, being the smallest number during the past 10 

ears. 

4 14 men were charged before magistrates; 2 charged with unlawful possession were 
discharged, the remainder were convicted; 5 for being drunk on duty; 2 for violation 
of duty; 4 for withdrawing themselves from duty; and 1 for indecent assault. These 
were all dismissed from the Service. 

112 men were commended or received pecuniary rewards from Judges and Magistrates 
during the year, and 1,101 received rewards from the Commissioners for special good 
service. 

The general conduct of the men during the year has been exceedingly good. 

The number of deaths during the year was 48, being 9 less than in the previous year. 
The daily average loss from sickness, as shown in the Report of the Chief Surgeon, is a 
little over 3 per cent., which appears to be the average, below which it cannot be 
reduced. ‘The death rate is low, being about °5 per cent., and the ratio of men who 
are pensioned is as nearly as possible 2 per cent. per annum, which, as the Chief Surgeon 
remarks, does not seem. excessive in a service which is so continuous, so exhausting, and 
so exposed to all the vicissitudes of the climate. 

The total number of removals during the year was 1,122. 

There has been an ample supply of eligible candidates to fill the vacancies, and no 
difficulty has been experienced in keeping the force up to its authorised strength. 

The Police have many natural enemies, and the tendency to commit assaults on them, 
which is always chronic among a certain class of persons, appears, I regret to have to 
state, to be on the increase. 

2,941 Police Officers were assaulted during the year, many of these assaults being of a 
serious character. ‘Trivial assaults are disregarded as far as possible. A certain number 
of assaults are in the nature of things inevitable, but it seems to be a question whether, 
looking to the frequency of assaults on the Police, they should not be more seriously 
dealt with than as common assaults, especially when they are committed by several 
persons, as is frequently the case, and where the violence is tollowed by serious results. 

Ambulances of the kind known as “The St. John Ambulance,” invented by Herr 
Joseph Neuss, of Berlin, and supplied in England by the Order of St. John of Jerusalem, 
have been issued to seven stations, and they are for many purposes a great improvement 
on the old Police stretchers. 

I have given in the Appendix a report of a debate in the Prussian House of Parlia- 
ment at Berlin on the 15th February 1877, in which the Police system of this Metropolis 
is very fully and favourably discussed. 

The Annual Report of the Police of the City of Vienna states that they have adopted 
the system of Fixed Points as in the Metropolitan Police, and that it works admirably. 

New Police Stations were opened during the year at Tottenham Court Road, Waltham 
Abbey, and Staines. : 

Two other Stations at Notting Dale and Ealing were nearly completed, but all 
further progress with new stations, some of which are urgently required, has been 
arrested consequent on the depressed state of the Police Funds. 

11,805 persons were reported to Police as lost or missing during the year, of which 
number 8,531 were children under 10 years of age and 3,274 adults; of these 5,129 
children and 779 adults were found by Police and restored to their friends; of the 
remainder 103 adults committed suicide, 8 children and 140 adults had not been 
reported found, and the remainder were found by friends or returned home of their own 
accord. 

“The Chimney Sweepers Act, 1875” (38 & 39 Vict. cap. 70.), came into force on 
1st January, which required every person carrying on the business of a chimney sweeper 
and who employs any journeyman, assistant, or apprentice, to hold a certificate. 1,047 
certificates have been granted, and 15 issued in other Police districts indorsed, the fees 
received being paid into the Treasury. 


COMMON LODGING-HOUSES. 


During the past year but few matters of general interest. have arisen in’regard to 
common lodging-houses situated within the Metropolis. The Acts therein are still 
enforced by the inspecting officers with energy and discretion, and it is gratifying 
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to find that their exertions are rewarded by increased appreciation and regard on the 
part of those who make the registered common lodging-houses their homes, as the regula- 
tions are enforced for their well being and comfort. 

323 keepers have been served with notices to register their houses or parts of houses 
coming within the meaning of the Acts. 175 of these houses have been surveyed and 
measured, and a great many will no doubt be shortly brought forward for registration. 
304 houses have been permanently registered and re-opened. 138 of these are houses 
that have been re-measured and re-apportioned under the new scale of 300 cubic feet for 
each lodger. | 

124 houses have from various causes been closed and taken off the register; many of 
these will no doubt be re-registered. 3,876 houses casually used as common lodging- 
houses are under strict supervision, continuous visits being made by the inspecting officers 
to prevent sub-letting. let 6 

161 common lodging-houses are now under observation, and are being placed in com- 
pliance with the regulations, previous to their being registered. 

37 summonses have been applied for against keepers of common lodging-houses for 
various offences, and convictions have resulted in each case. 

Seven cases of nuisance have occurred on lodging-house premises, and have been dealt 
with by the Assistant Commissioner (Captain Harris) as the Local Authority under the 
Nuisance Removal Act of 1855. 

The cases of contagious and infectious diseases will be found to be few in number 
when the epidemic of small-pox that has been raging in all quarters of the Metropolis is 
taken into consideration ; they are as follows, viz. : 

3 Typhoid Fever. 
1 ‘Erysipelas. 
26 Small Pox. 
1 Scarlet Fever. 
23 Continued Fever.

84 deaths have occurred in the common lodging-houses; of these 72 were suddev 
deaths. In addition several other cases of illness have been dealt with, principally the 
result of privation and intemperance. 

The registered houses are steadily increasing and improving, and I may here remark 
that among the multifarious duties of the Police, there cannot be a more legitimate one 
than that of supervising the cleanliness of these houses, and mitigating as far as possible 
the wretchedness and hardships which the poor endure, by an intervention directly 
conducive to the general security of the public. 


PUBLIC CARRIAGES. 


The inspection of public carriages and horses has been satisfactorily carried out by 
the Inspectors specially appointed for that duty. 

During the year 386 horses and 3,431 public carriages were reported as unfit for 
public use, and notices not to use the same served upon the proprietors. In most cases 
in which proceedings were taken before the magistrates convictions were obtained. 

95 omnibuses, 272 Hansoms, and 363 four-wheeled cabs were rejected as unfit for 
public use. 


During the year 50 new omnibuses and 400 new cabs (principally Hansoms) were 
placed on the streets. ; 

No new style of Hackney carriage demanding special notice has been introduced.

I regret that [ cannot report any diminution in the convictions for drunkenness and 
furious driving, there being a slight increase in both classes of offence.

LOST PROPERTY. 


The regulations regarding property left in Licenced Carriages came into force in 1870 
and during the last seven years 83,393 articles have been found in public carriages and 
deposited at the Lost Property Office. In the year 1876 15,680 articles were deposited. 

Many valuable articles were deposited during the year, the principal of which were— 
a bag of jewellery, valued at 1,000/.; a case containing 1,000/. m Bank of England 
notes; a diamond necklet, valued at 1,000/. The driver was suitably rewarded in each 
case for depositing the same. 


SMOKE NUISANCE. 


With reference to the enforcement of the Smoke Nuisance Abatement Acts there 
is nothing to call for notice. 

The amount of the Engineer’s charges is again diminished, the fines inflicted and the 
Engineer’s expenses showing a corresponding reduction. 

The number of cases in which proceedings were taken was 293 as compared with 
347 in 1875.

Dr. Eserry: Gentlemen,—On the 9th of January I 
drew attention to the increase of personal danger in Berlin, 
and that an inquiry respecting the Berlin police would be 
necessary, and of benefit. The dangers in Berlin have in- 
creased, on the other hand the police in London have proved 
in every way efficient. But in what a different way to our 
police do the police authorities in London meet Parliament ? 
The British Parliament is annually supplied with a very 
minute report and maps, copies of which I will lay on the 
table of the House, and they will be open for inspection to 
all who take an interest in the matter. In these maps you 
are able to trace the constable, and with a watch in your 
hand you may proceed to the corner of a street, or a cer- 
tain place, and depend upon it that at a certain time you 
will find aconstable. His patrolling is controlled by the 
sergeant, and further the sergeant by the inspector. Here 
in Berlin one looks in vain when one is attacked (laughter). 
This is a comparison, but on the other hand the constable 
here is frequently used as a luxury, hecause one sees them 


| mostly patrolling two together. This is not necessary if 


the beats were arranged as in London. Mounted police 
are only made use of in the suburbs of London. It has 
not been found necessary to post mounted police at the 
street corners of London. At the same time, everyone 
who walks about London must rejoice to see how the 
constable makes room for the foot passengers, how he 
holds up his hand to the drivers of vehicles, and in this 
manner protects the foot passengers. But this is not the 
only benefit of the reports, another one is this, that the 
whole management of the police is laid open in them; you 
find in these reports the most minute particulars and 
statistics, which also show how crime is created, the sta- 
tistics of the law courts and prisons are not sufiicient, the 
police statistics must complete them. Without the whole, 
‘those who take an interest in the matter will not find that 
information they seek. Besides these open dealings, the 
London police authorities deserve praise, because all their 
orders are open to the public. A book, of which I hold a 
copy in my hand, I shall also lay for perusal down-in the 
office of the House; sucha book is in the possession of 
every constable in London, and the public can obtain it 
for a very small charge, so that everyone may know what 
the orders of the police authorities of London are. With 
us, even judges have often a difficulty in obtaining this. 
With this book everyone may know in what cases he may 
appeal to a constable, and how far the latter may go. If 
a constable exceeds his duty he is brought before a magis- 

. trate. At the end of this book is an index, which enables 
one to find any particular rule laid down by the police 
authorities. An enlarged work, which I likewise will lay 
down here, is ‘also obtainable by the public. Under the 
protection of such an institution, and under the light of 
publication, has it come in London to this, that not alone 
is crime to a large extent prevented, but it is much easier 
detected when committed. It is acknowledged that the 
Metropolitan Police of London can serve the world as a 
pattern. : 

Now, it is said that the loyalty of the English citizens 
is a great help to the police. Whereon rests this loyalty P 
It is that the instructions to police are open to everyone, 
that all is carried on in the light of publicity, and that 
everyone knows the constable can be brought before the 
magistrate if he exceeds his duty. The loyalty of English- 
men rests thereon, that they know they live in a country 
of right. Let us lay the orders and regulations of the 
police authorities open to the public, and as the citizens 
are thrown under the control of. the police, let us also give 
the public the means of knowing what the proper autho- 
rity and power of the police are. Let ‘us by these means 
raise the loyalty of our citizens, and then the same assist- 
ance which leans to the side of the police in England 
will also grow out of the orders, rules, and regulations 
laid down by the police authorities of Prussia, and those 
in authority will rejoice in a far higher degree than 
hitherto over the assistance rendered by the public. 

It appears to me of importance to raise these compari-~ 
sons as they are correct in every particular. One thing 
more I must not leave unmentioned, two thirds of the 

- London police are on night duty and one third on day 
duty. There is nothing of greater importance than the 
amalgamation of night and day duty. I mean that police 
should be employed for night protection, and not as by 
us, night watchmen. I have on former occasions alluded 
to this, and the House received my motion favourably ; 
but as I received the answer that arrangements were 


pending between the Government and the Town Council 


I shall not conclude with a motion on this occasion. I. 


recommend however to this Honourable House and the 
Government those English organisations, and I am satis- 
fied that they will bear fruit. 


PRESIDENT : The honourable member Dr. Zimmermann 
is the next speaker. 


Dr. ZIMMERMANN (Berlin): Gentlemen,—The attitude 
of the Ministerial benches was this morning so favourable 
that I venture as a Berlin advanced Liberal to make a few 
remarks respecting the police authority and the police of 
Berlin. Pray permit me to add to a former debate, viz., 
to the conclusion arrived at in consequence of a motion 
of the hon. member Dr. Virchow, made about a year 
since, it was as follows : — 

“They request the State Government (Prussia) to put 
themselves in communication with the Chief Magistrate 
of Berlin with reference to certain alterations in the orga- 
nisation of the Berlin police.” 


In coming to this conclusion you have well employed. 


your time; you ‘saw how pressing this matter was, there- 
fore you will not blame me, as, a Berlin-man, if I try to 


show how far your plan has been carried out, and if. 


there is'not still much to be desired, and if there are 
not many things yet which have a special claim to your 
attention ; therefore I must ask a few moments indulgence. 
In this debate I am not Jed by political motives, this 
matter has no political background. The sole object is 
this, to bring the different branches of police under one 
head, and to place them on a more combined footing ; 
and lastly to bring them more under the eye of the 
comune. The Town Council and the police autho- 
rities ought not to be two distinct bodies; in fact I do not 
look upon them as such; and therefore the only thing is to 
have but one common object in view, and that is the well- 
being of our million of citizens. A comune which stands 
under heavy burdens, a comune of which 5,000 give their 
services gratis for the purpose of bringing the two different 
heads of the governing bodies in proper order, and there- 
fore, Gentlemen, this matter deserves your entire and 
pressing attention. 

We find the greatest drawback in the administration in 
the town of Berlin. It has been proposed to reduce the 
number of the heads of police by one. I must confess 
that this would be indeed a small alteration. The reduc- 
tion which must take place in the whole organisation must 
be left to the town, We must continue on the road we 
have began correctly, and must leave that to the town 
which can be controlled better, and more to the purpose. 

With reference to the governing bodies, allow me to say 
afew words. A short time ago the town had neither the 
waterworks, street cleaning, watering, or paving, &c., 
even the streets were lighted by private companies, who 
stood under no control but their own; the firemen are not 
in their hands atthe present time. The town has the water, 
but the fire is in other hands (laughter). I hope itis not 
necessary for me to explain myself further on this point. 
In all these organisations and institutions in Berlin the 
Chief of Police has a casting vote. Now, Gentlemen, I 
ask you, think of institutions where the President of 
Police has to decide what shall be done or what shall be 
left undone. I find herein a strong French flavour, it 
reminds me of the all-powerful and immaculate French 
prefects. If we now come to the conclusion that in all 
these institutions reform is much needed, I hope we shall 
commence with the police, then we shall start on a sound 
basis, and the public safety will increase, and only then 
when the different authorities go hand in hand. 

Imake no personal remarks of anyone that knowingly 
any neglect has taken place, the faults lie in the imperfect 
and complicated organisations, and these I attack. The 
organisation stands in pressing need of improvements, and 
to these points my remarks are directed. 

Reference has been made to the public safety ; of course 
the citizens have the greatest interest in their personal 
safety, and in the police, to whom they look for that safety. 
To this point a proposal has been made to increase the 
number of police by one sergeant and 17 men. 

I am far from opposing this proposition, but I must 
speak of the total number. . It is often said that the total 
number of police in London, with 4,000,000 inhabitants, 
is greater than here. ‘Let us investigate this statement. 
We have, according to the report, 2,224 constables ; to this 
comes the number of night watchmen. Further, in London 
there are no military watchmen, who in Berlin play an 
important part. Taking all this into consideration you 


will come to the conclusion that we have a sufficient 
number of men. . 
Now we come to the question, are these men so handled 


that the public get all from them they have aright to 
expect? In this particular 1 must confess I have strong 
misgivings. With reference to the London police my 
hon. colleague has given us valuable information, but he 
will allow me to complete the same in one particular, viz. : 
“The instructions which the English police authorities 
haye laid down for the guidance of their men.” This is a 
rather comprehensive work, and I place it at the disposal 
of every hon. member who takes an interest in the matter. 
In this book you will find that the London police cover an 
area of seven miles in diameter. An hon. member 
* English.””—Last speaker : I beg pardon, the half-meter 
is 15 English miles. The whole ground. covered is about 
28 square miles (German).. The number of police to 
cover this large piece of ground amounted in the year 1875 
to 10,227 men (all told), that is, if we consider that a large 
number of them perform works in different offices, surely a 
small number. Of this 10,227 men, 1,236 were paid by 
public institutions, &c. Our law is not of that descrip- 
tion that we could introduce that system here. When we, 
on the other hand, consider that the circumstances become 
more difficult every day, the question arises whether we 
must not consider this point more minutely. All theatres, 
concert rooms, all public institutions, yes, and every 
Government building if they require the services of police 
must pay for them. The last named for the reason that 
they are not public institutions for London alone but for 
the whole country. I may be allowed to state here that 
the Chief of Police in London has a far better chance to get 
the proper material for the force than his colleague in 
Berlin, because he has a far larger field to select from. The 
training of the London policeman is carried on in a most 
complete manner. In every station is an educational class. 
If the education of men has been neglected they have an 
opportunity to improve themselves, and they can only be 
promoted after they have passed an examination for the 
next rank. The Chief of Police in Berlin, on the other 
hand, is compelled to take that material which is provided 
for him; he is compelled to take those who can claim to be 
provided with a situation. wk 

(The speaker is here alluding to non-commissioned officers, 
who have already served 12 years in the army, of whom 


there is always a number waiting for situations in the 


olice.) -_ 
‘ That a larger field for selection should be given to the 
Chief of Police seems to me to be a claim which, according 
to our time, can no longer be overlooked or refused. 


Now, Gentlemen, I take the liberty to go into the 


question why the number of our police does not appear to be 
sufficient? and my answer is, that the duties of our police 
are too manifold, and that they have to do duties which in 
no way should be done by the police; the work in the 
different offices performed by police officers is also one 
which ought to be performed by others; but allow me to 
explain this further. wid 

The English (London) police have only 21 district sta- 
tions, we have in Berlin 60 police offices and 10 district 
stations, but in England those 21 stations do a great deal 
more work than is done here in Berlin, because everything 
is more concentrated. Take, for example, the assistance the 
London police render in cases of sickness, accidents, saving 
of life, &c.; in the year 1875 the police in London procured 

‘medical assistance for 3,000 persons, 

The English police have no offices where strangers have 
to report themselves on their arrival, or when leaving town, 
and. yet I warrant when the English police are looking for 
an individual they find him’ or, her sooner than we do with 
our expensive and complicated apparatus. ‘This lies, as the 
last speaker has already said, in the performance of the 
duty of the police themselves. The duty of the London 
police is a continual ambulation, and the superior officers 
know where to find a certain officer by day or night. The 
constables gain a thorough knowledge of the people who 
reside on their beat. The man has his orders how to work 
his beat, and the officer who controls him walks in an oppo- 
site direction, so that he must meet him. 

Let us for a moment look at the result of our Report 
Office. "We have a chief report office, and besides this at 
every police office an expensive system of reporting is carried 
on. Let us look atit ina practical way. There are (and 
the police acknowledge this) 80,000 persons who cannot 
be found. Now, I ask you, Gentlemen, what is the good of 
such a system? ‘The difficulty lies in the case itself; here, 
where the railway bring and take 10,000,000 persons annually, 
who will control this? You must send a policeman after 
each person, or else I for one cannot see how you will do it. 

Allow me once more to refer to the English police. The 
English police publish every year special reports about the 


duties they perform. In those reports the wants or faults 
are freely laid before the public, and it is through this free 
and open dealing they have got a far more practical and a 
far better police than we have here in Berlin. 

I therefore would pray the: authorities here to issue an 
annual report, and then they will find their labours will be 
far better understood and appreciated, and, on the other 
hand, the public will see what faults there are in our system, 
and how they can be best. remedied, and lastly, many erro- 
nious ideas in the public mind will be rectified. ; 

In conclusion, I beg to draw attention to the outward 
appearance of our police. As for the military appearance, 
I do not indeed believe that it improves their manners. 
As for our night watchmen, they are really. a relict of a 
former age. So that the thief may know that he is coming 
he (the watchman) is instructed to regularly sound his 
whistle as he goes his rounds, perhaps he may have other 
reasons. The active policeman must shine through the 
shining metal he has on his helmet. I do not find fault 
with the helmet; it protects him, and he must have it. I 
only find fault with the superfluous metal thereon. 

I must once more point to the English police; the thief 
cannot hear or see him at a long distance in consequence of 
his practical, simple, and becoming attire. 

Gentlemen, I must conclude my remarks, and will only 
remind the House of the resolution which has been passed 
on a former occasion ; that is, to transfer some branches of 
the police functions to the Town Council, and to put an 
end to the splitting of powerin the police; and if the new 
code of law should offer the hand to this, then I pray the 
Government to make powerful use of the same, so that we 
may produce a simplified organisation. (Bravo.) 

PresiDENT: The Minister for the Home Department is 
the next speaker. 

Minister for the Home Department, Count EuLEN- 
BurRG: I thank the last speaker for the remarks, partially 
well founded, which fell from him. For my part I can 
assure him I have not lost sight of the improvements 
necessary in our police system. But I pray him to remem- 
ber that we have to deal with quite a different element than 
in London, and that which might have been found practical 
in the metropolis of England, might not be so here. How- 
ever, the hon, gentleman may rest assured that I shall keep 
a sharp eye on large towns, as I have done. hitherto, and 
that all that is useful to us will be gradually introduced. 
IT think on the whole the speech of the hon. member has 
made the impression that the police authorities in Berlin 
during the last five or six years have taken steps in the 
right direction. 

Presipent: The hon. member, Dr. Zimmermann, is 
the next speaker. 

Dr. ZIMMERMANN (Berlin): I thank the minister for 
what he has said, but I miss an answer to that portion of 
my speech in which I expressed the wish that certain 
branches of the police duties might be put under the con- 
trol of the Town Council. I am of opinion that only on 
this basis can rest a good and healthy. police organisation. 
The citizens of Berlin are not wanting in feeling for the 
general good. I even believe I can say with confidence 
that the discreet policeman on the whole meets with more 
assistance in Berlin than in London. (Disapprobation.) 
The matter stands not'so very clear in London; and if we 
search we also can find the material. 

I should feel very thankful to the minister if he would 
kindly express his intention respecting the point of trans- 
ferring certain branches of the police service to the Town 
Council. I am aware that the amalgamation of the night 
watchmen and the day police is in contemplation, but I 
fear the, result will.be this, that the town of Berlin will 
have to pay for an augmentation to the extent of 800 men, 
the present number of our night watchmen. 

I think I have proved to the House that at a place where 
the police have to contend with far greater difficulties than 
here, the constables are less in number, and I think that if 
the police authorities and the Government take the matter 
earnestly in hand they may, with care and forethought, be 
able to create a better and more serviceable police organisa- 
tion than we possess at the present time. 

Presipent: The Government Commissar is the next 
speaker. 

Government Commissar, Van Knuter: Gentlemen,— 
The pending arrangements respecting the amalgamation of 
the night watchmen and the police are well known to me, 
and I can, therefore, give the assurance to the last speaker 
and to the House that it is not intended that the town of 
Berlin should be saddled with the additional expense of 
800 more men added to the police force. Respecting a 
matter which is still under consideration I do not feel 


‘myself justified to enter here more fully, but we must wait 


for the result.

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‘ DETECTIVE 


I nec to submit returns for the year 1876, showing the 
number of enquiries made in this Department and the num- 
ber of arrests during the year. In comparison with 1875 
there is an increase of 105 cases enquired into, buta decrease 
of 6 in the number of persons apprehended. 17 persons 
have been arrested on warrants granted under the Extra- 
dition Act, and 14 have been surrendered to foreign Govern- 
ments. 8 others have been arrested by Local Police at 
outports and dealt with by Officers of this Department, 6 
of this number were surrendered. There is a falling off of 
3 in the number of extradition cases as compared with the 
year 1875. 

Enquiries have been made into 188 cases of foreigners 
applying to be naturalized, of this number 116 were Ger- 
man, 9 Austrian, 17 French, 3 Hungarian, 2 Moorish, 16

Russian, 5 Greek, 6 Italian, 2 Belgian, 2 Dutch, 2 Spanish, 
1 Bavarian, 2 Roumanian, 2 Turkish, 1 Danish, 1 Sweedish 
and 1.American, This is an increase of 32 on the 1875 
return. 

In the month of June last all cases which related to coin- ° 
age offences which had been hitherto dealt with in the 
divisions in which they had arisen were placed in the 
hands of this Department, and I am of opinion that this 
will have the effect of aiding materially in bringing to jus- 
tice this class of offenders. ; 

In the month of February the Department lost the 
services of a valuable officer who, in proceeding to Naples 
in pursuit of a person charged with felony was there attacked 
with fever, of which he died shortly after his return to this

Extracts rrom Reports py District AND DivisIoNAL SUPERINTENDENTS. 


No. 1 District. 


I Ave the honour to submit my Report on the Police 
of 1st District for the year 1876. 

No very serious crime, either against the person or pro- 
perty occurred, but taking the Divisions together, there was 
an increase in the number of felonies, house breaking, &c., 
although the property stolen has generally been of small 
value. Itis only repeating an old story to say that in the 
majority of these cases, 7.¢., larcenies from dwellings and 
housebreaking, the thieves have been greatly assisted in 
their operations by careless householders, who, in spite of 
numerous warnings, not only leave premises entirely un- 
watched and unattended, but in hundreds of instances neg- 
lect the simple precaution of securely fastening the doors 
and windows. 

We shall in vain look fora diminution in this class of 
offence so long as a direct premium is offered to robbery by 
owners of property. - 

The report from the K Division shows that of the num- 
ber arrested for felony 15 were on ticket of leave and 10 
under Police Supervision, whilst 9 others were thieves 
whose original sentences had expired. 

Of other offences, the most serious is that of assaults on 
the Police, which do not diminish in number and are often 
of a brutal nature, a number of Constables have been more 
or less seriously injured, and one was permanently disabled 
and pensioned in consequence. 

Drunkenness seems ever on the increase and the number 
arrested on this charge alone is appalling, at least two thirds 
of all the charges taken at the Police Stations are for this 
offence, and whilst there can be no doubt thatit is the cause 
of numerous crimes committed against both person and 
property, no estimate can well be formed of the misery and 
wretchedness it entails on thousands besides those who 
figure in the Police Returns. 

The duties of the Force have been well carried out, and 
with all the odds against them a satisfactory account is ren- 
dered by the Detectives and others employed in purely 
criminal work. A large number of Offcers and men have 
been rewarded by the Judges, and Magistrates, and by the 
Commissioner, whilst comparatively few have been punished 
for serious neglect of duty. It requires a somewhat careful 
study of the Superintendents Reports to understand in 
how many different ways the Police are employed other than 
patrolling the streets, and what with attendance at the 
Judges, Magistrates, and Coroners Courts, and making 
enquiries in cases of all kinds, it seldom happens that the 
beats are filled, in other words one man is frequently pa- 
trolling the ground allotted to two. There is of course no 
remedy for this but an increase of numbers, which is much 
required, particularly in these neighbourhoods where build- 
ing is constantly gomg on. There has been little variation 
in the strength of the Force during the year, but it may be 
noted that in one Division alone 20 hew streets were formed, 
and 2,826 houses built, this fact speaks for itself and gives 
point to the observation I have made above. 

The discipline has been very good. One Inspector, was 
reduced for incompetence and neglect of duty, and one Ser- 
geant for the same reason, but the other Officers of these 
yanks have generally given entire satisfaction, and done 
their duty in a manner worthy of all praise. The number 
of Constables fined may appear somewhat large, but the 
majority of cases were for slight breaches of discipline, and 
the dismissals have been few in number compared with 
former years. The Station Houses have been regularly 
visited, and invariably found in good order. 

The single men indeed have not much reason for com- 
plaint as regards accommodation, but with the married it is 
different, for in certain Divisions, owing to high rents, not 
only are they obliged to house themselves in most: object- 
jonable localities, but in some cases they cannot get rooms 
at all, and have been obliged for weeks together to leave 
their families im another part of the metropolis. This must 
be considered a great hardship, and, if as | believe, is likely 
to be the case the evil increases, it will be for consideration 
whether by renting or building some suitable accommodation 
for married men cannot be provided. The Superintendents 
Reports which are annexed contain full details of the work 
performed in their several Divisions, and some suggestions 
are made to which I have not alluded as they will doubtless 
form matter for future consideration. 

IT have received the heartiest assistance from these officers, 
whose efficient performance of their duties I cannot too 


highly commend.

No. 2 District. 


I wAvE the honour to report to the Commissioner on the 
state of the Police Divisions, D, E, S, X, and Y forming 
this District, and the manner in which the duties have been 
carried out by all ranks during the past year. 

The total strength of Police in the District is 2,599; the 
number of Stations 45; and the number of horses 66. The 
only changes of importance areas follows: In X Division a 
new Station has been built and occupied at Notting Dale, a 
place formerly known as the “ Potteries,”’ and having a bad 
reputation from being a recognised haunt for the vagrants 
and mendicants infesting half the metropolis. In the 
Station, which is large and commodious, resides a married 
Inspector and accommodation has been provided for 21 
single men, besides suitable public offices, cells, and stables. 
Gipsy squatters were dotted about the waste ground near 
to the station previous to police occupation, but without 
any warning they have thought it best to seek other localities 
and avoid such, no doubt, undesirableneighbours. It may 
be safely affirmed that no portion of the metropolis stood 
more in need of immediate police supervision than the 
locality of Notting Dale. 

In the same division at Ealing a new Station has been 
built on the site of an old and inconvenient one, with 
apartments fora resident Inspector, Sergeant, and Con- 
stable, together with the usual offices, cells, and stable. 
It has supplied a want long felt in this fast increasing and 
respectable neighbourhood. 

The Police Stations have been kept in creditable order 
throughout the year, a daily inspection and report by a 
Superior Officer always insuring this. 

In my inspections of the Stations, horses, stables, and 
equipments of the Mounted Police I have always found 
that the requisite care and attention had been duly paid. 

The Mounted Police maintain their efficiency and smart- 
ness, improved by a careful course of drill. under Mounted 
Inspectors from B Division during the summer months. 
When called out in bodies to take part in the preservation 
of order on public occasions in the streets they are of great 
help to the Foot Police. I am of opinion that in the future 
of the service the use of well-trained horses for the control 
of crowds will be resorted to even more than is at present 
attempted, the public generally appreciating the quiet 
action of the horse, guided by the temperate hand of a 
judicious and careful rider. 

The Detective Sergeants and Constables continue to 
carry out their important branch of duty with a fair amount 
of zeal and intelligence, eliciting occasionally kind commen- 
dation for their tact and exertions in the unravelling of 
crime. 

The Fixed Point system gives satisfaction, and it is hoped 
that many more points will be established for the advantage 
of the householders. 

The Divisional Drill has been. carried out properly 
according to Police Orders on the subject, and from frequent 
inspections, I can certify to the attention bestowed upon it 
by the different ranks. 

I have the satisfaction of stating that complaints from 
Magistrates and from the general public against the Police 
of this District during the year have been far from numerous 
and seldom of a serious nature. The conduct of the men 
has been generally good, drink, however, as usual proving a 
source of trouble to many. The large majority are, I am 
happy to report, sober and vigilant, and as watchmen 
unsurpassed.

I neREWwrrH submit the Reports of the Superintendents’ 
of the A, B, C, T, and V Divisions, which form No-3 Dis- 
trict under my immediate charge, and in doing so I beg to 
testify to the general good behaviour of the Police and to 
the willing support I have received on all occasions, as 
in former years, from the Superintendent of each Division. 

The same special duties as in past years have been ably 
performed by the Police. 

There were more persons than ever present to witness 
the Universities Boat Race, and it was thought advisable, 
looking to the safety of the Public, that Hammersmith 
Bridge should he kept absolutely clear of spectators, this 
onerous and difficult duty was very ably carried out by the 
Police under my orders, but the number of men employed - 
at various places during the day in the neighbourhood of 
the River amounted to no less than 1,636 of all ranks, 


The candidates for Mounted Duty have undergone in- 
struction in equitation in Battersea Park under the Mounted 
Reserve Inspectors, who deserve great credit for the able 
manner in which they conduct their duties and enable me 
to pass the men in riding after about 16 days instruction. 

The Stations and Section Houses were invariably clean 
and in good order when inspected by me every month, and 
the new Section House in Leicester Square has been found 
to be a great boon by the oceupants belonging to the C 
Division. 

The inerease of traffic in the neighbourhood of Hyde 
Park Corner is a source of anxiety, and a new roadway or 
open space is most urgently needed. 

I cannot speak too highly of the manner I have always 
found the men performing the difficult duty of regulating 
the traffic in the west end and enabling foot passengers to 
cross the streets; without Police posted at certain places, 
many more accidents would occur, and it would be impos- 
sible for women and children to move over the cross- 
ings. 

The Report of each Superintendent contains all the mat- 
ters of detail in their several Divisions that have occurred 
during the past year. f 

I have only to add that a new Station at Wandsworth is 
very much required, the present old building not being in 
any way suitable for the principal Station of a Division,

On the 31st day of December 1876 the strength of this 
Division was 2 Superintendents, 42 Inspectors, 94 Sergeants, 
and 426 Constables, total 564. 

The duties, ordinary and special, during the year were 
performed satisfactorily, and several commendations were 
made and rewards given. The number of Police of this 
Division employed on special duty was augmented in May, 
the occasion being an increase of six Constables to the 
National Gallery, rendered necessary by the opening of the 
new wing, the strength of Police there now is 2 Inspectors, 
1 Sergeant, and 16 Constables, a portion of whom are em- 
ployed to preserve order and prevent damage to the works 
of art during the day, and the remainder to protect the 
building from fire, &c. at night. There are 46 hydrants 
under the control of the Police, who are exercised in fire 
drill and instructed how to promptly act in case of fire, &c. 

At the British Museum, the Police of which are also 
supplied by this Division, the total strength being 1 In- 
spector, | Sergeant, and 12 Constables, they are also in- 
structed in fire drill. 

The duties at these two most important buildings have 
been performed for many years by the A Division without 
complaint of any kind. 

I have again to acknowledge the services of the In- 
spectors of this Division, who continue to afford me most 
ready aid, the general conduct of the Sergeants and Con- 
stables has also been satisfactory. The Divisional Detective 
Sergeant made during the year an important apprehension 
of three clever omnibus thieves, women, two of whom were 
sentenced to seven years penal servitude, and one to 12 


months imprisonment, for which he was commended and 
rewarded. oe y

Return of Horses brought into the Reserve Stables of 


A Division for treatment during the year 1876. 
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B Drvision. 


In submitting my Report for the year 1876, I beg to bear 
testimony to the good conduct of the Officers and men 
serving under me. The Inspectors have discharged their 
duties readily and cheerfully. 

Within the last three months of the vear three murders 
were committed, viz., on the 26th of October, at 46, Raw- 
ling Street, Chelsea, Charles O’Donnell killed his wife by 
beating her about the head with a pair of tongs. He was 
apprehended on the 29th, and subsequently executed. 

On December 15th John Collins was killed at No. 99, 
Stanley Street, Pimlico, by being shot through the head. 
Elizabeth Collins, his wife, was also shot at, the bullet 
which entered her ear, remaining im‘her neck for over three 
weeks before it was extracted. She is not likely to recover, 
This murder and attempted murder was committed b 
Frederick Treadaway, who was apprehended at Isleworth 
on the following day. He was found “ guilty ” at the Old 
Bailey Sessions. 

On December 26th Noah Johnson, a private soldier, was 
kicked to death in the guard room at. Chelsea Barracks by 
Michael McConnon, another private soldier, who was 
charged with the offence, committed for trial, found guilty, 
and sentenced to death, This was afterwards respited. 

Four burglaries were effected, but the amount stolen was 
of little value, and in each case the burglar was appre- 
hended. 

The number of persons charged and taken before 
Magistrates was 3,229, being 35 less than during the previous 

ear. 3,318 summonses and warrants were served by the 
two Constables attached to the Westminster Police Court. 

243 inquests were held and attended by Police, | 

264 persons were taken to hospitals. 115 persons were 
taken to workhouses. 

1,357 deposits of property found in public carriages were 
made by drivers and conductors in this Division. 

1,731,104 persons visited the South Kensington, the 
Patent, and India Museums, and I feel a pleasure at being 
able to report my statement of last year, viz., that no 
larceny, damage, disorder, or drunkenness took place in 
the buildings during the year.

I beg to submit my Report for the past year for infor- 
mation of the Commissioner, and in doing so it is again 
a pleasure to testify to the general good conduct of all 
ranks, and particularly to the efficiency and general per- 
formance of duty by the Inspectors and Station Sergeants ; 
the business of the several Stations is much increasing, and 
the following detail of charges will bear this statement out. 
5,085 persons were charged, being 886 in excess of those 
brought to Stations in preceding year. 

No offence of a serious character either against person 
or property has taken place during the year just passed, 
and the larcenies described in Felony return are of the 
usual character for this District, those by servants and 
prostitutes constituting, I am sorry to say, a very large

proportion, and I can but refer to my reasons given in 
previous reports for explanation of this serious evil. The 
per-centages of arrests and convictions are equal to former 
returns... _

Of those charged with the offence of drunkenness, 1,230 
were females; this particular charge is in many cases 
coupled with other matters, and I cannot help saying that 
much of the drunkenness must be attributed to the very 
great facilities afforded by the present licensing system, 
public-houses are scattered broadcast as it were; in some 
streets there are 8 and 10 of these houses, which certainly 
cannot be required, and it must be with great difficulty 
many of them obtain a living, in fact the dirty and disrepu- 
table appearance of some of them which are situate in the 
low districts testify both as to the profits of the land- 
lord and the class of customer that must use them. My 
Divison, which is the smallest in superficial area of any of 
the Police Divisions, being but 0°79, has upon it the large 
number of 387 public-houses; this is not, in my opinion, 
called for by any public necessity whatever, and the number 
given does not include a very large variety of places, such 
as confectioners, grocers, &c., where intoxicating drinks 
can also be purchased. 


During the past year Iam much pleased to be able to 
report that a great improvement as regards lodgings 
has taken place; by the purchase of a house in Bloomsbury 
Street, the married men occupying the Police quarters in 
Leicester Square were transferred, and the latter place 
adapted for single men, and Iam now enabled to lodge 
many of the latter, much to their own comfort and welfare, 
and the good of the public; this isa great advance. upon 
former years, and I hope that when the funds will permit 
of it additional property may be secured, as I am quite 
positive that, although in cash the item may appear serious, 
this will be more than counterbalanced by increased effici- 
ency, and the retention of good and respectable men in the 
service. 


Vagrancy still constitutes a great nuisance to the neigh- | 


bourhood, but the Police do not lose sight of the evil, 
and many arrests continue to be made. 


The traffic still increases, and is a source of much 


anxiety, especially during the “season,” but by the em- 
ployment of men experienced in its regulation, it is 
gratifying to note that no accident of any importance took 
place; slight collisions were not unfrequent, but this in 
many cases was the result of want ‘of caution or inex- 
perience on the part of drivers, and in some cases of 
recklessness, the drivers disregarding the signals given by 
the men on duty, either to stop or go on, as the case might 
be, and in all such cases were the facts warranted such a 
course summons issued; while upon this matter I cannot 
refrain from calling attention to the serious interruption to 
business and annoyance and irritation to all concerned caused 
by the system of crawling cabs, this nuisance is increasing to 
a very great extent, and despite the very large number of 
summonses that are taken out each week against the 
drivers, these men appear proof against all the cost, and 
continue to repeat the act, in spite of anything that can be 
devised. Many complaints are the results of this in the 
summer months, and no wonder to any person who 
will stand in Regent Street, Bond Street, or Piccadilly of a 
summer’s afternoon and watch 8 or 10 of these cabs crawl- 
ing in single file by the curb scarcely walking, the drivers 
of which only laugh if remonstrated with. The contem- 
plated alteration ef the roadway across the Green Park will 
if carried out materially assist the traffic in Piccadilly, 
which suffers the most serious stoppages, while the cross 
traffic is entering the park from Grosvenor Place. Some 
such arrangement as that proposed must be adopted, or 
this particular sot will become impassable, which at times 
it very nearly is now. 

The Detectives still continue to perform good service, 
and have made many arrests of well known thieves 
loitering, who were sentenced to various terms of imprison- 
ment, and doubtless by this course serious offences have been 
prevented. 

During the past 12 months 1,416 stray dogs which 
were found without control in the streets were brought 


to Stations; of this number only 177 were owned and 


given up upon the production of the necessary license

and the remainder were sent by the usual conveyance to 
the “Home” at Battersea. This clause of the ‘“ Streets 
Act” is most beneficial, as will be seen by the fact that 
during the past five years the men of C Division have 
secured 8,603 animals, many of which, if left in the streets, 
would have become sources of danger to the public. 

At the risk of a charge of “sameness” I must continue 
to call attention to the serious source of danger in doors 
and windows being left open. No remonstrance on the 
part of Police or sense of self-protection on that of the 
householder appears to put a stop to this gross act of care- 
lessness, “this invitation to prowlers to enter; ” during 
the year the facts are as under :—

In many cases the servants were to blame, in others the 
owners, but in the whole there was clearly a want of con- 
trol not creditable to any person concerned; the interfer- 
ence of Police in many cases was not attended with pleasant 
results to the individual Sergeant or Constable concerned ; 
the public, after being called up and made acquainted with 
the danger simply thanked the man by roundly abusing 
him, and threatening to report him, and in some cases 
positively refused to secure their houses, and in one case 
the person very pertly asked the Police Constable “If I 
like to be robbed what is that to do with you?” but not- 
withstanding a certain amount of abuse the men have to 
submit to I believe the majority of the householders so 
protected are thankful for the service rendered. ;

In submitting a Report respecting this Division for 
the year 1876, I regret to have to state that there was a 
slight increase in the number of offences, and also in the 
amount of property stolen, as compared with the previous 
year ; six burglaries were effected, and property to the value 
of 887. was stolen. The thief in one case was apprehended 
and convicted, but only 3/. worth of property was recovered. 
No highway robbery occurred, but numerous larcenies were 
‘effected, and property to the value of 4,342/. was carried 
off, 5647. of which was recovered. 

405 persons were apprehended for felony, and of these 
175 were convicted by Magistrates, and 54 by juries, the 
remaining 176 being discharged. 

The number of apprehensions for felony were 101 in 
excess of the previous year. 

The majority of these arrests’ were made by the Divi- 
sional Detectives who, I am satisfied, have used their best 
efforts to prevent crime, but there is nothing in any par- 
ticular case calling for special mention. 

The Sergeants and Constables in uniform have also 
exerted themselves, and have, with few exceptions, given 
satisfaction. As some little proof of this, I may mention 
that they discovered that over 400 doors and windows were 
Open or insecurely fastened. Still the number of arrests 
for felony made by them is small. 

In November a Constable charged a woman named Sarah 
Brown with disorderly conduct. The woman was discharged 
and subsequently prosecuted the Constable for perjury, and 
he was sentenced to six months hard labour at the 
Central Criminal Court in the December following. With 
this exception the conduct of the Police has been generally 
good. 

The licensed houses on the Division have been con- 
ducted well, still 2,297 persons were charged with being 
drunk or drunk and disorderly ; being an increase of 10 on 
the number arrested for those offences during the previous

I sec to submit my Annual Report for 1876. 

The four points, Charing Cross, Regents Park, King’s 
Cross, and Temple Pier, comprising the area of the Divi- 
sion as hitherto, and the maximum strength throughout 
the year has been, of all ranks, 587. 

Proceedings were taken against 9,334 persons ; by arrest, 
7,811; by summons, 1,523. 

7 burglaries: were committed, and property, value 261/., 
stolen. ‘They were of an unimportant character, and value 
411. recovered, 3 of the criminals were captured and con- 
victed. ‘ 

2 attempted burglaries, but discovered and prevented by 
Police. 

580 larcenies under control of Police were committed, 
involving value 2,155/. In 231 no loss resulted; 497. 
recovered ; 335 prisoners, 230 convicted. 

13 attempted larcenies under the control of Police were 
detected and defeated. 

687 larcenies not under the control of Police occurred, 
estimated value 7,638/.; in 240 no loss arose; value re- 
covered 1,087/.; 420 persons charged, 233 convicted. 

6 highway robberies, 137. stolen, 37. recovered, 3 criminals 
convicted. 

Of the apprehensions under total arrests, 3,740 were 
drunkards, 415 drunken prostitutes, 151 prostitution only. 

49 fires, more or less extensive, were dealt with, and on 
no occasion did any difficulty, beyond the ordinary excite- 
ment and confusion, arise. 

2 officers of this Division were commended, and 128 
specially rewarded by Commissioner for ‘meritorious 
conduct. 

The variations were: Dismissed, 7; resignation, com- 
pulsory, 11; resignations voluntary, 39; transfers, 41 ; 
pensioned 7; granted a gratuity, 1; total 106. No doubt 
this would at first sight seem serious, as it shows that in 
less than six years the entire Division would be gone, but 
it is no more than the average, for in the 50 years experi- 
ence of the service, 50,000 men have passed through it; 
and these changes relate chiefly to recruits and Constables 
from, say four years duty downwards, while the oldest 
officer dates his appointment from 30 years ago, and there 
are many from that period to 10 years. 

There are of licensed premises—533 public-houses and 
taverns; 87 beerhouses; 276 coffee shops. Theatres and 
music halls, 38. 

The regulation and control of the traffic in the season, 
especially at the theatres and operas, which are concentrated 
in one limited locality, work with the order and precision, 
I may say, of mechanism. 

Under the Pedlars’ Act 127 certificates were issued, and 
4 endorsements granted. I adhere to my opinion that the 
fee of 5s. for the former, and 6d. for the: latter, is a fair 
rate; easily within the reach of the bona fide hawker, and not 
always so to the vagrant, with whom its greatest necessity 
is its service as a passport. 

223 accidents occurred; prompt help was rendered, and 
the fullest care and protection afforded to the injured. 
Accidents in the streets are becoming alarmingly frequent. 
Drivers simply do not care, pedestrians must scamper out of 
the way as best they may, and the result is broken limbs 
and all kinds of grievous injuries. 

477 persons were taken to the various hospitals, and 
1,049 seen by the Divisional Surgeons. 

313 inquests were held. 

741 cabs and horses were discovered in use while in an 
unfit condition for the public service. 

215 children were found by Police, and carried to 
the Stations, cared for, and eventually restored to their 
parents. i 

824 dogs were seized; some restored to owners, the bulk 
sent to the Dogs’ Home. In this duty the action of the 
Police has been facilitated by the introduction of suitable 
conveyances and the system now established. 


The Detective section captured 233 offenders, several of 
a dangerous character. The Division has been conspi- 
cuously free from all serious crime. No heavy seizures of 
obscenities have been made, nor any important convictions 
secured, and the plague has been less visible; but I fear it 
is nevertheless festering beneath the surface. 

51 licenses for special occasions were granted by the 
Commissioner for miscellaneous entertainments, and in 
four instances only were refusals necessary. The Excise 
oleae issued a large number independently of the 

olice. 

2,750 special cases came under notice, not within ordi- 
nary classification, involving much time and care. 

1,881 street lamps were reported extinguished during the 
night, ‘The particulars are always registered and ready for 


- the parish officials, who are responsible for the proper 
lighting of the streets. 

91 cases were completed under the Smoke Nuisance 
Abatement Acts, an indispensable measure of law in this. 


Division. ‘ 

1,290 doors and windows were found open between 10 p.m. 
and 6 a.m, and secured by the inhabitants at the request of 
the Police, often after minute search of the premises ; some 
buildings were unoccupied, where, in each case a Constable 
was posted until the discovery of the person interested, My 
surprise is that depredations from this cause are not more 
frequent. 

‘he fixed point duty appears to continue extremely 
satisfactory, and to have quite met the former constant 
outcry of the Police never being found, and which grew 
into a common reproach. 

8,731 telegrams passed through this Division. 

257 transfers of licensed premises. 

1,867 cases of property left in cabs, &c. reported and 
deposited; and each parcel having to be examined, des- 
cribed, entered on the separate forms, registered, labelled, 
and sealed, and a voucher given to the finder, it is not 
difficult to imagine the labour this duty occasioned, and 
there was not a single instance of irregularity or error, 

1,261 parcels of miscellaneous property otherwise came 
into the custody of the Police ina variety of ways, all duly 
accounted for in accordance with regulations thereon, and 
without question in any form arising. 

Northumberland House has been demolished, and 
Northumberland Avenue, one of the finest throughfares of 
the metropolis, substituted upon its site. Abbey Place, 
near Brunswick Square, an odious locality, has been blotted 
out; Church Lane, next New Oxford Street, is no more; 
Orange Street, near Bloomsbury Square, has been re- 
moved for the main eastern highway; Chancery Lane has 
been remodelled and widened, and the law courts are 
rapidly rising; active measures are being taken for the 
erection of the Bow Street Police Court and Station; several 
leading streets have been paved with asphalted wood which 
promises well, and the Victoria Embankment and Gardens 
are greatly improving by the development of the trees and 
verdure. A new, large,-and commodious Station for this 
Division was opened in Tottenham Court Road on 2nd 
March, and the Police business is now carried on there, in 
lieu of the old Station in George Street, Saint Giles’s, which 
is being converted into quarters for singlemen. ‘his has 
long been wanted, and the advantages are manifest. 

I feel IT owe to my Inspectors the expression of my 
entire satisfaction in the manner with which they have 
performed their duty, frequently taxing them very severly 
in many ways. The Sergeants have been diligent, willing, 
and fully equal to their portion of the responsibility, and 
my observation of the Division has been that everyone 
was doing his best,

567 dogs were seized by Police.

I sec to submit my Annual Report for the year 1876, 
during which period the conduct of the men has been 
generally good, there having been but very few complaints 
against them, and those only of a slight nature. The 
conduct of the Inspectors has been exemplary, and J at all 
times receive the readiest assistance from them. 

14 men were commended by Magistrates or Judges, and 
74 yewarded by Commissioner during the year. 

The Divisional Detectives have worked well and appre- 
hended 315 persons, of whom 192 were convicted and 123 
discharged. é ; } 

5,561 persons were charged with various offences during 
the year, and of this number 2,954 were either charged 
with drunkenness or were drunk when charged with other 
offences, 430 Police were assaulted, for which offence 365 
persons were apprehended, 34z being convicted and 23 
discharged. i : 

1,152 persons were brought to the Stations, but liberated 
by the Inspectors, owing to the charges against them being 
withdrawn, or because the facts did not justify their 
detention. 

422 summonses were applied for by Police, and in 359 
cases convictions followed. 

Surgeons were called by Police on 564 occasions during 
the year. ; ; 

280 persons who had either met with accidents, or were 
ill and destitute, were taken to hospitals or workhouses. 

307 inquests were attended, and in one case a verdict of 
death from want and privation was returned. 

45 fires have occurred during the year, the majority of 
which were of a slight nature. 

1,825 dogs were seized by Police during the year, of 
which number 91 were owned, and 1,734 sent to the Dogs’ 
Home. 

401{doors and 58 windows were found open or insecurely 
fastened during the year. The carelessness of the public 
in this respect appears to be on the increase, notwith- 
standing the repeated cautions which have been given. 

483 children were found and restored to their friends by 
Police. 

801 pedlars certificates were issued, and 28 indorsed 
during the year. hie: ; ‘ 

I respectfully submit for Commissioner’s consideration 
as to whether something cannot be done in the way of 
providing quarters for the married men, many of whom, 
(particularly those with families) experience the greatest 
difficulty in obtaining lodgings on this Division, in conse- 
quence of which they are compelled to live in neighbour- 
hoods and amongst persons whom it is not desirable they 
should. Men are frequently applying for transfers to 
exterior Divisions from this cause, and it is essentially 
necessary that as few changes as possible should be made 
in a Division of this kind, so as to enable the men to 
‘acquire a knowledge of the persons and habits of the 
thieves and suspected persons, who frequent or reside on 
the Division ; in addition to this, if married men’s quarters 
were provided, advantage would be derived by having a 
number of men at hand in a case of emergency, instead of 
having to go from house to house, as is now the case.

I sec to submit my Report for the year 1876, and to 
state that this Division consists of 5 densely inhabited 
Town Sub-divisions, 2 Suburban, and 1 Exterior. Nearly 
every available space in and near Town is being built 
upon ; during the year 39 new streets have been formed, 
measuring 5 miles 1,276 yards; 1,763 houses have been 
built, and 255 are being built; 30 cottages and other 
buildings called a Village Home have been erected at 
Barkingside and occupied by a number of poor girls to 
be specially trained for domestic service. This Home was 
opened by the Lord Chancellor in July. 

The Division has been augmented 8 P.Cs.; 4 for 2 
new fixed points, and 4 for special duty, and the strength 
at the end of the year was 1 Superintendent, 13 Inspectors, 
84 P.Ss., and 670 P.Cs., total 768; and a further increas 
is necessary to protect the extending property. 


E 


2,108 felonies have been committed, being 334 more 
than in the previous year, but of this increase 153 are of 
the classes not under control of Police, such as forgery, — 
fraud, larceny by lodgers, by servants, and by false 
messages. ‘he remaining increase is 12 by burglary, and 
the others by doors open, lifting windows, goods exposed 
and from outhouses, and no doubt many were prevented 
by the timely discovery by the Police of premises left 
insecure, for no less than 1,940 doors and windows were 
found open during the year. 


Of the felonies 37 were burglaries; the property stolen 
by this means was 195/., there was no -violence to persons 
in any case, 6 men were apprehended for burglary, and 5 
of them were convicted. 

In the 2,108 cases of felony, 1,319 persons were arrested, 
of whom 223 were convicted at the Sessions, and 480 
by Magistrates, 34 of them were notorious thieves, 15 
being on ticket of leave, 10 under Police Supervision, and 
9 whose terms of penal servitude had expired; 24 of these 
criminals were sent back into penal servitude; 1 for 15 
years, 11] for 10 years, 3 for eight years, and 9 for 7 years. 
The other 10 were imprisoned for terms varying from 
2 years to 3 months; 15 others of these classes were 
charged with offences of a minor character, 10 were con- 
victed and 5 discharged. 

At the end of the year there were still residing on the 
Division 52 license holders and 25 Supervisees reporting 
themselves to the Police; 24 expirees, and 73 others who 
have been convicted of felony, ; total 174. 

With all these expert thieves, and many others who are 
not known to the Police, scattered about this Division 
where much property is ill-secured, it is surprising that 
the police with so many other duties to perform are able 
to protect property so well as they do. 


In some cases thieves by their cunning have succeeded 
in commiting several offences, and eluding the viligance 
of the Police for a considerable time before they were 
arrested, chiefly in cases of fraud and larceny by false 
messages, and in such cases (as the primary object of the 
Police is to prevent crime) 1 would suggest that on the 
recommendation of the Superintendents, the public should 
be put on their guard by the insertion of a notice in the 
principal daily and the local newspapers, giving a descrip- 
tion of the offenders and their mode ofaction. At present, 
as arule, the public (except the victimised), hear nothing 
of it till the offenders appear as prisoners at the Police 
Courts. A house-to-house caution is laborious and not 
always well received. 

9,253 persons were charged with various offences, and 
besides those for felony which I have mentioned, 64 were 
charged with begging, 36 of whom were convicted; 4,565 
with drunkenness, being an increase of 313 compared with 
the previous year; 562 with assaults on Police, resulting 
in 521 convictions. One Constable was so seriously and 
permanently injured that he had to be pensioned. 

1,008 persons were taken to the Stations where the 
charges against them were not taken, in the majority of 
the cases the complainants refused to proceed further in the 
matter. 

715 summonses were taken out by Police against persons 
for various offences, resulting in 586 convictions; 11 of 
the summonses were against publicans and beerhouse 
keepers for permitting drunkenness on their premises, in 
10 cases convictions followed. 

To appear against the persons charged and summoned, 
caused 11,460 attendances of Police at Police Courts, and 
77\ at Sessions; this, besides the time occupied in con- 
veying the prisoners to the Stations and in the exterior, 
afterwards to gaol, as well as making enquiry in many 
of the cases, necessarily has taken men from their beats, 
and I think in some measure answers the oft-repeated 
question, “‘ Where are the Police?” 

17 persons have been killed and 210 injured by vehicles 
in the streets: 10 were killed and 153 injured by light 
carts and vans. 

The traflic from the City along the Mile End Road to 
Stratford, and along the Commercial Road to Blackwall, 
is at times enormous, and is much impeded through the 
tramways being in each road, not that the cars cause much 
obstruction, but the heavy vehicles, nearly all of which 
get upon the metals in the middle of the road, so that 
light vehicles have to dodge about to pass, and frequently 
do so on the wrong side. If some regulation could be 
made and enforced to keep the heavy vehicles on the 
near sides of these roads it would greatly facilitate the 
traffic and prevent accidents. 

Medical men have been called on 791 occasions, 725 
being cases of injury or illness. 


210 persons have been conveyed by Police to Hospitals, 
149 of them suffering from accidents and 6] from other 
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causes, and 215 persons have been conveyed: by Police to 
- workhouses. ‘< ; ratte 

An ‘ambulance has been supplied to this Division and 
is far superior to the stretcher in the conveyance of sick, 
injured, or helplessly drunken persons, but it is not quite 
strong enough to secure.a violent prisoner upon. 

101 fires were attended by 1,363 Police of different 
ranks, in 1 case the lives of a young woman and her 
female child were lost, and in 2 cases the Police by their 
exertions saved life. 

734 Coroner’s inquests were attended by Police, 83 of 
them were in the County of Essex, where the Police act 
as Coroner’s Officers and have to get up the evidence and 
summon the witnesses and the juries. 

445 adults and 901 children were reported to the Police 
as lost or missing, their descriptions were entered and 
circulated; in many cases the telegraph was used and 
was the means of the speedy restoration of a number of 
the children, 

1,139 stray dogs were captured by the Police and 1,040 
were conveyed to the Dogs’ Home. 

2P.Ss. and 14 P.Cs. were employed at the Bethnal 
Green Museum until October, but on the presents of 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales being brought there for 
exhibition in that month, 4 P.Cs. were augmented; 
938,794 persons visited the Museum during the year, and 
on the 9th November no less than 28,787 visited it on that 
one day; on no occasion was anyone charged, or anything 
stolen or damaged. \ 

At four Stations there are Constables permanently ap- 
pointed Acting Sergeants, and take Station duty in turn 
with the Sergeants, and I would recommend that they 
should receive first class Constables pay, and have some- 
thing distinguishing in their uniform, say one stripe on 
each arm; this would strengthen their authority, which 
at present is in some instances reluctantly acknowledged 
by the Constables under them. \ 

A number of cases of merit have been brought under the 
notice of the Commissioner and 1 Inspector, 9 P.Ss. and 
87 P.Cs. have been rewarded by him. And 2 Inspectors, 
1 P.S. and 8 P.Cs. have been commended at the Sessions, 
and 3 of the P.Cs. also rewarded by the Judge. _ 

1 Inspector, 5 P.Ss. and 15 P.Cs. have been pensioned, 
11 P.Cs. resigned with gratuities, 2. P.Cs. and 31 P.Cs, 
resigned voluntarily, and 12 P.Cs. were compelled to resign ; 
1 PS. and 5 P.Cs. died, and 25 P.Cs. were dismissed ; of 
the latter 5 were charged before Magistrates, 2 for assaults, 
1 drunk on duty, and 2 absconding from duty, 16 of those 
dismissed had less than two years service. 

The conduct of the Inspectors (with one exception) 
the Sergeants, and most of the old Constables has been 
good. 

A fixed period of service for advancement in class, and 
for being entitled to a pension, is greatly desired by all 
ranks in the Division.

I sec to submit my Annual Report for the year 1876. 


Fifty-six men were rewarded by Judges and Commis- 
sioner, and 3 commended; 5 were summoned, 2 for 
alleged assaults, 1 for damage, 1 for bastardy, and 1 for 
murder; all dismissed. The case of murder was re- 
markable. At midnight the 27th Apri] a man named 
Wood left a public-house in Nine Elm’s Lane, Wandsworth, 
nearly, if not quite drunk, and on his way home, Wickham 
Street, Lambeth, fell and fractured his skull, which re- 
sulted in death. For five months the relatives of the 
deceased man made strenuous efforts to fix the responsi- 
bility of his death on a Police Constable, succeeding 
ultimately in procuring a witness with that end in view. 
Happily, however, not only was there no ground for the 
charge, but the witness on whom the prosecution relied 
was pronounced by the Magistrate who investigated the 
_ case to be utterly unworthy of credit. 

18 constables resigned, 7 second class, and 11 third; 
1 P.S. and 2 Constables were superannuated, and 2 were 
dismissed. This appears to me to indicate a general con- 
teutment among the men. 

1 case of murder occurred, viz., on the 24th of October, 
Tsaac Marks, age 38, shot with a revolver, a Fredk: Barnard 
in Penton Place, Newington. Both of these men belonged 


to the Jewish community, and owing to Marks having - 


been engaged to a sister of Barnard, differences sprung 


up between them, which engendered in the mind of Marks 
the determination to take Barnard’s life. This he did, and 
after committing the deed, gave himself up at Kennington 
Lane Station, confessed the crime, was tried and executed, 

No fire of any importance occurred. . 

Noxious Vapours: This is a Sanitary rather than a 
Police matter, yet I think it not unimportant to note the 
fact that the trees planted some years ago on the footwa 
of the Albert Embankment have recently been xeitibye, 
owing to the vapours emitted from the factories in the 
immediate neighbourhood entirely preventing their growth. 
Human and animal life must surely be affected by vapours 
of such potency, 2,312 persons were apprehended for 
various offences during the year, which shows a decrease 


of 312 as compared with 1875. 


385 summonses were obtained by Police during the 
year, convictions followed in 349 cases, 26 were dismissed, 
8 withdrawn, and 2 not served. The results show, i think, 
that the merits of the cases were pretty well understood 
before the law was invoked. 

5,841 summonses, orders, &c. were served by Police 
employed at Lambeth Police. Court, 337 of these were at 
the instance of the School Board to enforce obedience to 
the Educational Act; 174 had reference to the Indus- 
trial Schools Act, and 23 to the Reformatory Schools. Not- 
withstanding the help afforded by these statutes to the 
people for whose benefit they were intended, it is frequently 
difficult to make the parents of the children affected 
contribute even a small amount towards their education 
and support ; 2 licensed victuallers and 4 beer shop-keepers 
were summoned for offences against the Intoxicating 
Liquors Act; 5 were convicted.and 1 case dismissed. 

771 doors, 58 windows, and 5 cellar fastenings were 
either found open or insecure, which not only shows 
attention on the part of the Police, but great want of care 
on the part of the occupiers, more especially since notices 
of caution have been given by order of Commissioner from 
time to time, and attention drawn to it by Divisional 
Officers. } f 

2,086 dogs were seized, 1,887 sentto the “Home,” and 
199 restored to-owners.

I pec to submit my Annual Report for the year 1876, 
The strength of the Division on 31st December was, 


1 Superintendent, 7 Inspectors, 31 Sergeants, and 345- 


Constables ; total of all ranks 384. 

2 P.Cs. were summoned for assaults when on duty, ] 
was dismissed by the Magistrate, and in the other case 
the P.C. was committed for trial and acquitted; the P.C. 
was suspended from duty for 86 days, pending the trial, 
but was re-instated with pay during suspension. 

I have much satisfaction in stating that the Inspectors 
have performed, their duty efficiently and that the conduct. 
of the Sergeants and Constables was good; 1 Inspector 
and 1 Sergeant. were commended by the Common Sergeant 
at the Central Criminal Court; 2 Constables were awarded 
and commended by the Chairman of the Surrey Sessions ; 
2 Constables received rewards from the Bow Street Police 
Court Reward Fund, and 1 Inspector; 12 Sergeants, and 
33 Constables were rewarded by Commissioner for meri- 
torious conduct in the discharge of their duty. 

The number of persons taken into custody was 4,394; 
of this number 3,897 were charged before a Magistrate, 
586 being for felony; 6 drivers of vehicles of various kinds 
were charged with causing the death of the same number 
of persons in the streets, 1 was held to bail to appear if 
called upon, 1 committed for trial, but not yet tried, and 
4 discharged by the Magistrates; 2 other persons were 
committed for trial on charges of manslaughter, 1 was 
acquitted, and in the other case the mdictment was ignored 
by the Grand Jury ; 157 persons were charged for assaults 


on Police, 152 being convicted, in no case was the injury ‘ 


of a permanent serious nature; 1,612 persons were charged 
with drunkenness, against 1,767 in the previous year; 
40 were charged with begging, the remainder of the charges 
were for offences of various kinds. ; 

549 persons were summoned by Police, and 506 con- 
victed. : 

257 persons were taken to a hospital who had met with 
accidents or were found ill in the streets. 


48 fires occurred, irrespective of chimneys, and the 
average number of Police of all ranks in attendance at 
each was 13; the property destroyed or damaged at the 
greater number of: these fires was very slight, no loss of 
human life took place nor was any person seriously injured. 

1,112 dogs were seized, 55 of which were owned, 4 killed, 
and the remainder sent to the Dogs’ Home. The present 
system of conveying dogs to the Home works well. 

The removal. of the Superintendent’s Office at South- 
wark Station has made it more convenient to carry on 
the duties, and has given increased accommodation to the 
single men residing in the Station by providing them with 
a recreation room.

between the hours of 10 p.m. and 6 am. 27 keys were 
also found during the same hours in doors, left there 
carelessly by the occupiers. 

1,200 enquiries were made relative to the characters of 
persons applying for licenses as drivers or conductors of 
public carriages. 


306 pedlars and 91 chimney sweepers certificates were 
granted.

i BEG to submit my Annual Report for the year 1876. 

The strength of the Division on 31st of December was, 
exclusive of the Reserve, 1 Superintendent, 8 Inspectors, 
47 Sergeants, and 415 Constables. The Reserve Force con- 
sists of 1 Inspector, 4 Sergeants, and 40 Constables, and 
are chiefly employed on duty at special points, and other 
places where experience and judgment from length of 
service are required. 

The more serious class of crime, I regret to say, shows 
an increase to that of last year, viz., burglary 13 to 3 of 
last year, an increase of 10; breaking into dwelling-house 9 
to 3 of last year, an increase of 6, for which 7 persons were 
apprehended, 5 of whom were convicted and 2 acquitted ; 
the greater number of these cases were proved to have 
been committed by one of the men apprehended. Horse 
stealing, 9 cases against 4 last year, an increase of 5 cases, 
but the greater number of them were recovered, and 4 
theives apprehended and convicted. During the year 583 
larcenies have been reported, the greater portion of which 
are from goods being exposed for sale, by servants, and 
by doors being left open. 

Carelessness and indifference on the part of householders 
still appears on the increase. In 1873 I reported 962 
doors and windows were found open or insecurely fas- 
tened; in 1874, 1,205; 1875, 1,859; now 1,415. 

45 P.Cs. joined the Division, 9 P.Cs. were compelled 
to resign, 3 P.Cs. were dismissed the service, 13 P.Cs. 
resigned voluntarily, | Inspector, 3 Sergeants, and 10 Con- 
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stables resigned on pension, 3 P.Cs. resigned on gratuity, 
3 P.Ss. were promoted to Inspectors, and 3 P.Cs. were 
promoted to Sergeants. 


Medical aid was rendered to 360 persons at the instance 


‘of Police. 


408 dogs were seized—319 sent to Home and 89 restored 
to owners. 

23 fires occurred during the year, none of which as- 
sumed very serious dimensions. 

There have been 83 certificates and 85 indorsements 
granted to pedlars, a decrease of 5 in the former and an 
increase of 22 in the latter over last year. 

53 certificates and 2 indorsements have been issued to 
chimney sweeps during the year, and in my opinion the 
Act 38 and 39 Vict. c. 70. works very well. 

159 inquests have been attended by Police in this Divi- 
sion. 

130 persons were conveyed to hospitals, being various 
cases of illness and accidents in streets. 

On 678 occasions property was deposited at the diffe- 
rent Stations during the year, having been left in hackney 
and metropolitan stage carriages. 

There have been 282 new houses built, and there are 
89 now in course of erection; 17 new streets have also 
been formed, 

2 persons have been run over and killed, and 102 in- 
jured or maimed by different vehicles, 3 by horses ridden, 
and 1 by velocipede. 

The Police have taken out 396 summonses against per- 
sons for various offences, 368 of which were convicted, 
16 dismissed, 7 not served, 1 withdrawn, 2 to give evi- 
dence, and 2 not taken out.: 

19 suicides were committed and 13 attempted during 
the 12 months. . 

62 dead bodies were found or given in charge to Police, 
the majority being those of infants newly born. 

456 children were lost, out of which number 402 were 
restored to friends by Police. 

The conduct of the men during the year is on a par 
with that of former years. 4 P.Ss. and 20 P.Cs. have 
been rewarded by Commissioner;.and 1 P.C. highly com- 
mended by the Assistant-Judge at Middlesex Sessions. 

The following occurrence took place on 28th April 
last year. A man lodging at 57, Euston Road, was very 
violent and threatened to set fire to the house; and 
“Police” being called, a Sergeant and several Constables 
arrived and forced their way into the room and endea- 
voured to get possession of a revolver the man held. ‘The 
Sergeant and a Constable were shot, the former in the 
right wrist and back, the latter in the right side of 
abdomen, the bullet striking a button of his great coat 
before touching the flesh, which no doubt saved his life. 
He was also shot in the thick part of the thigh. The) 
charges being exhausted the man was apprehended, and 
sentenced at the Central Criminal Court Sessions to be 
detained during Her Majesty’s pleasure. The P.S. was 
awarded the sum of 5/. and the P.C. 2/. by the late Sir 
Thomas Henry, from the Bow Street Reward Fund.

I sxe to submit the following as my Report for the year 

1876. . 
IT have pleasure in again referring to the general good 
conduct and efficiency of the police of all ranks in this 
Division, which has been fully equal to that in former 
years, and I believe that the duties have been performed, 
both to the satisfaction of the Commissioner, the other 
Superior Officers, and the public generally. 

During the year 1,193 felonies of all classes were com- 
mitted on this Division ; this number shows an increase of 
85 offences above the number in 1875. This, however, is 
not more than the increase which must be calculated upon 
the growth of London in this District, and the consequent 
increased population. The class of offences in which the 
increase has occurred are those of larcenies, (1) by doors 
being left open; (2) by lodgers; (3) of poultry, and (4) 
by fraud. Attention will therefore be pa:d to the offences 
Nos. 1 and 3; the others are beyond the control of Police, 
who are not able to prevent larcenies of this class. The 
total value of the property stolen was 6,355/., and of that 
amount property to the value of 4957. was recovered. 455 
persons were apprehended by Police for committing these 
felonies, 194 of whom were convicted summarily, and 347 
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discharged by the Magistrates, and 108 persons were com- 
mitted for trial, 96 of whom were convicted and 12 acquitted. 
I am happy to say that the number of offences of the more 
serious characters, such as burglary and housebreaking, 
show a slight decrease when compared with the previous 
ear. 

. A large number of persons were also apprehended. for 
misdemeanors, drunkenness, &c. in addition to the above 
numbers, and during the year 317 cases were brought 
to the various Stations in which the Officers on duty, upon 
investigating the particulars, declined to entertain the 
charges. Nearly the whole of these charges were preferred 
by private persons. : ‘ 

932 persons were summoned for various offences during 
the year, of which number 51 persons (5—48°/,) were dis- 
missed ; 119 of these summonses were against persons for 
being drunk or drunk and disorderly in the public 
thoroughfares. : 

The Pedlars’ Act appears to work well. 235 new certificates 
were issued, and 78 certificates obtained in places beyond the 
Metropolitan Police District were endorsed during the year. 

78 chimney sweeps certificates were also issued during 
the year, and proceedings were taken against two persons 
who were convicted for employing boys under 16 years of 
age in their business. 

Stray dogs appear to be more numerous, 1,315 having 
been seized in 1876, against 713 in 1875. 

2,893 soldiers were billetted during the year; a large 
proportion of this number were militia men, who were called 
out for the annual training. I should be pleased to see 
these men, especially the recruits, removed from the public 
houses, &c. where they are billetted for thrée or four weeks 
during preliminary training; as a rule, however, they give 
the Police very little trouble; but it is shown that when 
they are under canvas, as is the case with one regiment 
which has encamped on Hounslow Heath, and the men are 
under the eye of their Officers, they conduct themselves 
exceedingly well. : 

924 new houses have been built, and 442 others are in 
course of erection, and the formation of 17 new streets and 
2 new squares have added 2% miles of thoroughfares to the 
distance already patrolled by Police of the Division. “ 

The Mounted Duty has been performed satisfactorily 
during the year, and the Police have shown care and skill 
in the management of the horses. 5 

The Dispatch Cart Duty has also been efficiently per- 
formed, and this method of carrying articles between Com- 
missioner’s Office and the various Divisions pays itself in 
the saving of time and expense which would be incurred in 
sending Messengers from each Division. 

The Van Duties have also been carried out well, and as 
7,578 prisoners were conveyed in the van during the year, 
to and from the Prisons and Police Courts, without com- 
plaint of any kind; it shows that the Officers employed 
on the duty have been attentive and careful. 

The Police on duty at the various cab ranks have noticed 
and reported 1,113 cases in which the Hackney Carriage, 
the horse drawing it, or the harness appeared to be unfit 
for public use. 

The educational classes have not been attended so well 
as I could wish, but there are certain of the men who attend 
regularly, and are eager to profit by the instruction they 
receive from the Instructors, who are careful and patient 
in imparting knowledge to their pupils.

T sec to submit to Commissioner the following brief 
summary of occurrences, &c. in this Division during the 
year 18/76, and to state that the general conduct and 
efficiency of all ranks, from the highest to the lowest, has 
been very good. In no single instance has the honour or 
integrity of any member of the Division been impugned ; 
this is, I think, very commendable, considering the onerous 
and difficult duties the Police are from time to time called 
upon to discharge and the temptations to which they are 
continually subjected. 2 ; 

1,699 persons (being 78 less than in 1875) were charged 
before Magistrates, and disposed of as follows :—

Total apprehensions - 1,930 
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691 felonies, value 2,407/., were committed. Of these, 
however, 192, value 513/., were not under control of Police, 
and in 171 cases under Police control property, value 2197. 
was recovered, and the thieves brought to justice. 


Note.—50 of these felonies, value 684/., and consisting 
almost entirely of valuable watches stolen from the person, 
were committed on the occasions of great public gatherings, 
viz., 17 at the Oxford and Cambridge Universities boat 
race, 3U at Epsom, and 3 at Hampton race meetings. 

It is very much to be regretted that people will persist 
in wearing watches and other valuables when going to 
these places, thus throwing temptation in the way of 
thieves. 

232 warrants were executed during the year. 

409 persons were summoned by Police; 363 were con- 
victed, 45 dismissed by magistrates, and 1 withdrawn; viz., 
8 licensed victuallers, 3 persons in public-houses during 
prohibited hours, 4 drunk in public-houses, 6 drunk in 
public thoroughfares, 22 drivers or conductors of public 
carriages, 63 for obstructions in streets, 17 for furious 
driving, 25 drovers for driving cattle during prohibited 
hours, 2 for assaulting police, 148 for allowing cattle to 
stray on public highway, 2 discharging fireworks in 
thoroughfare, 7] for not having names and addresses 
painted on vehicles, 13 not having control over horses, 10 
for gambling, 4 for cruelty to animals, and 11 for other 
offences.. 2,802 summonses were taken out by private per- 
sons, and were served by Police, 1,191 convicted, 1,611 
dismissed, 

1,359 doors and windows were found open or insecurely 
fastened by Police. In no less than 84 cases of larceny 
from dwellings it-was clearly proved that the thieves had 
gained access to the houses by the doors or windows being 
left insecure. This is a highly unsatisfactory state of 
things, more especially as the Commissioner is continually 
urging upon the people the necessity of their exercising 
more care in this respect. It is obvious that so long as 
the people continue to be thus careless, larcenies of this 
class will not diminish. 

252 persons were reported as lost or missing, 123 were 
found by Police, 113 returned home of their own accord, 
2 committed suicide, and 14 are still missing. 

532 stray dogs were seized by Police, 491 were sent to 
the Dogs’ Home at Battersea, 35 were restored to owners 
on production of licenses, and 6 were killed, being in a 
rabid state. 

1,645 soldiers were billetted on this Division. Battersea 
Station was appointed an additional billeting station. 

66 persons were accidentally run over in the streets by 
vehicles ; 6 were killed on the spot or died shortly after- 
wards from the injuries received, none of the others were 
seriously hurt. 

324 pedlars certificates were issued and 116 indorsed; 
amount received on account of same 83/.18s. 11 pedlars 
were charged and convicted for hawking without licenses. 

28 persons were reported for causing smoke nuisance, 
3 were summoned and convicted, 19 were cautioned by 
direction of Commissioner, after which the nuisance ceased, 
and 6 are still pending. 


59 beggars were apprehended, 42 convicted, and 17 dis- 
charged. Vagrancy is visibly on the decrease from year to 
year; this fact is no doubt attributable in some degree to 
the operations of the Mendicity Societies now established 
nearly all over the country. 

152 occasional licenses were granted and 2 refused during 
the year. 

49 chimney sweepers were licensed under the Act which 
came into operation on Ist January 1876. This Act works 
well and has, I believe, effectually stopped the employment 
of little boys to climb chimneys. 

205 apprehensions were effected by the Divisional Detec- 
tives (1 P.S. and 5 P.Cs.). This force urgently requires 
strengthening, and I would again respectfully and strongly 
recommend that their numbers be augmented. I am quite 
sure that the presence of a Detective acts as a deterrent to 
thieves and depredators, more especially in the suburban 
districts, as they can never calculate upon his movements 
as they can upon those of the man in uniform. 


3,265 telegraph messages were sent from and received at 
Wandsworth Station during the year. ‘This system has now 
become a very valuable adjunct to the Police Service and 
I would most strongly recommend its extension to all 
Stations as quickly as possible. Iam also of opinion that 
it might with advantage be connected with the fixed 
points. 

This Division was augmented 2 P.Cs. for duty at a 
fixed point at south end of Altenburg Gardens. ‘The 
system of fixed points continues to work most satisfactorily ; 
more are, however, required, and will I venture to hope be 
shortly obtained. 
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13 Police, viz., 1 Inspector, 1 P.S., and 11 P.Cs. were 
commended and rewarded by Judges and by Commissioner 
during the year, rts : 

35 men (viz., 3 P.Ss. and 32 P.Cs.) resigned during the 
year, 11 of them on gaining pensions, 2 on receiving 
gratuities, 4 were compelled to resign, and 18 left to seek 
other employment where they could (so they said) obtain 
better wages. [ wish to draw special attention to these 18 
men, who were with only one or two exceptions, steady, 
well conducted, and intelligent young fellows, and who 
would without doubt have become valuable members of 
the force had they remained in it. ‘ 

The educational classes are not availed of as they should 
be. Attendance at them should be made compulsory for a 
limited time (say two years, or until certificates of pro- 
ficiency are obtained). The cost of tuition, stationery, &e. 

during the past year was 531. 1s. 4d. over and above the 
subscriptions of the men.

in submitting this year’s Report, I must state that there 
is rather a dearth of occurrences likely to be interesting, 
very little out of the ordinary course of Police work has 
happened. : 


The men have conducted themselves on the whole very 
well, and have fairly carried out their duties, which are 
ever on the increase. 

A matter which has engaged the attention of Magistrates 
and others of late is the temptation for pilfering offered by 
tradesmen, who expose their goods for sale outside their 
shops. ‘The Police have carried out the order of the Com- 
missioner, by cautioning tradespeople against the practice, 
but with, apparently, no effect. People of the lower order 
may walk along the streets with no particular intention to 
steal anything, but seeing boots, linen-drapery, provisions, 
&c. openly exposed, with no one looking after them, every 
inducement and facility are offered to steal the goods and 
gét away. A case was even known of a child in its 
mother’s arms stealing boots unknown at the time to the 
mother, who, however, did not: return them when she dis- 
covered her child’s theft. Great inducement is also held 
out to children to steal fruit and other eatables from out- 
side shops. During the year 118 such offences (stealing 
goods exposed for sale), have been reported at Police 
Stations of this Division. 

If some means could be devised to prevent such exposure 
of goods, much good would be done, for being about the 
easiest method of committing felony it is, without doubt, 
frequently the first step of a career of crime. ‘The tran- 
sition from honesty to dishonesty is so easy, no time being 
given to think of the contemplated crime, that a large 
amount of human depravity must be traced to the careless- 
ness of tradespeople leaving their goods unprotected. 


* Another system that gives the Police a great deal of 
trouble and seems to be gaining ground, is that of fraud 
committed through the medium of advertising. Various 
methods are devised for obtaining money or goods from 
country people. Sometimes stamps are asked for, in return 
for which a recipe for a wonderful cure of some disease is- 
to be sent, or some equally wonderful and advantageous 
instructions how to get a living without trouble or risk ; 
at other times money is asked for to purchase remarkably 
cheap goods, and when obtained the goods are either not 
sent, or something quite worthless is forwarded; at other 
times goods are asked for and received on approval, and 
the promised Post Office Order or cheque is not forth- 
coming. 

Then come the Police enquiries, and in the majority of 
instances it is found that the advertiser does not live at. 
the address given, but has letters and parcels received there 
for him, and the occupier of the house, generally a shop, 
knows nothing of him, so that at the first hint of an 
enquiry the address in the advertisement is changed, and 
the parties by shifting their quarters to other districts can 
pursue their fraudulent system undetected. In a few cases. 
the advertisers live at the advertised address, but when 
Police enquiries are made into cases of non-transmission of 
goods, various excuses are offered, such as the carrier must 
have made a mistake, or time was wanted to obtain an 
article of the particular make required by the remitter of 
the money, &c. 

If some conspicuous Police caution could be extensively 
advertised in the newspapers, warning persons to make 
sure of the respectability of the advertisers before sending 
them goods or money, incalculable good would be done, 
and many prevented from being duped. 

Mock auctions were at one time prevalent in the metro-. 
polis, but the system of placing a Constable near the door 
to tell persons about to enter that others had complained of 
being duped there, had the desired effect of shutting up. 
the shops, and some such action appears necessary to pre- 
vent the numberless cases of swindling by advertisement 
carried on daily in London, and still, I find, on the 
increase. (At at ts 

In conclusion, I beg to add that the augmentations made 
from time to time for new beats prove very beneficial, but. 
the number of Police in the suburbs still falls short of the 
requirements of the locality, for London is ever on the 
increase, and month by month market gardens and fields: 
are converted into streets and roads, rendering it difficult 
to afford effectual protection with so few men, and it is: 
very. gratifying to find that so few serious offences are 
committed in the outskirts of London with the small body 
of Police to prevent them.

Y Division. 


I Bec to submit my Annual Report for 1876. 

The strength of ihe Division on 3lst December was, 1 
Superintendent, 14 Inspectors, 09 Sergeants, and 550 Con-- 
stables, including 1 detached, being a decrease of 2 Ser-- 
geants and 6 Constables withdrawn from duty at Alexandra 
Palace. 

The area of the Division is 70 square miles. 

1,092 felonies were committed, being an increase of 56 
from preceding year. ‘The total value stolen was 4,3541., 
of which amount 1,453/. was recovered. No loss occurred 
in 353 cases. aceon ' 

Of the above number of felonies 327 were committed by 
servants and lodgers, nearly one-third of the whole number, 
and a total of 1,805/. stolen by them, these larcenies being, 
of course, not under control of Police. 

194 prisoners for felony were committed for trial, 167 
convicted, 27 acquitted. 

431 prisoners were charged with felony and disposed 
of by Magistrates, viz.: 264 committed to prison, 167 dis- 
charged. 

230 persons were charged with assaults on Police, of 
which number 226 convictions are recorded. The following 
were the most serious ;— 


At 1.15 a.m., 28th April, a P.C. attempted to appre- 
hend a man for fowl stealing, a desperate struggle en- 
sued, and the prisoner stabbed the constable seriously 
several times and escaped. He was, however, re-appre= 
hended at 5.30 a.m. same day, two miles from the scene of 


the outrage, and was afterwards sentenced to 10 years 


penal servitude. ‘The P.C. was in a critical position from 
his wounds for several months, but has now happily re- 
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covered. The inhabitants of Crouch End and Highgate 
subsequently presented the P.C. with a cheque for 571. 14s. 
as a reward for his bravery. He also received a reward of 
51. from the Bow Street Reward Fund, and the Commis- 
sioner of Police marked his conduct by specially advancing 
him to first class. 

At midnight, 21st October, a P.S. and two P.Cs. when 
dispersing a disorderly crowd, were attacked by five men, 
thrown down and severely kicked and beaten. The Police 
arrested two, and an attempt to rescue was made, when 
a P.C. was severely stabbed in the abdomen by one of 
the five men, who were all ultimately apprehended and 
four of them sentenced to 15 years penal servitude each, the 
fifth acquitted. The injuries sustained by these officers 
are believed to be lasting. 

The courage shown by these officers was such that their 
conduct was brought under the notice of the Chief Magis- 
trate, who rewarded them from the Bow Street Reward 
Fund, and they were each specially advanced a class by 
the Commissioner. _ 

At 3.30 a.m. 5th December, a P.S. observed three men 
with blackened faces attempting to break into St. Pancras 
Vestry Hall, from the adjoining churchyard, he endea- 
youred to apprehend them, a severe struggle ensued, when 
one of them shot him in the leg, and they escaped. The 
Sergeant was taken to the University Hospital where it 
was found the small bone of the leg was shattered by the 
shot. It is feared that he will not be able to resume duty. 

For his courage the Commissioner has been pleased to 
specially advance him a class, and he has also received 10/. 
from the Bow Street Reward Fund. \ 

51 yvewards have been granted by Commissioner to 
Police and 2 Sergeants and 5 Constables have been com- 
amended by the Judges of Middlesex Sessions. 

601 summonses were applied for by Police, which re- 
sulted in 539 convictions ; 592 summonses applied for by 
private persons were served by Police; 61 summonses and 
5 warrants were served and executed beyond the Metro- 
politan Police District. 

Great carelessness is still exercised by the Public giving 
great facilities to thieves to commit offences, as 1,527 doors 
and 1,177 windows were found open or insecurely fastened 
during the night. 

658 dogs were seized by Police, of which number 602 
were sent to the Dogs’ Home, and 56 claimed by owners. 

The conduct of the Inspectors, Sergeants, and Acting 
Sergeants continues very good, and they perform their 
duties in a satisfactory manner, only one Sergeant being 
reduced during the year.

Report for the year ending 3lst December 1876. 

In submitting my report on the past year, I respectfully 
beg leave to state that from careful examination of the 
books, I find that the number of felonies compared with 
former years have greatly diminished. There have been 
113 larcenies from craft and waterside premises, and the 
value of property stolen estimated at 450/., one fourth of 
which has been recovered. For these offences 76 persons 
were apprehended, 15 of whom were committed for trial, 
{11 convicted, 4 acquitted,) 61 were summarily dealt with 
by Magistrates, of these 39 were convicted, and 22 dis- 

_ charged for want of evidence. 

The Divisional Detectives continue to discharge their 
duties with great zeal, and I am of opinion that it is 
owing to their vigilance that the number of river larcenies 
have decreased. » bal 

The crews of the Police boats while on patrol duty have 
been instrumental im saving the lives of 31 persons who 
had accidently fallen into the river, and. in preventing 
eight persons from committing suicide by drowning, total 
number of lives saved by the Police, 39. 

101 bodies have been picked up in the river, 87 males, 
14 females; of these 88 were identified, and 13 buried as 
unknown. 

11 persons were accidently injured more or less on board 
craft on the river and at waterside premises, 2 cases proved 
fatal. The Police in each case assisted in conveying the 
sufferers to the hospitals, and communicated with their 
friends when required. 

13 fires occurred during the year, 9 at waterside premises 
and 4 on board vessels, the most’ serious of which was the 
burning of the school ship “ Warspite,” lying off Charlton. 
The fire was not extinguished till the vessel became a total 
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wreck, and was subsequently broken up. ‘The Police 
rendered prompt assistance in conveying the boys on 
shore, the whole of whom were removed in safety. 


The discipline of the Division compared with former years. 
has been very good, the men are well conducted, attentive . 


to their duties, and give ready and willing obedience to 
their officers,

First ok Wootwicu Docxyarp Division. 


In submitting to Commissioner my Annual Report of 
particulars of duties, occurrences, &c. which came under the 
notice of the Police of this Division during the year 1876, 
I beg, in the first place, to state that the conduct of all 
ranks has been exceedingly good, and in one or two 
instances, in the course of this report, it will be my pleasure 
to refer to conspicuous individual merit. Only seven 
individual men have been fined during the year. a fact 
which speaks well for their general good behaviour. The 
variations in the strength of the Division were as follows, 
viz.: three Constables advanced to the rank of Sergeant, 
one Sergeant and four Constables resigned on pension; 
two Constables resigned on gratuity on account of ill- 
health ; one Inspector and six Constables resigned to take 
other employment, and one Constable was compelled to 
resign. There were transferred to other Divisions two 
Inspectors, three Sergeants, and 16 Constables, most of whom 
were removed on their own applications to get married or 
otherwise, and the remainder through unsuitability for 
Dockyard service. One Sergeant and one Constable died. 
In giving the details of the duties, &c. in the various 
detachments forming this Division I will commence with 
the “ stronghold.” 

The Royal Arsenal, 3 Inspectors, 9 Sergeants, and 61 


- Constables are detailed for duty at this place. There are 


three principal gates for the ingress and egress of work- 
people, and other smaller ones for the admission of trains 
conveying Government Stores, &c. per South-eastern 
Railway. . All these gates are in charge of Police, and at 
the principal one, or “main gate” as it is termed, they 
received and examined during the year 5,242 property 
passes. 

They also admitted thereat 23,609 visitors having the 
authorized cards of admission. Only two cases of larceny 
and three of embezzlement of Government property in this 
establishment have been taken before the Magistrates. Of 
these four persons were convicted, and one discharged. 
118 employés have been reported to the various Heads of 
Departments for breaches of regulations, &c. under the 
following heads, viz.: attempting to take out small articles 
of Government property, 14; attempting to leave the yard 
during working hours, 12; leaving fires and lights burning, 
8; smoking, 10; having tobacco pipes in their possession, 
43; leaving buildings improperly: secured, 17; other 
trifling offences, 24. 11 fires, mostly small ones, have been 
discovered and extinguished by Police, the largest being 
the one which happened at the Brass Foundry, Royal Gun 
Factories. on 6th March, during the time the men were at 
work. ‘The roof at this place took fire owing to the great 
heat of a furnace underneath. The roof was very old, and 
the woodwork desiccated. The Police Fire Brigade got to 
work quickly, and soon had the fire completely under con- 
trol. They also rendered valuable aid at six fires in the 
town of Woolwich, and at some of which they performed 
the whole duty of extinguishing them. The educational 
class has been well attended, and itis very gratifying to 
notice how much those who have been regular im their 
attendance have profited in the way of improvement 
generally. The recreation room, without a billiard table, 
is a failure, and is seldom patronized by the men off duty 
except during very inclement weather. The next War De- 
partment Station of importance as part of this Division is 
Woolwich Dockyard, now used for storing barrack neces- 
sarles, military equipage, and other articles, such as are to be 
found at the Arsenal. The Police reported the following 
number of breaches of regulations, viz.: foremen late, 8; 
found in possession of pipes, 8 ; leaving vessels unattended, 
1; soldiers drinking and smoking, 1; doors unfastened, 1. 
Only one case of embezzlement of Government Stores has 
been taken before a Magistrate, the accused being a soldier, 
fined 20s. or 14 days. 3,012 property passes were taken at the 

ates. Only two fires (chimneys) occurred on the premises, 
both of which were soon extinguised by Police. The Police 
Fire Brigade of this yard also rendered valuable assistance 
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outside the walls of this yard on several occasions, the next 
noteworthy one being the fire which happened at 1.30 a.m. 
on the 3rd January, on board the Marine Society’s training 
ship “ Warspite,” moored in the Thames off Charlton 
Boat Pier. After the alarm, an Inspector and the whole 
available force of the yard quickly got on board and ren- 
dered what assistance they could in endeavouring to extin- 
guish the fire, saving from harm the boys, and the pro- 
perty of the officers; but owing to the distance of the 
ship from the dockyard, the pressure mains could not be 
brought into use. The Police, however, continued to work 
the two small engines on board until the arrival of the 
Metropolitan Fire Brigade, who then took charge. 

I was present when the boys were landed at Charlton 
Pier, and made arrangements for all of them to be sheltered 
for the night at the Police quarters in the dockyard, where 
the Constables kindly provided them with hot tea, &c. 
until they could be removed in the morning, The ship 
was entirely destroyed, but no lives were lost. The Secre- 
tary to the Marine Society was pleased to express to Com- 
missioner his thanks for the able and ready assistance 
rendered by the Police of R. Thames and “ Woolwich” 
Divisions, and more especially for the kindness shown to 
the boys when Janded at the dockyard. The next fire of 
note occurred at 1.30 a.m. 4th May, on the premises of 
Messrs. Elkin, Fletcher, and Lee, coal merchants, at their 
wharf just outside the dockyard wall, Charlton side, 
and the dockyard Police extinguished the fire by 3.30 a.m. 
Several Brigade engines were present, but powerless through 
want of water from the street mains. Messrs. Elkin & Co. 
afterwards conveyed to the Controller, Royal Arsenal, their 
thanks for the assistance rendered them. 

The Police on duty at the Royal Victoria Victualling 
Yard, received during the year 2,453 passes for property. 
On the 23rd July a Constable exhibited great bravery and 
coolness in saving the life of a comrade, who had fallen 
into 16 feet of water in the mast pond when in search of 
his hat, which had been blown into the water during a 
passing storm of wind and rain. 

On the 7th December, a P.C., when on duty in the 
Royal Naval School grounds, observed that the roof of 
B section or Middle Dormitory, Royal Naval Schools, was 
on fire. He immediately gave an alarm, and with assist- 
ance got a‘hose veel into play, and so kept the flames 
under control until the arrival of the Inspector with the 
remainder of the College Police Fire Brigade. The fire 
which, no doubt, was caused by a defective flue, was extin- 
guished by Police with very little loss. 200 boys were 
sleeping in the dormitory at the time, and but for the 
Constable’s timely discovery of the fire, and prompt 
action, it is impossible to say how serious might have been 
the result affecting lives and property. The Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty were pleased to express to 
Commissioner their appreciation of the good services ren- 
dered by Police on the occasion, and Commissioner also 
gave the Constable a good pecuniary reward. Two chimneys 
on fire in the Roya] Naval College buildings, and two at the 
Seamen’s Hospital were extinguisked by Police. A P.C, 
_ also rendered good service at 11 p.m. 30th November, when 
he observed a window blind on fire in Queen Mary build- 
ing, and which he extinguished with trifling damage. The 
blind had been blown by the wind against a lighted candle 
standing on a table in a room in which there was no person 
at the time. 

The business at Aldershot Camp, which is yearly on the 
increase, has been conducted by the Inspector in charge 
there to my satisfaction. 161 prisoners, representing 154 
charges for various offences, have been charged thereat. 
Summonses were obtained in 16 cases, principally for 
wilful damage to the rifle butts. Other miscellaneous 
enquiries made by Police amounted in number to 171. 

Tn carrying out the provisions of the Contagious Diseases 
Acts, in the several important Districts forming part of 
this Division, the Police have continued to enforce the law 
with great discretion and forbearance towards the unfortu- 
nate persons concerned. ‘They have, in a great many 
instances, induced young girls to abandon their mode of 
living, and enter homes, and as a result, several have 
obtained situations, and are known to be now doing well. 
Jn this Division, which comprises the several Districts of 
Woolwich, Greenwich, Aldershot, Dover, Deal, Windsor, 
Shorncliffe, and Colchester, the total number of examina- 
tions of common women during the year was 10,484, being 
1,009 Jess than in previous year. 

There was also a decrease of 21 in the number of women 
‘remaining on the registers at the close of the year. In 59 
cases it was found necessary to proceed by summons, being 
14 in excess of previous year. These chiefly referred to 
Woolwich, Greenwich, and Dover Districts. Except at 
the last-named place, there has been little or no opposition 


to the Acts ‘during the year, and it is gratifying to me to 
be able to state that no complaint has been made against 
any of the Officers employed in enforcing the provisions of 
them. ; 

The Police Fire Brigade drills in {the different establish- 
ments have been carefully carried. out under my personal 
directions, and the whole of the Officers and men have, 
at all times, acquitted themselves.to my entire satisfaction,

Portsmouty Dockyarp Division. 


I nAvE the honour to submit a Report of the work ox 
this Division during the year 1876. § 

There has been no alteration in the strength of the 
Division, which now consists of 1 Superintendent, 8 In- 
spectors, 24 Sergeants, and 134 Constables. : 

The Division has been free from fires during the year, 
none having occurred but what’ were at once put out by 
the Constable discovering them. 

The fire plant has been augmented by two of Merry- 
weather’s steam fire-engines, Sutherland pattern, making 
four in all. 5 

It has, ever since the organization of the “ London Fire’ 
Brigade” by the late Mr. Braidwood, been a source of 
regret that the screw of the hose couplings of fire-engines, 
which was then adopted, was formed with a sharp edge, this 
being liable to become “ burred” by coming in contact with 
a hard substance, such as the pavement, during the excite- 
ment at a fire, and thereby becoming if not useless, at 
least not so efficient in making a perfect joint as it ought 
to be. 

The late Mr. Baddeley, C.E., of London, endeavoured to 
obviate the inconvenience of the sharp screw by introducing 
a screw with a round thread, but as the Braidwood pattern 
had been almost universally adopted, and the introduction 
of the Baddeley pattern would entail an immense outlay, 
(for the one could not be converted into the other), the idea 
was abandoned. 

Since then various plans have been suggested. The 
Braidwood screw is not only liable to “burr,” but is diffi- 
cult to connect, except by those who have the proper 
feeling in their hands for the work. 

J introduced to the notice of the Admiral Superinten- 
dent an improved hose coupling, which has been tested 
against two others, and submitted to the Admiralty, and 
their Lordships have been pleased to approve of my in- 
vention, and order patterns to be made for Chatham, 
Devonport, Deptford, and Pembroke Yards, and the 
Admiralty pattern rooms for information and guidance, 
and that the hose couplings now in the yard should be 
altered as opportunity offers, and future demands for 
these articles should be made in accordance with such 
alterations. 

This hose coupling fulfils these conditions :— 

1. It is not liable to “ burr,” and may be thrown about 

any way without injury to the screw. 

2. It is so simple in connecting that the difficulty is to 
make the screw go otherwise than right, and the joint 
made is perfect. 

(Two boys, aged five and eight years respectively, 
made a perfect joint with the new coupling in less 
time than two men would occupy in connecting the 
present Braidwood screw.) ; 

3. The Braidwood screw can be converted to the new 
pattern at a nominal cost. , 

The introduction of this invention into the Navy will 
save the country 4 large sum annually; scarcely a ship 
comes home without having to return a large number of 
couplings damaged and rendered useless, by the difficulty 
the sailors have in connecting them at “‘ Fire Quarters.” 

During the year 19 cases of embezzlement were detected 
by Police, committed by persons employed in the yards, all 
of whom were convicted, and the property recovered. 
There were 29 cases during the previous year. 

184 persons in the employment of the Crown were 
reported by Police for breaches of the regulations. 

Smuggling cases have slightly increased during the year, 
9 persons were convicted as against 5 the previous year. 

The number of stragglers arrested this year by Police is 
815, being 135 more than last year. 

The number of Naval prisoners conveyed by Police 
to and from the various gaols, show a decrease as to the 
previous year. There were taken to prison 389, and 
brought from prison to their ships 355, making a total of 
518, as against a total of 744 in 1875.

The property of the Crown is not permitted to be taken 
out of the yards unless accompanied by a pass note, speci- 
fying the articles to be passed and signed by the authorized 
officer. The property to be passed is compared by Police 
with these, and if found correct, is allowed to be taken to 
its destination. During the year 17,921 of these passes 
were thus examined, and the passes for private property 
amount to as many more. 

Visitors are admitted to view the works in progress 
under certain regulations. Foreigners are admitted only 
on the written authority of the Admiralty. All are escorted 
by the Police, except foreigners of distinction, who are 
attended by British Naval officers in uniform. The 
number escorted by Police during the year was 50,744 
British subjects and 102 foreigners. 

The Contagious Diseases Acts continue to be carried out 
with the judgment and tact the delicate nature of this 
legislation requires. ‘There is not now the slightest mani- 
festation of opposition apparent in any of the towns in this 
Division, in which the Acts are in operation. 

The events of the year were the arrival of the Prince of 
Wales from India; the return of the Arctic Exploration 
Ships “ Alert ” and “ Discovery,” and the launch of the 
ironelad “ Inflexible,” by H.R.H. Princess Louise, Mar- 
chioness of Lorne. 

The reading-room still forms an attraction to the men, 
and I am glad to be able to report that the educational 
classes have had an increased attendance during the year. 

Sickness amongst the men has slightly increased during 
the year, showing 1,420 days, as against 1,371 days last 

ear. 

I have to report my high appreciation of the conduct of 
all ranks in the Division during this year, as I have had 
the pleasure of doing in former years. 

The Commissioner has been pleased to grant 43 rewards 
during the year to the men of this Division for good 
conduct.

TurrD oR Devonport DockyArp DtvisIon. 


I BEG to report as follows respecting the state and par- 
ticulars of this Division during the year 1876. 


No alteration has taken place in either its numbers, the 


establishments to which they are appointed, or the nature 
of the duties performed. 

16,101 pass notes were received during the year, for pro- 
perty removed from the yards, 1,482 more than were 
yeceived during 1875; and there were 17,779 visitors to 
the several establishments, 17,568 of whom were British 
subjects, and 211 foreigners, 1,124 fewer in all than during 
the preceding year. 

The naval deserters and stragglers apprehended during 
the year were 778 seamen and 249 marines, total 1,027, 
which is 245 seamen, and 426 marines, total 671, less than 
the number apprehended during the preceding year, but at 
the same time there were only 1,917 descriptions of deserters 
and stragglers received, against 3,012 descriptions received 
in 1875. And there were 241 Naval prisoners conveyed to 
gaol, vizt., 207 seamen and 34 marines, and 168 Naval 
prisoners, viz., 145 seamen and 23 marines, conveyed 
from gaol, being a total of 138 fewer prisoners conveyed 
to, and 94 conveyed from gaol, than during the preceding 
year. 

14 persons were detected and apprehended during the 
year for offences against the property of the Crown, 9 for 
conveying spirits into the establishments, and 16 for 
offences against the Customs laws, total 39, 6 fewer than 
the total number of such cases during 1875; and there 
were 51 cases reported of offences against the discipline of 
the establishments, against 139 such cases during 1875. 

The Contagious Diseases Acts duties have continued to 
be attended with nothing but success in all respects during 
the year. Amongst the 659 women that have been on the 
register it has only been necessary to bring three before 
the Magistrates for non-compliance with the Acts, and 
these were all old and hardened prostitutes. ‘The numbers 
of both prostitutes and brothels have been still further 
reduced, and three of the worst of the latter entirely done 
away with, juvenile prostitution has been still kept in 
check, so that at the end of the year there were only two 
on the register under 18 years of age, and a large number 
of women and girls have been saved, some from adopting 
and others from continuing an immoral course of life, 
whilst nearly all the disease that is now found in the 
district can be traced to eet outside, from which it is 

prostitutes. 
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The Police Fire Brigade has maintained its high efficiency 
during the year, and has rendered important service both 
inside and outside the yards. Two fires in the funnels of 
ships lying at the yards, and fires in the chimneys of an 
officer’s residence, and a steam kiln were extinguished. 
And at 9.15 p.m., the 30th October, the P.C. on the beat 
discovered a fire on board H.M.S. “Shannon,” lying 
alongside the dockyard, and giving the alarm, the Sup- 
erintendent, an Inspector, 1 P.S., and 20 P.Cs. were 
instantly on the spot, and extinguished the fire within a 
few minutes of its discovery, when it was found to have 
originated from a contractor’s workman leaving his canvas 
jacket on board with a lighted pipe in the pocket, which 
ignited the jacket, and communicated to the shelf on 
which the jacket lay, and the partition of a watercloset 
adjoining. 

The Brigade also attended and assisted to extinguish 
fires outside the yards. On the 16th May at a butcher’s 
stall in Devonport Market, where damage was done 
amounting to 2007. On the llth June, at a cabinet- 
maker’s in Stonehouse, where 2,000/. worth of property was 
destroyed. And on the 24th December, at a second-hand 
clothes dealer’s in Devonport, where the damage amounted 
to about 1007. 

2 P.Cs. were dismissed and 1 P.C. compelled to resign 
during the year, but with these unfortunate exceptions 
the men’s conduct was as usual most excellent. 

1 P.S. was promoted to Inspector, and 1 P.C. to Ser- 
geant; 2 Inspectors and 8 P.Cs. were pensioned ; 3 P.Csg. 
resigned, 2 of them through ill-health, and 1 to go to 
America; and 2 P.Ss. and 2 P.Cs. were transferred to 
other Divisions. 


There were 48 cases of sickness during the year amongst 
39 men, one more case of sickness, but precisely the same 
number of men as were on the sick list during the pre- 
ceding year. 

A number of the Sergeants and Constables avail them- 
selves very earnestly of the benefits to be derived from the, 
educational classes, and some of them are not only regular 
in their attendance, and persevering in their efforts when at 
the classes, but also strive to improve themselves at other 
times when off duty, and in consequence much satisfactory 
progress is made.

FourtH or CHatHaM Division. 


I BEG to submit my Annual Report for the year 1876. 

23,665 British subjects and 24 foreigners visited the 
establishments, and were in most cases escorted by the 
Police. 

111 persons were reported by the Police for various 
offences against the standing regulations. 

802 Naval stragglers and deserters were apprehended, 
and 125 Naval prisoners were conveyed to, and 137 from, 
Lewes and County Gaols. 

6,641 pass notes for public property were received and 
the stores compared. 

12 small fires were discovered and speedily extinguished 
by the men on duty, and one fire outside Sheerness Dock- 
yard was attended by the Police Fire Brigade. Had not 
these fires been discovered and extinguished so promptly 
much damage would probably have resulted. 

11 lighted candles and oil lamps were found in ships 
when being visited by Police after the workpeople had 
left. 

42 men have been on the sick list during the year, show- 
ing 716 days sick. 1 Inspector and 1 P.C. have been 
pensioned. 

. 36 candidates presented themselves for employment in 
the Police, and their fitness for the service was ascertained 
Their average age was 22 years, and height 5 feet 84 
inches. ‘ 

25 men were granted rewards by the Commissioner 
during the year 1876, and 34 received gratuities from 
visitors for attention when visiting the yards. 

The duties of the Police employed in carrying out 
the Contagious Diseases Acts in the several Districts 
attached to this Division have been carefully and effi- 
ciently performed. 25°12 per cent. of the number of cases 
admitted to hospital during the year have been from un- 
protected places. This fact obviously shows the necessity 
of the Acts being extended. 

Many of the Sergeants and Constables are becoming 
alive to the necessity of attending the educational classes, 
and their progress in their studies has been very satis- 
factory. The greatest difficulty is experienced in getting 
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the young Constables to attend the school, and this is the 
more to be deplored as the men are thereby debarring 
themselves from future advancement in the service. I am 
still of the opinion that a general order is necessary to 
compel these men to devote a certain portion of their 
leisure time to mental improvement by attending the 
classes. 

The general duties of the Division have been carefully 
and cheerfully performed, and I have much pleasure in 
stating that the conduct of the officers and men has been 
uniformly good.

Firru or Pemproke Dockyarp Division. 
I BEG to submit my Annual Report for the year 1876. 


The conduct of the men has been good, orders have 
been willingly and promptly obeyed, and duties satisfac- 
torily performed. 

The educational class has been well attended, and con- 
siderable improvement made by Sergeants and Constables 
in the various subjects directed by Commissioner. 

The bath accommodation at the Section House is much 
appreciated by the singlemen. The quarters provided for a 
married Constable have been made very convenient and 
comfortable by the alteration in them at the beginning of 
the year. 
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The health of the men has been very good. 

22 cases of breaches of regulations of the establishment 
were reported by Police, and the offenders were punished 
by the Captain-Superintendent of the yard. 

556 store passes were received by the Police. 


5,037 visitors were admitted into the yard. 


One ship was launched, and afterwards taken to Hobb’s 
Point to take in her machinery ; Hobb’s Point is Admiralty 
property, and is about one mile from the dockyard, to 
which ships are taken after having been launched, and 
during their stay there Government Stores are much 
exposed; for the protection of these 2 Constables were 
placed on duty there from 1st of January to November, 
when their duties ceased, and the authorized number of 
Constables in the Division was reduced from 21 to 19. 

Three fires were discovered inside the dockyard by the 
Police, when on duty, and extinguished by them before 
much damage had been done. 


Two fires occurred in the town to which Police and fire- 
engines were sent. One at New Milford, on the premises 
of the Great Western Railway Company, to which all 
available Police, manual, and steam fire-engines were sent, 
and worked from 2 p.m. to 7 p.m. Some hundreds of 
pounds of property was saved thereby.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SURGEON ON THE HEALTH OF THE 
_ METROPOLITAN POLICE FORCE DURING THE YEAR 1876. 


The following report calls for little comment from me. The rate of sickness, as measured by 
the daily loss to the service, is exactly the same as last year, the number of cases being slightly 
greater, but their average duration somewhat less. The year has been marked by no peculiar hard- 
ship of service, or peculiarity of weather, or epidemic disease, for the outbreak of small-pox which 
commenced in London in the latter months of 1876 only added three cases, and those of no extra- 
ordinary severity, to the list for this year. The effect of the epidemic, which is not yet over, will be 
seen in the report for 1877. 

The practical inferences from these and previous reports are that under our present system (which 
is confessedly not one of the strictest medical supervision), the daily average loss from sickness is a 
little over 3 per cent. and cannot be reduced below that rate ; that the nature of the cases of sickness 
is as a general rule not severe, the duration being short and the death-rate low, about ‘5 per cent. ; and 
that the ratio of men who receive pensions on account.of sickness or physical infirmity is as nearly 
as possible 2 per cent. per annum. When it is considered that no person obtains a pension in this 
force for any cause except physical disability, arising either from sickness, long service, or age, as 
certified by the surgeons, this ratio does not seem excessive in a service which is so continuous, so 
exhausting, and so exposed to all the vicissitudes of the climate ; and it is also satisfactory to observe 
that the ratio shows no tendency to increase, But it cannot be denied that constant vigilance is 
required in order to avoid recommending persons who are not really and permanently unfit, but who 
are determined to avoid the fatigues of further service, nor that in spite of any such vigilance the error 
may sometimes be committed. I hope, however, that the returns show that a reasonable supervision 
is exercised on this point. 

Another subject which will be illustrated in this and subsequent returns is the effect of the system of 
detached sick leave. When the returns were commenced such leave was given far more freely than at 
present, so that the average daily number of men on detached leave, which in 1876 was 8°8, was 86:29 in 
1869. It was quite obvious that in former years this kind of leave was given far too indiscriminately, for 
during their period of leave the men were under no kind of medical supervision, and only a very smali 
proportion of them ever resumed duty. Detached leave is now rarely recommended except in cases 
which hold out a definite prospect of recovery, or where a period of observation is required in order 
to determine the temporary or permanent character of the affection.

I 
am glad to be able to report that up to the present time (March 1877) only a few scattered cases 
have occurred, and no deaths. 


Detached sich leave. 


During the year 1876, 24 men were recommended to the Home Secretary to be detached from 
their divisions on long periods of sick leave. 

Of these one died during the course of his sick leave, nine were reported unfit at the termination of 
the period of leave, six resumed duty at the expiration of the period, of whom, however, one 
has since been reported unfit. 

The remaining eight were still on leave at the time of the compilation of this report.

During the year 1876, 269 men were recommended for pension or gratuity.* 

Of these 269, 2 who had served less than 5 years, and 5 who had served between 5 and 15 years, 
were recommended for pensions as being disabled by injuries received in the actual execution of their 
duty ; 61 who had served over 5 and under 15 years were recommended for gratuities, as being 
disabled by disease. The remainder (201) were recommended for pensions. Of these 79 had served 

_ over 15 and under 20 years; 92 over 20 and under 25 years; 28 over 25 and under 30 years; and 2 


over 30 years.

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NINETEENTH REPORT. 


REPORT of The Honourable Charles Carnegie, Her Majesty’s Inspector of the 
Constabulary of Scotland, for the Year ending 15th March 1877. 


GENERAL REPORT. 


To the Right Honourable Richard Assheton Cross, M.p., Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for the Home Department. 


11, The Links, St. Andrew’s, 
Sir, 16 April 1877. 

I wave the Bono to lay before you this, my Fifth (but the 19th Annual) 
Report, on the state and efficiency of the police forces in the counties and burghs 
in Scotland. . 

Ihave during the past year inspected the forces of all the counties and 
burghs in Scotland, and have to report as efficient those of the whole of the 
counties and of 33 of the burghs, 32 of whom, containing over 5,000 inhabitants, 
receive the Government grant. I have to report as inefficient the forces of the 
burghs of Annan, Ardrossan, Kelso, Kirriemuir, Maxwelltown, and Pulteney- 
town. All these hurghs have been for some years reported as inefficient, and I 
would, asregards them, repeat the observations in my former reports, that I 
consider it most desirable that there should be some legislative enactment 
whereby these small places should be compelled, either to unite with their 
respective counties, or to maintaiu efficient forces. The burgh of Ardrossan, 
which is the most flagrant case of inefficiency, I believe will be obliged to become 
part of the county of Ayr before very long, as it is constituted under a private 
Act which shortly expires. The burgh of Pulteneytown, the only one of these 
entitled to Government grants if efficient, is in a most anomalous position ; it 
has no local magistracy, and it has been held that the county of Caithness is 
therefore liable for any damage done by rioting, though it is unable to assess the 
burgh for police purposes. Pulteneytown is part of the Parliamentary burgh of 
Wick (now amalgamated with the county), and it ought absolutely to be united 
with that burgh. 

I have included in my return of the strength and pay of the various forces, 
some additions that have been made without the sanction of the Secretary of 
State. In these cases I have appended a note. My reason for including these 
this year is, that the cause of most, if not of all, these additions not having been 
submitted to the Secretary of State has been a misunderstanding of the meaning 
of the Home Office Circular of September; and that many of them are now 
before the Secretary of State waiting his decision. An idea prevailed in many 
of the counties that so long as the maximum scale of the Secretary of State’s 
- Regulations was not exceeded, no special sanction was required for an increase 
of pay; and most of the burghs seem to have held that if the proposed increases, 


either of force or pay were mentioned in the November estimate, then all that. 


was required had been done. I must say that the language of the Circular is 
not quite explicit on these points, and I would humbly advise that a revised 
Circular should be issued, stating broadly and unmistakably that all additions 
to the police forces, either of numbers or in scale of pay, which involve an 
increase of the Government grant, must be submitted to the Secretary of State 
for his approval, otherwise the Government grant on the increased charge will 
not be paid; this being, as I understand, the meaning that the present Circular 
is intended to convey.

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There has been an addition of 24 men to the county forces, and of 50 men to 
the burgh forces. There have also been, by deaths, resignations, discharges, 
dismissals, and desertions, 183 changes in the counties, and 543 in the burghs, 
as compared with 228 and 494 last year, showing an increase of 4 on the whole. 
I have been generally pleased with the appearance and education of the recruits 
of the year. Most of the counties and burghs are now paying their men 
liberally, though there are still some exceptions.. The scale of pay laid down by 
the Home Office Circular having been so constantly departed from by the sanc- 
tion of the Secretary of State, I think it would be desirable to cancel it, especially 
as, under the present regulations, the Secretary of State exercises a control in 
every individual instance. I would still make the remark that in many forces 
where the generai scale of pay is liberal enough, the salary of the head of the 
force has remained unchanged, and is smaller in proportion than it ought to be, 
considering the onerous duties of his position. 


The River Tweed Commissioners still continue to pay for three constables in 
_the county of Berwick. In Roxburgh, Selkirk, and Peebles, the river is now 
watched by men appointed under the Tweed Acts, who are not connected with 
the police. There are also 19 constables paid for by other fishery boards. There 
are 35 constables in the counties paid for by public companies or private indi- 
viduals, in terms of the 7th section of the General Police Act. In the burghs 
there are 171 constables employed by harbour boards, including the Marine or 
Clyde division of the Glasgow police; also 22 employed by companies or 
individuals. + 
The diversity of practice as to promotion still continues. I believe the plan 
of limiting the numbers in the classes to be a mistake. 


The clothing in most of the forces in Scotland is of fair quality; there has 
been, however, more clothing of second-rate material and workmanship issued to 


the forces this year than last, though none absolutely so inferior as to disqualify . 


for the Government grant. The prices paid in the different-counties and burghs 
vary very considerably. I have again given a table (Appendix C.) which shows the 
cost of each article in each force. Most of the counties give beot money, though 
some give boots. In many of the burghs neither boots nor boot money are given. 


The system as to house accommodation varies in almostevery place. In most 
of the burghs the police provide their own houses, without any allowance; but 
in some towns lodgings are provided for all or part of the force, and rent is 
charged according to accommodation. I consider that it is of great importance 
in the large towns for the men to be well housed, and to be lodged together, as 
in case of an emergency the men off duty can be assembled at a short notice, 
which cannot be done in those places where the men’s lodgings are scattered. 
In the counties the arrangements about houses are even more divergent. In 
some, the whole force have free houses, or else lodging money; in others, 
accommodation is provided for the whole force, and rent is charged; in others, 
those who occupy station-houses pay rent, and the rest provide houses for them- 
selves; whilst in some instances the county pays any excess of rent over a certain 
sum. The differences on these points make it difficult to compare accurately 
the relative rates of pay in the various forces in Scotland. 


The station-houses and cells, in the counties, are generally in a satisfactory 
condition, though there are very few of them that would be suitable for more 
than the detention of prisoners for one or, at most, two nights. The counties 
where these buildings were last year in the worst order, appear to have made an 
effort to improve what was defective ; and though there are still many inferior 
lock-ups in use, they are principally, as far as the counties are concerned, places 
where there are few prisoners during the year. JI cannot say the same, however, 
for several of the burghs; though the cells and police buildings may be kept 
clean and in good order, there is often a disinclination on the part of the burgh 
authorities to go to the expense of making the police accommodation grow with 
the growth of the population and crime in the burgh. I hope that the improve- 
ments of the utterly detestable and disgraceful cells in the city of Perth is a 
mere matter of time, I am assured that it is so by the burgh authorities : 
many of the cells at Ayr are abominably bad, whilst both at Greenock and Hawick, 
especially the former, there have at. times been a degree of overcrowding which 

would 
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- would have not been tolerated by the sanitary authorities in any other building 


than one under the direct control of the municipality. The central station in 


Dundee also requires enlargement, though in that burgh much has been done of 


late years in the way of building subsidiary stations. 


I have, as far as I have been able, detailed in my separate reports all the 
various duties, not strictly police duties, performed by the members of each 
force. Ithink that there are now none of these that do not come within the 
Circular on that subject, with the exception of the office of inspector under the 
Explosive Acts. I understand that tlie question as to whether this is to be autho- 
rised as a police duty or not is under consideration, and I therefore have taken 
no steps in the matter, except to record the fact when the appointment is held by 
one of the constabulary. ‘There are, however, especially in burghs, extra duties, 
such as attending places of public amusement, public meetings, &c., which are 
undertaken by the ordinary police force, the system of remuneration for which 
requires some consideration, and I think it would be not undesirable that the 
Secretary of State should lay down some distinct regulations on this subject. 


There is, moreover, a point of some importance connected with these extra duties, 
one to which I consider the attention of the officials of Her Majesty’s Treasury 
should be directed, viz., whether, when a number of extra duties are thrown on 
a police officer without any extra remuneration, some part of his salary should 
not be held to be derivable from these sources, and should consequently be struck 
off before the Government grant is calculated. I refer more especially to those 
counties and burghs where much of the time of the heads of the police force is 
taken up by doing procurator fiscal’s duty, the remuneration for which is in- 
cluded in their salaries. I would also observe thatin a large burgh the amount 
of work devolving on an officer holding the office of procurator fiscal is so great 
as entirely to prevent his exercising that supervision over the men of his force, 
on which the discipline so much depends. If the heads of the large burgh police 
furces are to be procurator fiscals, it will be necessary to have in those burghs 


deputy superintendents who are tu be the real heads of the police department. 


The above remarks apply also, though in a less degree, in many instances to 
the office of sanitary inspector. 


The question of superannuation is still in abeyance, but is of the highest im- 
portance that something should be definitely settled. There are many men in 
responsible situations whose increasing age and decreasing health make it most 
advisable that their retirement should be no longer delayed. That these men 
shouldbe allowed to retire without any adequate provision would be a public 
scandal, and its effect on the recruiting for the police forces in Scotland would 
be most disastrous. At present the different arrangements on this point have 
given the English forces a most unfair advantage over the Scotch ones, and were 
it not for the fact that year after year this subject has been stated to be under 
consideration, the effect of the difference between the two countries would have 
been more marked. The only regularly established fund in Scotland is in the 
burgh of Greenock, though in Kincardineshire there is a compulsory system of 
life insurance. As far as I have been able to ascertain, there are in the Scotch 
police forces 56 men of upwards of 30 years’ service, 89 men between 25 and 30, 
148 men between 20 and 25, and 324 men between 15 and 20. 


I would again point out the great inconvenience that is found to arise from the 
fact that burgh constables have no power to act outside tle burgh boundaries. In 
Greenock this is, owing to the peculiarities of the configuration of the burgh, a 


“very serious matter, and all the seaport towns are more or less affected by it. I 


believe that if the provisions of the 11th section of the General Police Act were 
made applicable to burgh as well as to county forces, this evil would be remedied, 
and the public service advantaged. I have found that the chief constables of the 
counties are generally favourable to such a change in the law. 


No arrangement at present exists by which telegrams for police purposes have 
any priority over private messages; practically this is generally conceded, 


‘though asa matter of courtesy, and not of right. I think that this point should 


be brought under the notice of Her Majesty’s Postmaster General. 


Some amendment seems to be required in the Pawnbrokers Act to clear up a 
point at present in doubt, viz.: whether the police have power to inspect the 
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books of pawnbrokers whose premises are situated outside the boundaries of a 
burgh. 

A custom prevails in many of the counties and in some of the burghs in Scot- 


land, which is of very questionable legality. In looking through the lock-up 
books, I constantly see after the name of a person who has been in custody for 


‘being drunk and incapable, or drunk and disorderly, the remark, “ liberated when 


sober.” These persons have never been taken before any magistrate, but are 
liberated without bail, on the sole responsibility of the constable, and they are 
not called on to appear anywhere afterwards to answer to the charge. The 
question as to whether this practice is lawful or not, is one which can only be 
answered by legal authority, though many of the heads of police forces consider 
it to be entirely illegal, and never allow any one who has been locked up to be 
liberated, except on bail, or after having been taken before a magistrate. There 
is no doubt that the scarcity of magistrates in many parts of Scotland makes 
this or some similar practice almost necessary, but it would be better to legalise 
some plan by which the obligation for taking prisoners before a magistrate in 
such cases might be dispensed with, than in any way to violate the law. I would 
suggest that power should be given by statute to any constable, authorised 
to do so by the chief constable, to release such prisoners on summoning them 
to appear before the sheriffon a named day. This summons would enable any 
person who had a real grievance against the constable, either for taking him 
unjustly into custody, or for his conduct to him whilst in his charge, to state 
such complaint in open court. 


It has been brought under my notice that serious inconvenience has arisen 
from difficulties being thrown in the way of prisoners in custody of the police 
being iodged in police cells belonging to other places, whilst in transitu from the 
place of their apprehension to the place where their crime was committed. This 
is especially the case in the city of Edinburgh, where the authorities refuse to 
receive prisoners in custody of members of other police forces. into the burgh 
cells, for the reason that they consider that their Police Act does not give 
them the power to do so. I find that in the Mutiny Act, Clause 35, no keeper 
of a lock-up can refuse to receive a deserter in military custody. I believe that it 
is of even more importance that this power should be given to constables having 
prisoners in charge, as the absence of it has caused irregularities, and allowed the 
escape of criminals. I believe that this matter could be dealt with in the 
Prisons’ Bill now before Parliament. 


I consider that in the large towns a few mounted policemen would be found 
very useful. I believe that it is in contemplation to appoint sowe in Edinburgh. 


It would conduce much to uniformity of practice if early copies of my reports 
were forwarded direct from the Home Office to the heads of the county and burgh 
police forces. I find the greatest incunvenience from these officers not reading 
my reports before sending in their own returns, as they are inclined to send in 
returns according to their own ideas, instead of sending them in with that 
uniformity without which it is impossible to make any tabular statements ; also, 
they are apt to omit to note alterations that have taken place during the 
year. 


I have endeavoured, as far as lay in my power, to induce the police authorities 
in the counties and burghs to comply with the directions of the Secretary of 
State, that alterations involving extra charge are to be submitted for approval! in 
October. I would, however, remark on the subject, that the municipal elections 
in most of the burghs take place in the first week in November, and conse- 
quently, it is sometimes a matter of necessity for some of these things to be 
postponed till after the meeting of the new council. : 


Some difficulty has been experienced owing to men who have been dismissed 
from one police force endeavouring to obtain situations in another one by means 
of concealing the fact of their former service. I believe that it would be of ad- 
vantage that all constables on appointment should sign a schedule, stating all 
former police service, and that any false statement made in such document should 
be punishable as a crime. | '

In terms of the provisions of the Prisons (Scotland) Administration Act, we 
have the honour to lay before you our Report for the Year 1876. We commence as 
usual with a statement of the statutory directions, in terms of which we are required 
to prepare our Annual Report :— 


‘ The Managers shall, on or before the 15th day of February in every year, Statutory directions 

‘ make and transmit to one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State a full {rT Annual Report to 
‘ Report of their whole proceedings during the year ending on the 3lst day of terms of 23.and 24 
‘ December preceding, and an Abstract of their whole receipts and expenditure, Vi ® !%, sect. 60. 
‘ classifying the separate articles thereof; and in the said Report, or in the Ap- 

«pendix thereto, there shall be set forth all new rules or alterations of rules for

The contracts with the Prison Board, of Ayrshire, and with the Prison Board of 
Renfrewshire, came to an end during the year. 

A general decrease in the number of female Convicts made room for all in the Removal of Convicts 
General Prison, and those in Ayr were removed thither by your warrant dated 17th so Ayr and 
November. As it was desirable that any available accommodation in the Prison of — 

Paisley might be used for the relief of the overcrowded Prison of Glasgow, the male 
Convicts in the Prison of Paisley were removed to the Prison of Pentonville by your 
warrant dated 13th November. 

Any Convicts ordered for removal under these warrants, and not so removed be- 
fore the end of the year, were detained on account of the state of their health. 

During the detention of Convicts in the Prison of Ayr and in the Prison of visits by Managers to 
Paisley respectively, each of these Prisons was occasionally visited by one of our Convicts in Prisons of

number, for the purpose of satisfying us on the question whether the disposal of the 
Convicts continued to be satisfactory. So far as the conditions admitted, the statutory 
instruction for the monthly visits of inspection to the General Prison, as printed at 
the conclusion of this Report, was followed on the occasion of each visit. As, how- 
ever, each of the Prisons is under the administration of a County Board, it was con- 
sidered unnecessary that these visits should be paid monthly, and they were limited to 
four in each year. 

The arrangement for the reception of Female Convicts in the Prison of Ayr came petention of Conviets 
into effect in 1863.

The Managers, in terms of the Statute, are the Sheriff of Perth, the Crown Agent 
in Scotland, the Inspector of Prisons for Scotland, all ex officio, along with one person 
appointed by Her Majesty to be Stipendiary Manager and Secretary to the Managers. 

Before the end of the year the services of Mr. Adam, the Sheriff of Perth, were 
lost to this Department, being required ina higher grade of public duty. On 8th 
December he was raised from the Bar to the Bench. As an ex officio Manager, his: 
colleagues had reason to appreciate his clear judgment, and his readiness to put his 
time at their disposal, as occasion required, without their ever being conscious that 
the lucrative pursuit of private practice pressed on the time and attention bestowed 
on these unremunerated services. It was especially owing to his suggestion, and to his 
effective assistance in giving effect to it, that, in the preparation of the last report, the 
quantity of separate business that had been accumulating on the stipendiary staff of 
the “Joint-Department of Prisons and Judicial Statistics,” “since the passing of the Act 
of 1860, was separated from the functions of the a appointed under that Act, 
as administrators of the General Prison. 


CUSTODY OF CONVICTS AND MANAGEMENT OF THE GENERAL PRISON. 


The General Prison for Scotland at Perth contains a Prison proper, or Penal Depart- 
and an Establishment for the Criminal Lunatics of Scotland, or a Lunatic 
Department. The purposes to which each of these departments is applicable continue 
to be, as they have been set forth in our last and previous Reports, the following :— 
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The Penal Department. 


This Department is constituted for the reception of— 


1st, Prisoners sentenced to imprisonment by the Courts of Law in Scotland. Such prisoners, 
sentenced to nine months’ imprisonment and upwards,-are removed from Local Prisons to the 
General Prison, under the statutory powers of the Managers, unless the sentence contains a clause 
specially declaring that the prisoner shall not be removed to the General Prison. Prisoners sentenced 
to shorter: periods can. be removed to the Prison by the Secretary of State under his statutory powers, 
should an occasion occur for the exercise of these powers. ; 

2d, Convicts under sentences of transportation or of penal servitude. These are removed to 
_ the Prison by order under the hand of the Secretary of State. 


The Lunatic Department. 


This Department is constituted for the reception of— 


1st, Persons who, by judgment of the Criminal Courts, have been placed at Her Majesty’s 
disposal on the ground of insanity, either at the time when they committed the offences charged 
against them, or sustained as a plea in bar of trial; and 

2d, Prisoners who have become insane while undergoing punishment. 

By warrant under the hand of the Secretary of State, granted on Medical Certificate, such a 
prisoner may be detained after the expiry of his sentence. 


Under the direction of Her Majesty’s Board of Works, who are vested in the 
property of the Prison, the buildings and grounds were kept in good condition through- 
out the year. The hospital accommodation on the male side had been long condemned 
as defective in itself, and injurious to the ventilation and lighting of the galleries, to 
which the wards are attached. In our immediately preceding Reports, beginning with 
that for 1872, the deficiencies in question, and the arrangements for the erection of 
a building containing three hospital wards—one for the sick, another for epileptics, and 
a third for imbeciles, are set forth. At the end of the year the frame of the building 
had been completed, including the plastering. Certain furniture fixtures, such as doors 
and shutters, had not been completed, as it was considered imprudent to attach them 
to the building on account of the damp condition of all timber exposed to the wet 
atmosphere of the winter of 1876. 

In the opinion of the Managers—supported by the authority of others whose 
judgment is more valuable on such questions—the hospital accommodation supplied 
to the Prison by the Board of Her Majesty’s Works is not only complete and 
sufficient for its purposes, but has every qualification which the highest authorities on 
hospital accommodation could suggest. These purposes infer a limited occupancy, and 
to a certain extent this infers a waste of accommodation for the purpose of 
obtaining the appliances necessary for sanative and curative purposes. As the 
hospitals could thus receive a greater number of patients than the General Prison is 
ever likely to supply, it would be a desirable result if, in the contemplated re-organisa- 
tion of Prison administration in Scotland, these hospitals might serve for the reception 
of Patients from other Prisons. 

The only other structural change in the Prison was an enlargement of the 
Male Department, for the purpose of relieving Local Prisons of inmates qualified for the 
General Prison. ‘The proportion between the number of male and female prisoners 
admitted of a gallery being taken from the female side. Accordingly, the Board of 
Her Majesty’s Works, at a very small cost, isolated the highest gallery in Wing mI. 
from the Female Department, and connected it by ready means of entrance with the 
Male Department. 

We refer to our Report for the year 1875 for special information on the arrange- 
ments of Discipline under the heads following :— 

1. The Mark System, or. the crediting to Female Convicts of marks gained by 
industry, and the debiting of forfeitures of marks for misconduct, so as to strike the 
balance on which the Secretary of State grants to the Convict a discharge on license, 
_ popularly called Ticket-of-Leave. 

2. The granting of such License, and the liability of the Convicts possessing them 
to lose them and the protection they afford, by their either being revoked for miscon- 


_ duct or forfeited as part of the punishment on conviction of an offence.

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3. Gratuities to Prisoners, and arrangements for paying ee through Prison 
Aid Societies. One of these Societies having made a representation against the 
arrangement for remitting each gratuity in the instalments in which it would become 
due to the Prisoner, we Teceived from you an instruction to continue ‘the existing 
practice of paying over to the Prison Aid Societies the gratuities of Convicts who elect 
to have their gratuities dispensed through these Societies by instalments, and not in a 
slump sum.’ 

In the Appendix are notices as to Prisoners’ Aid Societies, prepared under your 
direction, to be hung up in cells. 

4. The conditional discharge under the powers of the Criminal and Dangerous 
Lunatic Act of inmates of the Lunatic Department. We had to report two instances 
of men for whose recommittal to the Prison you were pleased, on our representation, to 
grant warrants. One of them has since died of phthisis. They both belong to the class 
who bring on lunacy of the most dangerous type after protracted fits of hard drinking. 
The one who survives, and is still in the Lunatic Department of the Prison, had killed 
one of his children. While he was conditionally at large there had been a suspicion, 
both in the Board of Lunacy and here, that he evaded the vigilance of his brother-in-law, 
a clergyman, who had become responsible for taking charge of him, and intemperance 
at last brought him under the notice of the police. He is not held to be insane by 
the medical authorities, but he is very morose and irritable, enlarging on the injustice 
and cruelty of recommitting him... He would be a very dangerous inmate of the 
Lunatic Department if it were not that, under the arrangement for conditional dis- 
charges, the old companions who were in the same condition as himself—that of sane 
persons detained among lunatics—are no longer there. The Officers of the Establish- 
ment have never been apprehensive of those really insane plotting together, as none 
‘would trust another. But there was always some apprehension about the topics of 


discussion in the group of those who had recovered their sanity, who naturally associ- 


ated with,each other apart, and among these the man here referred to was the chief 
-object.of suspicion, At the same time, his recommittal to the Lunatic Department is ‘ 
a wholesome lesson to those who have been, or may hereafter be, conditionally dis- 
charged, since, when they find themselves at large, they gradually come to think they 
should be absolutely free, and chafe at the restrictions and supervision to which they 
are subjected. 

This .man has considerable ability for business, and during his conditional dis- 
charge the filled a responsible office in a local public department. The Board of 
Lunacy for.Scotland, who have afforded us ready advice and assistance in the delicate 
duty of disposing of this class of people, as well as in other matters, have made 
inquiry as.to the practicability of finding for him a situation as Clerk, or otherwise, in 
a Lunatic Asylum, but as yet without success. It occurs to us that it might be 
practicable to employ him in the Prison store, sleeping and taking his meals in the 
Lunatic Department, with permission to pass occasionally beyond the Prison walls. 
But this would be a novelty in Prison organisation demanding, for obvious reasons, 
much caution and consideration. 

The principal changes among the Staff throughout the year were as follows :— 

Dr. Absolon, the Resident Surgeon, died on 7th July, after a long illness. His 
death was felt as a loss to the service on account of his great professional skill and the 
influence of his personal character. You were pleased to appoint as his successor 
Mr. John M‘Naughton, - M.B. and L.R.C.S.. Edin. who entered on duty on 
15th September. He is a much younger man than any of his predecessors in the 
office. But, as he has shown a capacity for the duties, his age is in favour of his 
becoming an acquisition to the service, if he remain permanently attached to it. The 
persons who accept of such offices are too apt to come from those who have not been 
successful in private practice. 

By the death of the Reverend William Humble, the office of visiting Mpiscopal 
Clergyman, of date 24th February, you appointed the Reverend William Blatch to 
that office. 

The late. Deputy- Governor, Captain Anstruther, being appointed Governor 
of the Prison in Manchester, left the service in December 1875. . For the 
first time since the Prison was put under the present system of management, 
by the Act of 1860, the conduct of one of the superior officers threatened to involve 
us in unpleasant difficulties. In the month of October there were symptoms that the 
person appointed to succeed Captain Anstruther as Deputy-Governor was pursuing a 
career of reckless, and eccentric extravagance. From the testimony of certain 
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documents brought under your notice,‘and without any application or suggestion on 
our part, you dismissed him from his office. You were pleased to announce to us this 
dismissal in a letter dated 18th December. The arrival of this letter relieved us from 
anxieties and the prospect of requiring to take unpleasant steps. Down to this point 
his career had not attracted public notice, and we deem it fortunate for the reputation 
of the Establishment that, when he achieved such publicity as to make repeated 
appearances in the newspaper press, it was as ‘the late Deputy-Governor of the 
General Prison.’ yertnesan Faas 

~ In our Report for 1875 we mentioned some serious instances of inebriety in the officers 
attached to the Lunatic Department, and had to explain that, small as this Department. 
is, it had given more occasion for dealing with serious cases of intemperance than the 
large’ body of officers engaged in the Penal Department. For the first time since the 
Prison came under our management a serious charge of inebriety, interfering with 
duty, was brought home to a Warder. He was suspended from duty, and the case was 
very fully considered for the purpose of arriving at a conclusion whether it was safe 
to give him an opportunity for redeeming his character. He was in other respects a 
respectable man, who kept his family in decency and propriety, and was valuable as 
an experienced officer. It was clear, however, that it would be unwise to retain him 
with any remnant of the habits that had led him to the act of excess. We found that 
during his suspension he had joined one of those communities which not only require 
temperance, but exclude all who partake to the smallest extent in stimulating liquors. 
It seemed a safe course for us to take, in his favour, to suspend a report to you with a 
pg for his-dismissal until we had an opportunity of seeing how the experiment 
ared. 

After this matter had been adjusted, there came the unusual occurrence of an 
officer of the night-watch being found asleep on duty. On inquiry it did not appear 
that this was caused by intemperance, but still, being a serious offence, he was sus- 
pended. ‘Thus there have been within the year three officers under suspension, as already 
stated. One of these, the Deputy-Governor, was dismissed. If on inquiry the other 
two had been found entirely innocent of any irregularity, it might have been unjust 
that they should lose any portion of their emoluments, but they were both blamable, ~ 
though not so blamable as to render it, in our opinion, necessary to apply to you for 
their dismissal. In these circumstances it seemed appropriate that the expense they 
had brought on the public by the employment of casual assistants should be deducted 
from their pay. 

With these exceptions, the conduct of the Staff of the Prison throughout the year 
was, as usual, excellent. 

Through your intervention, a satisfactory arrangement was made with the Casual Officers. 
Treasury for the casual employment of persons not holding Civil Service Certificates. 
The staff of the Prison is so closely adjusted to the duties to be performed, that when 
an officer is absent from sickness or other justifiable cause, even for a few days, it is 
necessary to employ a substitute to perform his duties. A few superfluous officers on 
the permanent staff might obviate this necessity, but apart from the question of 
unnecessary increase of expenditure, we believe that such an arrangement would be 
inimical to sound discipline, and that, so far as it is practicable, no person should be 
employed on the staff of a Prison whose duties are not sufficient to give him full 
employment during the hours of attendance. 

The Board of Exchequer and Audit, while concurring in the policy of such casual 
employment, were desirous that it should be in some way adjusted to the prevailing 
rule, that no one should be employed in the Civil Service but those who either possess 
Civil Service Certificates, or are by proper authority specially exempted from this 
obligation. The Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Civil Service, also seeing the expe- 

_diency of the arrangement we desired, it was found that the best method of accomplish- 
ing it would be to add our casual assistants to the exemptions in the Orders in Council, 
and consequently the following announcement appeared in the Hdinburgh Gazette of 
24th November last :—

‘The Secretary of State for the Home Department, with the concurrence of the 
‘ Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, hereby gives notice, that the follow-

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In the Prisons Administration Act it is provided, that ‘one or more of the 
‘ Managers shall, once, at least in every month, see and communicate with each Prisoner, 
‘shall examine the books, accounts, and documents kept in the Prison, shall inspect 
‘the Prison premises and stores, shall examine into the conduct of the several officers, 
‘ shall investigate all complaints, and alleged or apparent abuses or deviations from the 
‘rules, shall inquire into the cause. and nature of every punishment that has been 
‘administered, shall ascertain how far the health, education, and industrial training 
‘of the Prisoners are in a satisfactory condition, and shall make a report, in writing, 
‘under these heads, which shall be laid before, and specially considered by, the 
‘ Managers.’ : 

This provision was punctually carried out during the year 1876, The Statutory 
inspection of the Prison has thus been completed in each of the sixteen years during 
which the Act of 1860 has been in force,

REPORT 


On the Miscellaneous duties of the Staff of the Foint-Department of — 
Prisons and ‘Fudicial Statistics, for the year 1876. 


Tue most important of these duties falls to be reported to the Secretary of State, Judicial Statisties, 32 
at a later period of the year, in the ‘Ninth Report on the Judicial Statistics of Scot. m1 *? Vim © * 
‘land, rendered to the Right Honourable the Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 

‘ment, in terms of the Judicial Statistics (Scotland) Act 1869, and of the instructions 
‘of the Secretary of State, being for the year 1876.’ ; 

Next in importance, and in amount of occupation to the working staff, is the Criminal Register, 34 
keeping of the Criminal Register under the Prevention of Crimes Act. ned oe i 
_ The passing, during the last session of Parliament, of ‘The Prevention of Crimes 39 and 40 Viet. e. 23. 
“Amendment Act, 1876,’ seems to render it desirable to give in this Report an account 
of the method in which the Register has been kept in Scotland, and to this end the 
following passage is quoted from the immediately preceding report of the Depart- 
ment :— ; . 

‘The first point of importance was to adapt the Criminal Procedure of Scotland to 
‘the object of the Act. This object appeared to be the preservation of an accessible 
* register of habitual Criminals, as a separate class, and it seemed desirable that such a 
‘register should not be burdened with particulars about casual petty offenders. It 
‘ appeared at once that this object could be accomplished by limiting the register to 
‘criminals convicted after having been committed for trial, rejecting cases of summary 
* conviction, where the accused is brought at once before a Magistrate and sentenced on 
‘summary trial. It is believed that this distinction brings into the Register the habitual 
‘criminals, and them only. By the organisation of the administration of criminal 
‘ justice in Scotland, the offender who has been repeatedly convicted in a summary shape, 
‘ of theft or any other fraudulent practice, comes as matter of routine to be sentenced to 
*a higher punishment by a higher court, though the new offence may be not greater in 
“eriminality than those for which he has been summarily punished by short sentences. 
‘It is therefore scarcely possible that any person can be repeatedly found guilty of 
‘fraudulent offences, without being committed for trial, and on conviction appearing on 
‘the Register. This criterion corresponds with that on which the Government interposes 
‘to relieve the Counties of the expense of maintaining prisoners in the County Prisons. 
‘ The exchequer allowance is granted for the maintenance of prisoners whose conviction 
‘ has followed their committal for trial, excluding those summarily convicted, the Govern- 
‘ment thus undertaking the cost applicable to those who are judicially certified as 
‘members of the criminal class, leaving the others, as matter of corrective police, to the 
“disposal of local authorities at the cost of local rates, except in so far as, by recent 
‘ special arrangements, local police establishments have received Government aid.’ 

Offering this explanation of the existing practice, this Department awaits any 
instructions that you may be pleased to issue, whether to the effect of furnishing more 
explicit information on the existing practice, or of directing specific alterations to be 
made on that practice. It is understood in this Department to differ materially from 
the practice originally adopted in England. As Superintendent of the Register for 
Scotland, I was freely admitted to the office of the Register for England, in Whitehall 
Place, and was courteously supplied with whatever information I desired. The result 
was that, without venturing to question the arrangement I there found as applicable to 
England, I came to the conclusion that a register on a much more limited proportional 
scale would serve the intended purpose in Scotland, and could be accomplished without 
violating the Act of 1871. I hesitated and weighed the matter fully in adopting this 
course, as it was contrary to the advice given to me by Mr. Charles Kendal, the accom- 
plished gentleman having charge of the Register for England, whose earnestness in 
the pursuit of the vast task he had imposed on himself seemed to press so heavily on a 
naturally delicate constitution as to have shortened his life, 
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The Staff in this office having been adjusted by the late General Board of Directors, 
of Prisons, when that Institution was abolished by the Act of 1860, and certain of its 
functions vested in the Secretary of State, it was natural that this staff should serve 
in the form of a sub-department of the Home Office in the draftmanship of documents 
and other arrangements for giving effect to the policy of the Secretary of State in the 
exercise of his powers in the matter of Prison Management. I propose briefly to note 
the principal duties thus performed. 

By the Act of 1860, certain powers are vested in the Secretary of State for 
adjusting the occupancy of Prisons to the available accommodation throughout the 
Country. He can, by a warrant under his hand, remove any ordinary Criminal Prisoner 
from any one Prison in Scotland to any other. When it is desirable that there should 
be an arrangement, available as self-acting for a period of time, this can be accomplished 
by a Secretary of State’s order, rendering a. Prison illegal for the detention of certain 
classes of prisoners, and rendering some other Prison a legal place for their reception 
and detention. 

Both these expedients have been available in casual emergencies. It has generally 
been the policy of the Secretary of State, however, not to put these facilities at the 
disposal of County Boards for the relief of overcrowded Prisons, unless on those 
occasions where the County Board has engaged to commence without delay such 
works as appear likely to secure Prison accommodation sufficient for the wants of 
their district. 

With the prospect before them of a fundamental reorganisation of Prison iene 
istration, the County Boards could not be expected to undertake and expedite 


extensive structural alterations, so that the question of adjusting the present accom- 
smodation to the number of prisoners in Scotland came before you unembarrassed. 


After the Female Convicts.were removed from the Prison of Ayr, the cells that

It appeared to be desirable to take the other method of relief for using the 
accommodation left vacant by the removal of male Convicts from the Prison of 
Paisley. This Prison is scarcely more distant from the centre of Glasgow than it 
will probably be found expedient to build a new Prison for the Glasgow district. The 
first, step taken was by statistical inquiries to find a definable class of Prisoners among 
those.received into the Prison of Glasgow, whose numbers might be expected to suffice 
in filling, without overcrowding, the vacant accommodation in the Prison of Paisley. 
It was found that the class most likely to meet this definition were Prisoners sentenced 
each to a period of thirty days.. Before the end of the year an order was issued 
accordingly, but as it was found that female prisoners could not be conveniently 
received into the Prison of Paisley, the order was revised early in January. In this

On the Ist of July 1874 a new Code of Rules for County Prisons in Scotland 
came into effect, as certified by you. One of these Rules provides that the County 
Board ‘shall have power to suspend.the operation of any Rule, in whole or in part, 

‘ provided they immediately report the. same to the Secretary of State, whose instruc- 


.* tions they shall follow in the matter. They may make additional Rules, provided 


‘ such additional Rules be not inconsistent with the Rules sanctioned by the Secretary 
‘ of State, and be immediately reported to him,for his approval.’ 

Under this Rule various points were brought under your notice, in docu- 
ments which accumulated to a considerable bulk. In reference to these documents 
several communications passed between the Home Office and this Department, but 
this branch of correspondence naturally.dropped when the first steps were taken for 
bringing into effect the reorganisation above referred to. The latest communication 
on the matter was on-5th May 1876. 

A Return of the Salaries and Allowances paid within the year by the several County 
Boards, was rendered in Schedules, the form of which was approved of by you. A 
Digest of these returns is appended. 

It was the practice of the late General Board of Prisons to print a table of the 
average daily number of Prisoners in Scotland for each year, beginning with the year 
1840. The following Table brings the information, so supplied, down to the end of 
the year 1876:—

* Tt will be seen that the numbers for 1868, 1870, 1871, 1872, 1873, 1874, and 1875, differ slightly from the correspond- 
ing numbers in previous Report and in the Reports on the Judicial Statistics of Scotland. This is occasioned by errors 
subsequently discovered in the returns made immediately at the conclusion of the year. 


It has been the practice to record in the Annual Report on Prisons all instances 
of suicide, escapes, or other remarkable occurrences in Local Prisons throughout the 
ear. 
On the 26th of May a convicted Male Prisoner committed suicide in the Prison of 4*'s of Suicide. 
Lanark. Reports on this occurrence were transmitted to you from this Department, 
of date the 5th and 8th of June respectively.. In these Reports it was brought under 
your notice that the Prisoner had attempted to commit suicide in the Police Cell where 
he was detained before trial. He accomplished his purpose by hanging himself from 
a staple that had been part of the hinge of a disused door. 
On the 30th of October an untried Female Prisoner committed suicide in the 
Prison of Paisley. On the 21st of December it was stated to you that, in consequence © 
of inquiries reported by the County Board, no further proceedings in the matter 
seemed to be necessary. 
There was no escape from a Prison during the year. No Escape. 
In conclusion, as the Chief Stipendiary Officer of the Joint Department of Prisons 
and Judicial Statistics, I take this opportunity of expressing my testimony to the very 


large amount of public duty efficiently performed by the three assistants in the Office Services of Assistants 
in Department.

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of the Department. It would have been impossible for so small a staff to have passed 
through its hands so much work, but for the systematic employment of the Copying — 
Press, as a substitute for the manual services of Clerks, in preserving a record of the 
numerous documents passing through the Office. 

As the use of the Copying Press seems available in Public Departments, not only 
for economy and for unvarying accuracy when it is skilfully applied, I have requested 
Mr. Donaldson, the Chief Clerk and Collector of Judicial Statistics, to furnish me 
with a special report on the use and efficiency of the Copying Press, as exemplified in 
this Department. His Report is appended. 


The following Abstract of the receipts and expenditure of the Department 
has been prepared by the Chief Clerk, and revised by me as ‘Accounting Officer’ of 
the Department. The amount voted by Parliament,. chiefly for the expenses connected 
with Prisons, but applicable to the other services performed by the Staff of the Depart- 
ment, for the year ending 3lst March 1877, was £24,189; and the Account of Charge 
and Discharge for the year ended 3lst December 1876, which will be found in the 
Appendix in detail, stands as follows :—

The Treasury refund to County Boards the cost of maintenance of convicted 
Prisoners who haye either been tried by Jury or committed on Sheriffs’ warrants. The 
amount does not pass through this Department, but is paid by the Remembrancer in 
Exchequer. An Abstract of the Expenditure under this head for the year 1876 
has been furnished to us, and is printed in the Appendix. 


Since lst April 1873, the Expenditure in connection with the structure of the 
General Prison at Perth, and the expenses of the Department for Rent, Rates, Taxes, 
Fuel, Light, and Household Articles, have been defrayed: by the Board of Her 
Majesty’s Works. The Assistant-Surveyor for Scotland has furnished us with a state- 
ment of the expenditure for these services during the past year, which shows the total 
amount to have been £2301, 8s. 10d., and for Special Works at the General Prison, 
£4101, 8s. 6d.

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No. I1I.—Rerorr by the Governor of the Genera Prison at Perta for the year 1876; with Tables of 
Expenditure and State of Accounts. : 


General Prison for Scotland, Perth, January 15, 1877. 

GenTLEMEN,—I have the hononr to submit to you my Report of this Prison for the year 1876, together with 
the usual Statistical Returns connected therewith. 

The Rev. Canon Humble, visiting Episcopalian: Clergyman, died at San Remo, whither he had gone on 
medical advice, on February 7th, and the vacancy thus created was filled up by the appointment to the office, 
on March 6th, of the Rev. William Blatch, Incumbent of St. John the Baptist’s, Perth. Major Waller Ashe, 
late of the King’s Dragoon Guards, was appointed Deputy- Governor on February 9th, but, owing to pecuniary 
embarrassment, was on November 18th suspended, under Rule 4 of the Treasury Minute of November 30th, 
1868, and his appointment cancelled by the Secretary of State on the 19th December. 

After several months of severe illness, Dr. Absolon’s career of rare zeal and efficiency was terminated by 
his death on July 7th; and on September 15th, Mr. John M‘Naughtan, M.B., was appointed by the Home 
Secretary to succeed iden, the duties of the office having been performed in me interim, much to my satisfaction, 
by Mr. Christie, Surgeon, of this town. 

William Ford, Teacher, died on the 10th April, and his post has not yet been permanently filled. ° 

The Discipline Staff has been completed during the year, three Nominees having passed their whole period 
of probation, and a fourth being on the eve of doing so; whilst, owing to the increase in the number of Male 
Prisoners, two Supernumeraries have been taken on, with the understanding that, if found suitable, they will be 
recommended for appointment to the permanent staff as vacancies occur. 

One Teacher and two Warders have resigned from ill-health during the year: Three Warders have satis- 
factorily passed their period of probation, leaving vacant two Teacherships, for one of which a Candidate had 
successfully undergone examination, and three Warderships. 

The Principal Officers continue, as heretofore, to render me unfailing zealous co-operation in carrying out 
the duties of the Prison. 

One Warder, having appeared on duty in an unfit condition, was suspended fora month ; but allowed to 
Another was suspended on the last day 
of the year for being found asleep, whilst on night duty. Save in these two instances, the conduct of the 


resume duty on giving what security he could for future good conduct : 


Discipline Officers has given me every satisfaction, no other offence having come under my notice with which I 
did not feel competent to deal personally. 

The conduct of Prisoners shows remarkably well in 1876, there having been only 346 punishments, 
with an average of 650 inmates of the Prison proper, against 413 in 1875, with an average of 668 inmates, the 
offences being for the most part trivial. 

On February Ist, 493/34, A. C., was found to have detached an iron lever from his loom, with which he 
had displaced some lime, plaster, and small stones from his cell wall, with the intention of effecting his escape, 
but had evidently given up the attempt as hopeless. 

On July 15th, 260/35, W. M., au insane Prisoner, aged 33 on committal, died from the effects of injuries, 
self-inflicted, four days previously, by dashing head-foremost against the Airing-yard wall. 

The central ventilating tower has been repaired in a strong and durable manner, 

The Contractor commenced laying the foundation of the New Hospital early in April, and the building 
was virtually completed by the end of the year, though some of the internal fittings still remain unfinished, 
and some months must elapse before the various wards can be dried sufficiently for occupation. During the pro- 
gress of the operations, though both outer gates of the Prison were kept open to allow every facility for carting 
in material, though breaches had to be made in the outer wall of Wing I., and ladders, planks, and ropes kept in 
unavoidable proximity to the exercising circle, the extra guard granted proved sufficient to repress the smallest 
disposition to attempt escape. 

On the 31st July, authority was received for Mr. Robertson, Ist, Class Clerk, to occupy the house formerly 
attached to the office of sub-Matron, and the Deputy-Governor’s is now the only untenanted house. 

The old well has been deepened considerably, and the supply of water thereby much increased; but though 
the suction pipes have been renewed, and those between the pumps and tank thoroughly scraped and cleansed 
the water still continues impregnated with iron. 

I certify that, to the best of my knowledge and belief, the Rules have been faithfully complied with, and 
that the slightest deviations from them have been invariably brought under your notice.

| Great care is taken in compiling the educational statistics. The attainments of the Prisoners are noted 
_ by the Chaplain, in the presence of the teachers, soon after their admission, and again at the end of every 
| ' quarter. In addition to this, in the course of ordinary visitation, it is seen what progress they are making, so 
| that there is every opportunity for ascertaining the exact position of every prisoner. It will be seen from the 
preceding Table that some of our inmates, on admission, exhibited a considerable amount of ignorance. By 
the end of even three months, however, this was much diminished, bearing testimony to the labours of the 
teachers, and to the strong desire to learn which is generally displayed by such Prisoners. 
The Library is in good condition, being kept up by periodical supplies of new books. It is divided into 
ten sections, each under the charge of a teacher, in whose gallery it is placed. Hach Prisoner, who can use 
the Library, has in his possession on week-days both a religious and secular book, and, on the whole, the 
books are much prized, well kept, and intelligently read. 

The usual Sunday services for Males and Females at separate hours have been maintained throughout the 
year, and there have been short services for both on the Half-yearly Sacramental Fast-Days. From private 
conversation with them, it is abundantly proved that they have not been forgetful hearers of the Word, though 
it remains to be seen whether they will be doers of the same. 

During the year I visited Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dundee to inquire into the condition of Prisoners 
liberated to these places. I found, in this way and by writing, that of 361 Males liberated during the year 
(exclusive of 53 convicts transferred to England, 7 who died in Prison, and 1 Insane Prisoner sent to Stirling), 
. 121 succeeded in obtaining employment. The Matron informs me, that of 172 Females liberated during the 
year, 2 went to Refuges, 96 had friends willing to receive them, and 44 got work. ; 

The Scripture Readers have devoted themselves earnestly during the year to their important work. 

The educational state of the liberated prisoners is shown in the two appended Tables.

GentLeMEN,—I have the honour to submit my Annual Report for the year 1876, as to the health, bodily 
and mental, of the Prisoners in the General Prison for Scotland, and for the sake of Statistical arrangement 1 
shall place my information under the following heads :— 
I, Of the General Health, Sickness, and Deaths of Prisoners. 
II. Of the Mental Condition of Prisoners not in the Lunatic Department. 
III. Of the Department for Criminal Lunatics. 


I. The general and physical condition of the Prisoners throughout the year has been good. 

The number of Prisoners placed on the Register of Sickness has been about the average annual amount. 

The chief kinds of illness have been as usual of a chronic character, and the causes can be generally traced 
to depraved habits, and frequent imprisonments. 

There has been no epidemic disease in the Prison during the year. 

Eleven deaths occurred during the year. This is about the usual average annual number. 

- One, in the Lunatic Department, resulted from self-inflicted injuries. In all the other ten cases, the 

disease was of such a nature as would sooner or later inevitably have proved fatal. 

The ventilation and temperature of the Prison are satisfactory, and the dietary of the Prisoners appears to 
be sufficient to maintain them generally in good health.

XXIV.—Reporrt by Chief-Clerk and Collector of the Judicial Statistics on the use of 
the Copying Press in the Department. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRISONS AND JUDICIAL STATISTICS, 
EDINBURGH, 5th February 1877. 


Sir, 
‘In compliance with your request I have the honour to report that the system of 


Press-copying the correspondence of the Department was commenced on the introduc- 
tion of the Judicial Statistics in the year 1868. Previous to this all the correspondence 
was copied by hand, and the work was such that the then staff, a chief clerk and assis- 
tant, could only overtake it by extra attendance. Many documents of an important 
character, and of considerable length, required to be copied in a hurried manner, so 
that their despatch would not be delayed, and the introduction of the Copying 
Press afforded a large and sensible decrease of manual labour, and rendered 
unnecessary the appointment of an additional junior clerk. A fear was expressed at 
the time that the Press Letter Books would be found unsuitable to stand the tear and 
wear of the daily reference to past correspondence, but this has been proved ground- 
less. ‘The books are as suitable and convenient as the older records copied by 
the hand, besides being more accurate, and only require to be somewhat more care-. 
fully handled. The skill necessary to obtain a good impression is easily acquired. 
In ordinary circumstances this part of the work of the Department is performed by 
the messenger, under the supervision of the junior clerk. The advantages of this 
arrangement are evident in a small Department, such as this, in giving fuller occupation 
to this officer. I must add, however, that the quality of paper supplied in the Press 
Copying Books since the beginning of the year 1871 is very inferior to that furnished 
to the Department in the former years, and, on this account, the books from 1868 to 
1871 show a much better state of preservation than those of late years. V 
The work of the office during the last few years has been on the increase, 
and the use of the Copying Press has been extended, and made available for copy- 
ing all Documents and Reports, many of them of considerable length, required for | 
circulation among the Managers, as also Statistical Tables, which, if copied by the old 


system, would require the full services of a junior clerk, besides other temporary assist- | / 


ance during periods of pressure, such as the preparation of the Annual Reports on / 
Prisons and the Judicial Statistics of Scotland. 

The Office Records kept in the Press Letter Books are more full and complete 
than formerly, copies being made therein of all important Home Office and Treasury 
communications received, as also all enclosures referred to in the correspondence. 
The saving of time and trouble by having the whole thus recorded in one place for 
subsequent reference is very great, and often obviates the necessity of a lengthened 
search for an original Document, or the duplicate made of it, where the original may 
have passed out of the Department. 

The working of the Copying Press, as exemplified in this Department, is satisfac- 
tory, and has materially contributed to a reduction of the expenses of the Establish- 
ment, and permitted the employment of the two Assistants on work requiring more 
skill and ability than that generally assigned to Clerks in their respective positions in | 
the larger Departments of the Civil Service.
